I have had letters from people say- 
ing, “You can’t tell me any fox will 
stick its head in one of these contrap- 
| tions”. This photo speaks for itself. 

The humane traps have taken more 
| fishers for me this winter—one of the

| caught at pole sets, and death was in- 
| stantaneous. Most every mink to hit 
| a cubby has been caught and killed. We

certainly agree with your diagnosis that 
the fish is a chinook. Dr. Miller’s anal- 
fin ray count is the correct way to 
prove the point, but to me there’s an- 
other simpler test that’s a dead give- 
away—the shape of the anal fin. The 
anal fin of a rainbow trout is so shaped 
that if you press the longest ray 
against the fish’s body it will touch a 
point beyond where the base of the fin 
joins the body. On a salmon this ray 
will not reach beyond the base of the 
fin. 

This is a simple test that any fisher- 
man can make in a second.—-Ken Mor- 
rish, Orinda, Calif. 


I’ve been fishing Pacific Coast 
streams for several years and one way 
I always use to tell trout and salmon 
apart is to check the coloring inside 
the fish’s mouth. Salmon are colored 
black or dark gray inside the mouth, 
while in a trout the color is perfectly 
white. If Joe Young can remember the 
color, he should have his answer.— 
Eugene L. Parker, Medford, Oreg. 


After looking at the pictures that il- 
lustrate Joe Young’s article, there’s no 
doubt in my mind that the fish was a 
chinook. The clue is the area between 
the anal fin and the tail. On a chinook 
this part of the body narrows consid- 
erably, while on a rainbow the area is 
much thicker.—Rex R. Campbell, Yaki- 
ma, Wash.

He was chal- 
lenged almost immediately by a coarse-toned gobble 
from further up the ridge. 

I was hunting in the wild sweep of mountain land 
along the Jacks and Conasauga rivers in east Tennessee. 
I’d been so intrigued with the jumble of ridges and the 
primitive beauty of the place at dawn, I'd almost for- 
gotten why I was there. The ringing calls from the 
two buck turkeys brought me back to earth. - 

My best bet was to get between them and make like Using a brier leaf to cluck like a hen, Billy Arthur, left, 
an eager hen. The top of the ridge from which they’d brought tom from 200 yards. Right, Phil uses cedar-box call 
gobbled was several hundred feet higher than where I 
stood, and I knew I’d have to reach it in a hurry. I 
plunged downhill through a narrow swale, then climbed 
as fast as my wind would allow. The slope was steep 
and its massed laurel was strung with cat briers that 
would have discouraged a rabbit. But there wasn’t time 
to pick an easy path. The briers took their toll, and 
when I crawled into an old fallen treetop on the crest 
of the ridge, I didn’t have enough wind left to blow a 
leaf. 

It was at least five minutes before the first gobbler 
sounded off again. I slid the oblong cedar box out of 
my coat and answered him with the notes of a hen. I 
must have touched my slate and wood together in just 
the right way, for the woods echoed with the raucous, 
rollicking gobbles of both birds. The voice high on the 
ridge behind me was coarse and deep and I made up my 
mind that he was the tom to fill my license. 

I checked my shotgun, a Model 1912 Winchester pump 
with full-choke 30-inch barrel. I was shooting the 254 
inch Magnum shell, Turkey hunting, I carry No. 6 shot 
in the chamber, with No. 4’s backing it up, and a No. 2 
shot shell third. When a turkey is in reasonable range, 
the 6’s are best, but you can always eject it in a hurry 
to get to the other two shells. No. 2’s reach out much 
farther and are a better brush load. 

I yelped again to be certain the gobbler would have 
a fix on me, then slid the box into my pocket. Most 
turkey hunters call too much, especially when they’ve 
got a bird coming and he suddenly shuts up. It’s natu- 
ral for any hunter to get a little panicky then and start 
whacking his box, brier leaf, turkey-wing bone, or what- 
ever he uses. But an old gobbler is always suspicious 
of a hen that talks too much. 

There’s no set rule for how often to cluck or call. 
It’s got to be instinctive. But if you get a tom within 
100 yards, he’ll usually come the rest of the way. 

Both toms were gobbling every few minutes and mov- 
ing closer. The coarse-voiced one seemed to be most 
suspicious, or at least less eager, and I debated whether 
to use my box again. He was silent for so long that the 
eager-beaver side of my gumption won out. I dug for the 
box and yelped again. , ye

AST OCTOBER the Tennessee Game and Fish Com- 
mission stocked Caney Fork River below Center 
Hill dam with 2,158 rainbow trout. Another shipment 
of rainbows went to Obey River below Dale Hollow dam. 
The stocked fish, from Flintville Hatchery in Lincoln 
County, averaged four to five inches long at planting. 
The cold, fresh waters pouring out from under the dam 
carry an abundance of food, and biologists estimate that 
spring fishing in these areas this year should turn up 
some trout at least 10 to 12 inches long. 

Earlier, the commission planted 75,000 rainbows from 
the U.S. Fish & Wildlife station at Walhalla, South 
Carolina, in the new Chilhowee Reservoir on the Little 
Tennessee River. Commission fisheries crews, working 
with Fish & Wildlife and U.S. Forest Service personnel, 
cleaned trash and rough fish out of that portion of the 
Tennessee River where Chilhov’ee is impounded. 


ee During the fall and winter, the commission 
announced, 211,000 rainbows and 31,000 brown trout 
were released in five tail-water areas and three cold- 
water lakes in the state. Brown-trout fingerlings, ob- 
tained from Walhalla, were stocked in tail-waters of 
Chilhowee, South Holston, and Wilbur reservoirs. 
Watauga Lake, east of Johnson City, received a 
planting of 5,000 cutthroat trout two to three inches 
long, and 554 five-inch kokanee salmon. 


Reelfoot Lake, near Tiptonville in northwest Tennes- 
see, is high on the spring list for anglers of bass, blue- 
gills, and crappies. It was a top producer of fish in the 
state for 1957. Records compiled by Biologist Hudson 
M. Nichols showed that from March through November 
“sport anglers made 54,327 boat trips on Reelfoot Lake 
and caught a calculated 383,369 pounds of fish, of which 
97.5 percent were desirable species.” 

During the entire season, bluegills, white and black 
crappies, and yellow bass averaged half a pound each, 
and largemouth black bass over 114 pounds. 

In March, April, and May last year, creel-census 
clerks checked 2,540 fisherman. Each had spent slightly 
more than six hours on the lake, and brought back to 
the docks 19,766 fish of several species. 


Fabulous Fishing 


AX secretary of the Bull Shoals and White River As- 
sociation, Sam Welch of Mountain Home, Arkansas, 
issues the Ozark Fisherman, a weekly bulletin in which 
he lists all fish over four pounds taken out of Bull 
Shoals Lake and the White River. 

I asked Sam for a summary by weights of all fish 
reported during the top 32 weeks of the season last 
year—between April 22 and November 30. 

He said his reports came from less than half the docks 
on the lake, so that the total catch would probably be 
double his figures. Even so, his record more than justi- 
fies our recommendation of Bull Shoals as one of the 
top fishing lakes in the South. 


Heaviest fish reported taken from the lake last 
year were walleye pike. One went over 13 pounds, 
another between 12 and 13, and four weighed over 
11 pounds each. Largest largemouth bass topped 
10 pounds. 
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Spring Trout Pay-off 





Here’s Sam’s report on the number of lunker bass 
taken: 10-pounders or better, 1; 9-pounders, 3; 8- 
pounders, 26; 7-pounders, 108; 6-pounders, 282; 5- 
pounders, 660, and 4-pounders, 1,278. Total over 4 
pounds, 2,358. 

Lures accounting for these lunkers, percentagewise, 
were: spoons, 41.6; surface plugs, 17.4; jigs and eels, 
13.1; plastic worms, 8.4; underwater plugs, 7.0; live 
bait, 5.4; spinner lures, 1.9, and baits not named, 5.2. 


» Even more fabulous was the report of lunker 
trout out of the White River below Bull Shoals and 
Norfork dams. Some 99 percent of all trout were 
rainbows, with brown trout comprising the rest. 
Largest rainbow of the season was a 13-pound 8- 
ouncer which was caught by Mrs. LeRoy Bowers of 
St. Louis, Mo. 


Earthworms accounted for approximately half the 
catches; most popular artificials were plugs, spoons, 
plastic worms, woolly worms, and flies. 

Report on the number of trout over four pounds: 13 
pounds, 2; 12 pounds, 2; 11 pounds, 4; 10 pounds, 23; 
9 pounds, 35; 8 pounds, 89; 7 pounds, 150; 6 pounds,

Time for Shad and Drums 


laude Rogers, Secretary of Virginia’s Salt Water 

Sport Fishing Association, calls attention to April 

as one of_the top fishing months on the briny fringes 
of the Old Dominion. 

“In April,” he says, “shad begin their spawning run 
in the fresh-water rivers and creeks which empty into 
Chesapeake Bay. Some smaller streams furnish only 
hickory shad, but large rivers have both hickories and 
white shad. One of the most popular and best-known 
streams is Chickahominy, which empties into the James. 
The shad hit small, flashy lures, spinners and spoons 
cast with fly, spinning, and plug outfits.” 


> He also calls attention to the black-drum fish- 
ing early in April when “immense schools enter 
Chesapeake Bay and many inlets along the Eastern 
Shore.” The drum is a bottom fish, and the “black 
drum’s range is essentially the same as that of his 
cousin, the channel bass.” (From North Carolina 
northward, the channel bass is commonly known as a 
drum, but is quite different from the black drum 
which travels in the same area.) 


Rogers continues: “Though a black drum lacks the 
flash of a channel bass, he makes up for it in size and 
stamina. Bringing in a 40-pounder will cause no com- 
ment at the Cape Charles dock, at Oyster, or any of the 
fishing towns along the shore. Each section produces a 
few 80-pounders, and the present world record, a 94- 
pounder, was taken from Virginia waters as recently as 
last April. 

“Most drum are caught by bottom fishing, using a 
‘sandwich’ of crab and clams, in water 20 to 40 feet 
deep. If you fish in the gullies of the outer bar or next 
to the beaches in shoal water, the drum will run, using 
his broad side to best advantage in any tide or seaway 
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to peel line from your reel in a series of power surges. 
Between those runs, he may surface, thrashing and 
beating the water with his tail.” 


Local guides know the hotspots that will 
guarantee a good day’s sport. A free copy of Vir- 
ginia’s Salt Water Fishing Guide, which lists guides, 
accommodations, and other information, may be ob- 
tained by writing to the Department of Conservation 
and Development, Richmond 19, Virginia. 


More Fish for Arkansans 


| ee ee fishermen may legally take more fish per 
day this year. A new regulation of the game and 
fish commission increases the black-bass limit from 
eight to 10, on crappies from 15 to 20, and on bream 
from 20 to 50. Aggregate total of all species was upped 
from 35 to 75 for each day’s fishing. 


More Georgians Fishing 


red J. Dickson, chief of fish management for the 

Georgia Game and Fish Commission, tells me that 
the number of fishermen using trout streams on man- 
agement areas in that state increased from 210 in 1934 
to 12,607 last year. Trout waters in the areas account 
for about a tenth of all fishing for rainbow, brown, and 
brook trout in Georgia. 

In cold-water streams, the commission will stock 
166,000 trout this spring and summer. Hatchery fish 
for planting range from 9 to 14 inches, compared to all 
14-inchers stocked last season. 

Open dates for trout in Georgia streams begin April 
1. Management-area schedules may be obtained from 
the commission’s headquarters at 412 State Capitol, 
Atlanta 3.

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Top Trouting Ahead 


ESTERN trout fishermen can confidently look for- 

ward to one of the best trout seasons in years. 
Water conditions, hatchery production, and compara- 
tively low estimates of winter kill, are chief reasons for 
the optimistic forecasts. 

But this year, a new major factor appears in virtually 
all field reports. Lake and stream rehabilitation proj- 
ects, under way for 10 to 15 years in many states, are 
paying off. Not only have hundreds of lakes been treated 
to remove undesirable fish and then restocked with 
carefully selected hatchery fish, but thousands of miles 
of streams have been restored by scientific habitat-im- 
provement methods. These include check dams, bank 
stabilization, and restoration of steady stream flow. 


ie How important rehabilitation has become 
since it was pioneered by Michigan and California in 
the late 30’s can be realized only by fishing some 
once-famous lakes that went sour and have been re- 
claimed. Good examples are Diamond lake in Oregon, 
and Big Bear, Bridgeport, and Gull Lakes in Califor- 
nia, Streams? Outstanding is California’s Russian 
River, where there are now 13 times as many young 
steelheads as there were before rough fish were 
poisoned, 


Washington not only leads the West and the nation 
in rehabilitated lakes—343 with a total acreage of 
31,606—but its program has won over even the most 
skeptical old-timers who fought against “poisoning our 
lakes.”’ Largest lake treated was 1,162-acre American in 
Pierce County. Carp up to 35 pounds were removed. 
Lake will be restocked with trout and reopened to fish- 
ing in the spring of 1959. 

Oregon has treated 40 lakes covering 8,500 acres and 
thousands of miles of streams, and Colorado has re- 
stored 50 lakes to “good fishing” status. Utah has 
treated 30 lakes and streams, Largest and most success- 
ful project was Panguitch; trout planted in 1955 now 
average two pounds. Montana’s big project was clean- 
ing up the Marias River and Tiber Reservoir. Wyoming’s 
major project is production of a trout fishery in both 
Glendo Reservoir and Platte River. Idaho’s outstanding 
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job for 1957 is Cocolalla Lake, almost 800 acres, west 
of Lake Pend Oreille, where more than 220,000 undesir- 
able fish were removed. Since 1948, 41 lakes have been 
treated; the largest 2,000-acre Mud in eastern Idaho. 


Best early season bets in California: Crowley 
Lake; Owens River; the June Lake loop; Bridgeport 
Lake and Topaz Lake, (partly in California and part- 
ly in Nevada); Upper Sacramento River near Duns- 
muir; Lower Kern River and Isabella Lake; lower 
streams and lakes of Kings Canyon National Park; 
and the heavily planted and accessible lakes in south- 
ern California such as Arrowhead, Big Bear, and Lit- 
tlerock Reservoir. 


Nevada has had great success restocking Walker and 
Pyramid Lakes. Wildhorse Reservoir in Elko County, 
restocked with trout in the spring of 1956, by last spring 
was producing trout averaging 114 pounds. Arizona 
uses an electric shocking machine for removing rough 
fish, but many lakes were treated with rotenone during 
low water. New Mexico’s largest and most successful job 
was Bluewater Lake on Highway 66. Caballo Lake in 
southern New Mexico is also scheduled to be treated. 

King salmon should be running outside the Golden 
Gate if weather’s not too blustery. Look for good striped 
bass fishing in the San Joaquin River, San Pablo Bay, 
and in Frank’s Tract. Yellowtail should be hitting out of 
San Diego. 


Oregon has delayed opening its coastal trout 

streams to May 24 to give protection to downstream 

steelhead and salmon migrants, April 26 in rest of - 
state. To protect lakes in central Oregon from intro- 

duction of trash fish, use of fish (dead or alive) for 

bait is banned. 


Washington’s low lakes will open April 20. Trout 
limits are the same but there is a change in the steel- 
head catch limit in the Columbia from three to two to 
bring it in line with rest of state at two a day and four 
a week. A few good early season lakes: Blue (see ‘“‘Hot-

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test Spot of All,” page 68), Kahlotus, Blythe, Dry Falls, 
Long, Quincy, Failor, Leland, and Jefferson. 

Good April steelhead streams last year were Elwah, 
Kalama, Klickitat, Washougal, and Wind. Top steelhead 
streams, such as Humptulips, Samish, Skykomish, have 
been heavily stocked. 

Best fishing on the coast should be in Devil’s Lake in 
Lincoln County, and Siltcoos and Tahkenitch Lakes. 
Other good bets: Willamette Valley streams and small 
tributaries of the Columbia River in vicinity of St. 
Helens and Scapoose. 

Colorado’s fish manager, Wayne Seaman, explains that 
the past year’s plantings were down about 20 tons com- 
pared with 1956 due to silting problems at the Rifle 
Falls hatchery and to budget cuts. But anglers can 
look for a good season. Of 560 tons stocked last year, 
4,780,444 catchable trout, mostly rainbows, weighed 
1,079,368 pounds. Limits of kokanees and brook trout 
have been liberalized. Two new fishing spots, Chief 
Creek Reservoir in Yuma County and Mack Mesa Reser- 
voir will be opened. Seaman reminds me that there’s a 
new law banning gifts of fish to nonlicensed anglers. 

Casey Bown of Utah’s department of fish and game 
thinks best April fishing in that state will be in Utah 
Lake, Lower Sevier and Jordan Rivers, and Scofield 
Reservoir, which should be ice-free earlier. 

Montana’s best bet should be Tiber Reservoir. Use 
of live bait has been curtailed and banned generally in 
drainage areas one and two. Bag and possession limits 
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remain the same, except a fisherman may catch at least 
two fish. 


> Wyoming’s prairie lakes generally produce the 
best spring fishing, but many of them will be inac- 
cessible except by ski or snowshoe, All-year waters 
usually are better at midday. Snake and Salt Rivers 
open May 1 and, with good weather, should be fine. 
Green River, Clear Creek, and Tongue River also 
should be good. 


Idaho’s fishing chiefly will be steelheading in Salmon 
River and hand-lining for kokanees in lakes Pend 
Oreille and Priest. If steelie run’s good, look for two 
hotspots below Brownlee Dam and in the Salmon near 
Riggins as well as farther upstream. 

End of the drought and a 25 percent lift in trout pro- 
duction over last year combine to make prospects good 
in New Mexico. Fish Management Chief Roy E. Barker 
says early fishing should be best in years—provided 
waters aren’t too high and muddy. Best lakes: Blue- 
water, Clayton, Hopewell, Miami, and Maloya. Rio 
Grande, Chama, and Red Rivers should produce. Ele- 
phant Butte Lake has plenty of water now, and bass 
fishing should be good. 

Steelheading in British Columbia, I’m told by Fish- 
eries Biologist J. C. Terpenning, should be good in 
April in Nahatlach (Salmon) River, Boston Bar area, 
Chilko and Chilcotin Rivers, Alexis Creek west of Wil- 
liams Lake, and in Thompson River, where winter run 
ends in April. —Joe Mears, West and West Coast. 












AKE A NOTE, fishermen: Some brand-new, big- 
time hotspots will be opening up soon around the 
Midwest. In the Missouri Ozarks, near the Arkansas 
border, look for Lake Taneycomo to turn into 2,000 
acres of the hottest rainbow water on this beat—start- 
ing about two years from now. Table Rock Dam on the 
White River, a short distance above Taneycomo, is near- 
ing completion. When it’s finished it will pour a steady 
stream of cold water, drawn from 170 feet below the 
surface of the big impoundment, into Taneycomo, chang- 
ing the water of that lake every two or three days. 
Similar conditions have already made the White River 
below Bull Shoals Dam in Arkansas the hottest rainbow 
stream in the United States. Missouri’s fish experts are 
confident of a repeat performance in Taneycomo. 


Meanwhile, the conservation commission has taken 
title by license to 1144 miles of the river connecting 
Table Rock Dam with Taneycomo, and the State Park 
Board, having acquired a license to land around the 
dam, is starting work on a big park, with boat ramp, 
swimming beach, hotel, and cabins. All in all, there are 
big doings coming up for the lucky fishermen down that 
way. 


» Stocking will begin as soon as a steady supply 
of cold water is assured. “We think the lake will sup- 
port a whale of a lot of rainbows and that they’ll 
grow very rapidly,’ Dan Saults, assistant director of 
the Missouri Conservation Commission, told me. 
“Give us until the spring of 1960, and if all goes well 

we should have things really rolling.” 
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New Fishing Holes 








And 800 miles to the north, the Ontario Department of 
Highways announces that a new road around the north 
shore of Lake Superior will be open to traffic at the end 
of the 1960 construction season, opening up a big chunk 
of wild and inaccessible country. 

A leg of the Trans-Canada Highway, the new road 
will fill the gap that now exists between the mouth of 
the Agawa River north of Sault Ste. Marie and Mara- 
thon east of Jackfish. It will penetrate 165 miles of 
rugged wilderness hitherto accessible only by air, canoe, 
or boat along the coast. 


% When the road is finished, sportsmen will be 
able to drive entirely around the north shore of Su- 
perior from Sault Ste. Marie to Duluth, by way of 
Port Arthur, through a lake-dotted, river-laced area 
that includes the famous Agawa Canyon, the Nipigon 
country, and the Algoma district, offering some of 
the greatest squaretail-trout (big, lake-grown speck- 
les) fishing in North America. 


West from Port Arthur, the Trans-Canada Highway 
—already built—deserves a nod too. It goes just north 
of Lake of the Woods, through one of the greatest wil- 
derness fishing areas on the continent. Ontario is spend- 
ing $125,000,000 on the 1,400 miles in that province. 
The completed highway will run 4,500 miles from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific, and the major share of it will 
be a road to lure sportsmen, hard to beat for scenery 
as well as hunting and fishing. 

Biggest of the new fishing holes will be in Kentucky. 
A dam 130 feet high, now building across the Cumber- 
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land River some 25 miles upstream from the Ohio, will 
back the river up for 118 miles, creating a lake with 
900 miles of fishable shoreline. 

The new impoundment is to be called Lake Barkley in 
honor of the late Alben W. Barkley. It will extend 
across Kentucky and deep into Tennessee, lying parallel 
to and only a few miles from Kentucky Lake, biggest 
impoundment in the world, for much of its length. A 
canal will connect the two reservoirs above the dams. 


> When Lake Barkley is filled, western Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee will have two of the biggest and 
most productive man-made lakes in the United States. 
They will contain about 350 square miles of water, 
and will have 3,300 miles of shore. 


It will be a few years before the dam is finished. Mean- 
while, two other major impoundments are under way 
in Kentucky. Rough River Reservoir, six miles above 
the falls of the Rough in Breckenridge County, due 
to be filled in about two more years, will be 27 miles long 
and cover 1,600 acres. Buckhorn Reservoir on the Mid- 
dle Fork of the Kentucky in Perry County, 14 miles 
long and 550 acres, should be ready in a year or so. 

The over-all result will be to give Kentucky eight big 
impoundments, providing the best in bass and crappie 
fishing. Looks like the Bluegrass State will be a place 
to tell fishermen about for a long time to come. 


Sea Otter’s Comeback 


ITTLE noticed, the most dramatic success story in 
the history of wildlife conservation is coming to a 
head along the Alaska coast and the sparsely peopled 
Aleutian Islands. The U.S. Fish & Wildlife Service re- 
cently announced that Alaska’s sea-otter population 
now numbers at least 20,000. 

Not much has been heard about this spectacular come- 
back. But that’s a big gain since 1941, when I cruised 
the Aleutians and hunted sea otters with a camera, 
making the first color movies ever taken of the Alaska 
herd. The animals then numbered hardly more than 
1,000. The biggest band we saw that summer was under 
100. The present figures represent an even bigger gain 
compared with 1935, when the United States first found 
official evidence that this big, strange otter of the kelp 
beds was not extinct. (A full-grown sea otter is four to 
five feet long, weighs 60 to 80 pounds. ) 


When the Russians discovered Alaska in the 
1740’s, they found the rocky coasts swarming with 
sea otters. They introduced the silken pelts—the fin- 
est white men had ever seen—to the fur trade. Otter 
hunting soared to a thriving, bloody business over- 
night. Within a few years boats built on the Siberian 
coast were sailing back to Kamchatka with as many 
as 5,000 pelts. Trading-post warehouses bulged with 
skins. What the beaver once was to the United States 
and Canada, the sea otter was to Alaska in the early 
days. 


As the supply of sea-otter pelts dropped, prices 
soared, and by 1910 single skins were bringing $2,500 
in London. Long before that we’d bought Alaska from 
Russia (1867), but the change in ownership brought 
no let-up in otter hunting. 

In 1911 protection was finally given the sea otter, 
along with the fur seals of the Pribilofs, but most wild- 
life authorities of that day agreed it was too late. For 
more than 20 years, while a thin remnant hung on in 
the Aleutians, this country considered the otter extinct. 
But in 1935 the Navy found a small herd off Amchitka 
Island, and Uncle Whiskers made up his mind he had 
something worth bringing back. The Aleutian Island 
Wildlife Refuge was established, biggest in North 
America, a patrol ship was assigned to prevent poach- 
ing, and every possible safeguard was thrown around 
the few animals that remained. Today’s herd is the re- 
sult of 20 years of rigid protection. 


lf the herd continues to grow, as it is now 
doing, the day may not be far off when a limited 
harvest of pelts can be taken under strict govern- 
ment regulations, much as fur seals are killed each 
summer on the Pribilofs. But don’t look for a sea- 
otter coat on every gal you meet. They’ll be a rare 
and costly luxury. 


In the Aleutians in 1941, I talked with an old-timer 
who'd hunted otters in the last two years it was legal 
to do so—1910 and 1911. He told me he sold skins for 
as high as $2,000 on the deck of his schooner, without 
even bringing them to port. Make your own guess what 
the prices will be when they finally appear once more. 
Not that it matters. What counts is that a most historic 
and valuable animal has been saved from extinction.

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Save The Allagash 


F YOU are lucky enough to have fished northern 
Maine’s Allagash River, you'll agree with the angler 
who, more reverent than joking, assured me that the 
Good Lord intended it to be a trout stream for all time— 
that if He hadn’t so intended He wouldn’t have made it 
the way it is. 

For 40-odd miles from its clear, cold headwaters lakes 
it flows northward through unbroken Aroostook County 
wilderness to its confluence with the St. John River, a 
succession of still pools, brawling riffles, quiet, deep- 
water reaches that through spring and early summer, 
and again in the fall, are perfect for growing—and 
catching—the native brook trout with which the stream 
is heavily loaded. In summer the fish can retreat to 
numerous springholes and shaded, cold-water tribu- 
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taries, which also are ideal spawning and nursery areas. 
A river made for trout. 

Until recently the upper Allagash could be reached 
only by canoe. Deer and bear are plentiful, a moose is 
seen occasionally. Nearly all of the land in the river’s 
drainage is owned by big lumbering companies which 
allow long growing periods between their operations. 
Now cutting is increasing again, and logging roads have 
been bulldozed to the headwaters of several tributaries, 
making the area available to more people. 


But the Allagash country still is unspoiled— 
one of the very few sizeable wilderness areas left in 
the East. And the river still is one of the top trout 
streams of America. Kendall Warner, fishery biolo- 
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gist who studied the Allagash for the Maine Depart- 
ment of Inland Fisheries and Game, summed up his 
report: “This fishery could never be replaced.” 


But the irreplaceable Allagash is in real danger of be- 
ing wiped off the map as a trout stream—of being de- 
based to a shallow, warm-water lake, probably teeming 
with yellow perch—for the sake of the electric power 
it can produce. 

Several years ago a number of government agencies 
co-operated in a survey of the water-power potential of 
the upper St. John River basin in Maine and New 
Brunswick. One of the ideas they came up with was a 
285-foot high dam on the St. John at Rankin Rapids, 
a few miles downstream from the mouth of the Alla- 
gash. Its dual purpose was to generate power, and to 
store water for the operation of three Canadian hydro- 
electric plants on the St. John River in New Brunswick. 
Its cost, in addition to an estimated $80 million for con- 
struction, would be the flooding of the upper St. John— 
a good trout stream—for 45 miles, and of the Allagash 
for 35 miles. 


An alternate plan was for lower dams on the St. 
John at Big Rapids, above the mouth of the Allagash, 
and at Lincoln School, near Rankin Rapids. These 
two dams would produce less power and cost more 
than the Rankin Rapids Dam, and would flood the 
upper St. John as badly, but they would affect only 
a few miles of the lower Allagash, and would not 
harm its trout fishery. 


Later, the old project of a dam across the mouth of 
Passamaquoddy Bay, near Eastport, Maine, to make 
the Fundy tides produce electric power, was revived. 
The Army Engineers now are investigating its feasi- 
bility. If it is approved, and supplementary power is 
needed at periods of slack tide, as seems likely, they 
probably will press for the building of Rankin Rapids 
Dam. No decisions are expected for at least a year. 

Maine’s sportsmen and other conservationists have 
made a decision of their own—to start fighting right 
now to save the Allagash, and to keep on fighting until 
they win. 

Commissioner Roland H. Cobb, head of the state De- 
partment of Iniand Fisheries and Game, has come out 
strongly against the Rankin Rapids Dam. 

State Senator Ezra “Jim” Briggs is leading the fight 
in Aroostook County. Back of him are the county’s 
Federated Sportsmen’s Clubs. The Maine Fish and 
Game Association, with 100 clubs over the state, is 
active. So is the strong Penobscot County Conserva- 
tion Association. Many other conservation clubs are 
lining up. Maine’s representatives in Washington are 
hearing from the folks back home. 


> There have been rumors in Maine that the 
federal government might buy the Allagash basin. 
No official comment on them is obtainable in Wash- 
ington. But I’m able to report that the National 
Park Service has had a study made, and now is com- 
pleting its investigation and considering the possi- 
bility of safeguarding the Allagash by making its 
drainage a National Park. 


Fishing—Good or Poor? 


or years many Maryland anglers have been trying 
to figure out why they sometimes catch the most 
fish out of lakes or ponds which don’t have the most 
fish in them. Now they’re in a fair way to have that 
puzzle solved through a fish-population-structure study 
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being completed by Harold J. Elser at the Chesapeake 
Biological Laboratory, Solomons Island, for the state 
Game and Inland Fish Commission. 

For the past two years, Elser has been in charge of a 
project of draining or poisoning 20 lakes and ponds 
and restocking them. His current fish-population-struc- 
ture study is a result of that work. It’s only a little 
more than half completed, but Elser has reached tenta- 
tive conclusions which he doesn’t think will be much 
altered by any additional data that may develop during 
the course of the study. 


» Elser has master-minded the draining or 

poisoning of 11 lakes and ponds, so far. The fish, 
captured or killed, were classified by species, and 
weighed. Three of the waters given the treatment 
had the reputation of providing good fishing; fishing 
in the eight others was considered poor, Elser’s own 
yardstick is being able to catch one fish for each 
hour you fish. If you can do that, fishing is good; if 
you can’t, it’s poor. Many anglers I know would agree 
with him on that. 


His study strongly indicates that the number of fish 
in a lake has little if anything to do with the quality 
of the fishing it affords. One of the poorest fishing ponds 
he drained had by far the largest population of fish per 
acre—458 pounds, The pond with the best reputation 
had the second highest population—-391 pounds per 
acre. But another that offered practically as good fish- 
ing had the lowest—only 63 pounds, The statistics sug- 
gest an interesting question. 

What’s the answer? There are several, Elser says. 
Probably the most important is the structure or make- 
up of the fish population. 

In each of the three “good’’ ponds, there wasn’t any 
predominant species—that is, a species exceeding 40 
percent of the total population. In seven of the eight 
“poor” ponds the predominant species exceeded two- 
thirds of the population. In the other “poor” pond two 
species, bullhead and bluegill, totaled 80 percent of the 
population, 


> The study indicates that it doesn’t make much 
difference which species is most numerous so long 
as it doesn’t exceed about one-third of the popu- 
lation. In one of the “good” lakes largemouth 
bass, 37 percent, was the top species, but bass fish- 
ing was just about as good in a lake where carp, 35 
percent, were tops, and largemouths were only 17 
percent of the population, 


With one exception, lakes in which general fishing 
was good held a considerably higher proportion of bass 
and pickerel than did the lakes in which general fishing 
was poor. Elser thinks that the menace of these preda- 
tors keeps all fish in a lake alert and lively—they have 
to “live dangerously” and so are more likely to take a 
chance. 

The study also indicates that the quality of fishing 
offered by a lake depends to a considerable extent on 
the diversity of species in it. The “good” lakes, it was 
discovered, averaged 17 species, the “poor” ones only 13. 

This fact finding is likely to result in a change in the 
method of stocking lakes in Middle Atlantic states. The 
present practice is to plant only black bass and blue- 
gills. Elser thinks his study indicates that a wider vari- 
ety of fish should be used, including bottom-feeders such 
as catfish, and that salt-water striped bass should be 
tried more often in fresh waters. It will be interesting 
to watch developments.

OW more than 20 years later, I 
| \ realize that the only reason 

George Heinold and I didn’t 
spend our honeymoon fishing along the 
North Atlantic shore was because it 
was almost winter when we married. 
I also know why he didn’t sweet-talk 
me into heading South—he didn’t have 
enough time off from his job, and air- 
passenger service in those days wasn’t 
what it is today. But George managed 
to get as close to fishing as possible by 
talking me out of Niagara Falls. 

“Darling,” he said as he removed 
fishing gear, rubber boots, and salt- 
sprayed oilskins from the rumble seat 
to make room for our suitcases, ‘‘al- 
most all honeymooners go to Niagara 
Falls. Why don’t we be different? 
Some of the most picturesque spots in 
all the world are the fishing villages 
along the North Atlantic coast. You'll 
love them. Someday when the season 
is more appropriate, we'll go to Niagara 
Falls on a second moneymoon. O.K.?” 

Because I was deliriously happy and 
still too inexperienced to know how 
fishermen worm their way around 
things—including painting screens, 
mowing lawns, and raking leaves—lI 
agreed. 

Away we drove for a tour of the 
quaint and smelly fishing ports between 
Stonington, Conn., and Maine’s Booth- 
bay Harbor. And by strange coin- 
cidence, each port harbored one or more 
weather-beaten salt who'd fished with 
my husband at one time or another. 
They swapped yarns by the hour, some 
of them awfully tall. I began wonder- 
ing what being married to a fisherman 
was going to be like. 

After we returned home and set up 
housekeeping, however, I made the 
happy discovery that my husband, ac- 
customed to the rough grub on fishing 
boats, had a cast-iron stomach, the ap- 
petite of a wolf, and the digestive 
juices of a boa constrictor. The codfish 
he brought home from a port on Long 
Island Sound near us I boiled, flaked, 
and served with plenty of butter and 
seasoning. The hake, eels, and smelt 
he caught I deep-fried. George ate all 
with gusto, and I felt that I was an ac- 
complished cook. 

The rude awakening came one day 
the following May. George had caught 
a pair of 8-lb. striped bass and brought 
them into the kitchen with a grand 
flourish.

“Let’s have one for dinner tonight,” 
he said. “My mouth’s been watering 
for bass since last fall.” 

I cooked one as I had the codfish the 
winter before: boiling and serving it 
with seasoning. George took one 
mouthful, and roared like Leo the Lion. 

“Laura,” he said, “it’s sinful to cook 
a striped bass this way. Before you 
spoil the other one, consult my mother.” 

Then and there I learned a valuable 
lesson: always cook striped bass as 
though His Excellency the Governor 
were coming for dinner. Bass fisher- 
men are zealots who may sometimes 
even breakfast on bass. Spoil roasts if 
you must, but never a striper. 

So here are the recipes I now use 
when I cook my husband’s bass. All of 
these recipes have been hits which 
have pleased our guests for more than 
two decades. 








Baked Striped Bass 


(Fish from 6 to 8 Ib. are the tastiest) 


@ Removing the head and tail is 
optional. A striking effect may be 
achieved by serving the bass with head 
and tail intact. Also, there’s some deli- 
cately sweet meat around the head. 

Wash out fish, wipe dry, and rub 
stomach cavity with butter or a sub- 
stitute. 

Stuff (stuffing recipe below) and 
close opening with skewers, or sew. 

Place on baking sheet lined either 
with aluminum foil or heavy brown 
paper. A platter suitable for baking is 
even better. Foil is used to make it 
easier to lift fish from pan and slide 
onto a platter. 

Lay bacon strips or thin slices of fat 
salt pork over fish at one-inch inter- 
vals. Stripers are dry-fleshed fish. 

Bake in a preheated oven 450°F. for 
10 minutes, then reduce to 300°. Allow

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20 minutes to the pound. Baste often, 
using the drippings in the pan. 


Stuffing for Baked Bass 


@ This stuffing is one of the keys to 
success. You'll find that even those who 
don’t care much for bass will eat it. 

1 pt. of drained, chopped oysters. 
Strain and save liquid. 

2 cups cracker crumbs. 

1 cup bread crumbs. 

4 tbsp. melted butter. 

4 tsp. pepper. 

1 medium onion, chopped. 

2 tsp. of parsley, flaked. 

Miz in order given and add water if 
oyster liquid doesn’t moisten stuffing 
enough. If you don’t care for oysters, 
use clams, shrimps, mushrooms, or just 
plain bread stuffing. 


Fillet of Bass in Creole Sauce 


@Cut fillets into serving 


pieces, 
place on a well-greased baking sheet, 
pour the Creole sauce over it, and bake 
in a preheated oven to 450°F. for 10 


minutes. Reduce heat to 350° for 15 


minutes. 
Simple Creole Sauce 


@ Melt 2 tbsp. butter in saucepan 
over medium heat. Add one chopped 
onion and cook until onion is almost 
done. Stir in 2 tbsp. flour, add 1 can 
condensed tomato soup and one can of 
water gradually, stirring constantly. 
Bring to a boil and let simmer for 5 
minutes. Slice a medium lemon thinly 
and add to sauce. You can make 
Creole sauce ahead of time, reheating 
it before pouring over fish.

Leftover Striped Bass 


I’ve known striper fishermen who'll 
feed T-bone steak to dogs and filet of 
sole to stray cats, but don’t ever think 
you can toss leftover bass into the 
garbage can. 


Luckily, bass flesh keeps well, be- 
coming even sweeter and more flaky 
after a day or so. Striper meat mixed 
with mashed hard-boiled eggs and 
salad dressing is an excellent filling for 
sandwiches. Served on cocktail crack- 
ers, it makes an unusual appetizer. But 
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you can also make a fine salad for a 
regular meal with this recipe: 

@ Remove meat from bones, peel off 
outer skin. Place the meat chunks in 
bowl, add the following: 2 cup chopped 
celery; 1 medium onion, sliced; 1 green 
pepper, chopped; 1 cup cooked elbow 
macaroni; juice of 1 lemon. Salt and 
pepper to taste, mix well, then chill. 

At serving time, stir in tartar sauce, 
place salad in center of platter, deco- 
rate edges with lettuce, hard-boiled 
eggs, tomato, and cucumber slices. 


Take it from an experienced hand, 
girls, this will put you in solid with any 
bass fisherman. What you save on 
tuna, salmon, and other tinned fish can 
be set aside for a new hat. If you serve 
it with loud notice that hubby caught 
the fish, chances are you might get the 
bonnet in any event. 

If you have only a small amount of 
bass left, you can make a medium 
white sauce and stir in the fish flesh 
and sliced hard-cooked eggs. Serve on 
toast for breakfast, luncheon, or Sun- 
day-night supper. Or, better still, serve 
it as something whipped up on the spur 
of the moment when company pops in, 
always making sure, of course, it’s 
known who caught the fish. Mink 
stoles have been earned for less. 





Broiling Stripers 


@ This is the age of broiling em- 
phasis, and your husband may tell you 
to broil his bass. It is quite easy: split 
the fish lengthwise and lay the sides 
over the wires of a well-greased broiler, 
exposing the flesh side to the flame first 
so that the natural juices are sealed in. 
Turn often during the broiling. 

After awhile, a fisherman’s bride will 
learn that such oily species as mack- 
erel, shad, salmon, herring, and blue- 
fish fare best under a broiler. They 
need the hot-flame treatment to sputter 
some of the surplus fats and oils out of 
them. But remember to broil the sec- 
tions carefully, probing them often 
with a fork to see that they aren’t get- 
ting overdone. A few slices of bacon 
over the sides will improve them a 
great deal. Afterward, season the 
lengthwise sections with hot melted 
butter and lemon juice. 

Another problem with striper cook- 
ery is that your husband may want to 
cook one over the fireplace in the back- 
yard. He’ll put on his chef’s hat and 
apron and wield a fork and spatula 
grandly over the bass he fought so hard 
to catch. This situation will require all 
the resourcefulness at your command. 

Here’s the way I manage George 


“Look, fisherman,” I 
say when I see one coming, ‘‘you just 
concentrate on catching the bass and 


in these crises. 


let me handle the cooking.” Then I 
broil the fish in advance until it’s two 
thirds done and put the halves under 
refrigeration. All George has to do is 
place them on tin over the coals and 
heat them. With bass, you can do this. 
When it comes time to serve, the men 
will be too busy to notice how it was 
cooked, and the women will be relieved 
that they aren’t going to dine on half- 
raw or burned bass. 

I've always felt 
bluefish are often found 
favored by striped bass. When blues 
hit lures meant for stripers, you're 
cooking chores will be a lot less monot- 
onous. They’re excellent eating, per- 
fect for broiling, and when it comes to 
baking they’re in a class by themselves. 


it fortunate that 
in waters 





1 large bluefish 

% cup melted butter 

1tbsp. lemon juice 

Salt, pepper, touch of onion juice. 


@ Split fish down the back and wipe 
it well, laying it in a greased baking 
pan. Add to melted butter the salt, 
pepper, onion, and lemon juice, then 
pour a little of this mixture over the 
bluefish. Place in hot over (350 to 
400°) and bake about half an hour, 
allowing more time for fish over 6 lb. 
Baste with melted butter every 10 
minutes. Always serve bluefish siz- 
2ling hot, with or without sauce. 

Although many don’t think bluefish, 
being naturally rich and flavorsome, 
need a sauce, others believe it gives 
the fish extra dash. Here are two: 


Soy, Butter Sauce 


@ Use % cup melted butter and 2 
tsp. soy sauce. Stir soy sauce into but- 
ter and pour into small hot cups, plac- 
ing one at each table setting for diners 


who wish to dip their fish into them. 


Almond Butter Sauce 
@ Serve hot over bluefish. 


% cup melted butter 
\% cup slivered blanched almonds 
1 dash lemon juice 

The recipes I’ve listed for striped 
bass and the bluefish have been the 
most successful over a period of swift- 
moving years. They’ve pleased my hus- 
band, my sons, and our guests at all 
times. In fact, I have come to enjoy 
them myself. 

We still haven’t yet gone to Niagara 
Falls. Every time I mention it, George 
seems to have found some new piece of 
fishing water. I'll speak to him again 
tomorrow. Wonder where we'll end up 
this time?—-Laura Roberts Heinold. 
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Their hideaways are different in

est opening days I ever experienced east of the 

Rockies. The water froze in our line guides. Now 
and then a 50-mile-an-hour wind blew our lines right out 
of the creek. And it snowed so hard at times we couldn’t 
see 100 feet ahead. Any self-respecting groundhog would 
have dived back into his hole had he poked his nose out 
that wintry spring morning. But trout fishermen are a 
little crazy after a long winter, and they’ve got to wet a 
line on opening day come hail, snow, or high water. We 
had them all that morning. Our faces turned red, our 
fingers grew stiff as rusty hinges, and we shook like 
aspens in a breeze, but in spite of the freeze and the 46° 
water, we caught trout. When we finally left the stream 
about 3 p.m. to find a place to thaw out, we had six beau- 
tiful browns in our creels after releasing quite a few 
smaller trout. 

We'd been fishing Schoharie Creek, a famous trout 
stream deep in New York’s Catskill Mountains. It’s 
blessed with miles and miles of wonderful pools, rifts, 
runs, and flats inhabited by some of the most sophisti- 
cated trout on earth—browns educated by many of the 
best anglers in the East. We stopped at one of the popu- 
lar gathering places for anglers near the stream and 
found the taproom filled with the usual opening-day 
crowd, They were mostly weekend anglers from Albany, 
Kingston, New York City, and points in between, people 
who couldn’t hope to keep in daily touch with the stream 
and know its changes. Several admitted taking limit 
catches from pools below the bridges where the hatchery 
truck had stopped the week before, but their fish were 
small. 

A tall, husky fellow with snow-white hair and a twin- 
kle in his blue eyes showed us some beautiful trout, one 
topping 19 inches, He said he lived near Lexington, and 
I’m sure he knew that stream as well as he knows his 
neighborhood. But most of the others were full of the

overly familiar opening-day gripes and hard-luck tales. 

“We fished like blue-tailed beavers for hours in that 
cold,” said Al Blick, a young truck driver from Newark, 
New Jersey. “And all we caught was one trout nine 
inches long.” 

“Can’t understand it,” his buddy said. “Last summer 
we caught plenty of trout every time we fished that 
stretch. Now nothing but chubs.”’ 

“You fellows catch any trout?’ Al asked. 

“Yep,” I said. “We had quite a day.” 

They wanted to see, so we took them to the car. When 
they looked in our creels and saw our trout their eyes 
popped. 

“Where'd you catch them?” they asked. 

When we told them they gave us a funny look. “We 
never caught any there,” Al said skeptically. 

“Maybe not in summer,” I said, “but try it for the 
next three weeks.” 


t’s seldom easy to make a killing on the hard-fished 
Schoharie, even in April when the water is high 
and roily and the trout likely to do foolish things. 
But a thorough first-hand day-by-day knowledge of the 
stream pays off handsomely as the white-haired man 
from Lexington had known, Likewise, a knowledge of 
types of water trout inhabit in cold weather in any 
stream pays off, as our own success had proved. Neither 
Fred Peters, with whom I was fishing, nor I, had looked 
at the Schoharie since the previous June, yet we’d done 
all right. We only fished this stream once or twice a 
year, and couldn’t possibly keep up with its changes, 
but we knew where to fish and the others didn’t. 

Long ago I learned a secret: Trout don’t inhabit the 
same places in any stream all seasons of the year, or 
even for a month at a time if conditions change. I also 
learned how to look for the signs that tell where the fish 
are most likely to be in April—bright signs saying, 
“Fish here.’”’ Now these signs may not always be right. 
Trout are about as unpredictable as race horses, but 
most of the time fishing these types of water gets 
results, 

There are nine types of early season trout-holding 
water that even the beginner can easily spot. If he knows 
how to find these places, and fish them, he should have 
little trouble catching trout on opening day or any other 
day early in the season on any stream he fishes—even 
if he’s never seen that water before. 

If you’re a complete stranger, make sure it’s a trout 
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April’s best bet: a shallow rocky riffle with deep pockets 


stream. Ask the local conservation department if the 
stream normally holds trout along its entire length, and 
if not, where it can support trout. 

Parts of some streams may become intolerable to 
trout for many reasons. Industrial pollution is one; 
warming of waters far downstream is another; chemical 
changes in the water from the land over which it flows 
is a third. There are others, so it’s always wise to ask 
responsible people to tell you what section of a strange 
stream supports trout. But don’t expect them to tell 
you exactly where to fish. 

After watching opening day crowds over the years on 
streams that I know intimately, I’m convinced that most 
weekend anglers don’t know where to fish. They spend 
more than half their time working barren water, then 
wonder why their luck is poor. 

I know that’s what Al and his buddy had done on 
the Schoharie that snowy day, because he told me where 
they’d fished—a beautiful stretch of the creek I know 
well. It flows through wide meadows and the bottom is 
sand and gravel. In summer the water is barely a foot 
deep over most of it, three feet at the deepest, and the 
current is a slow 15 feet a minute. But in April, when 
the stream is high and roily, the water is three feet in 
the shallows and shoots down over sand and pebbles at 
about 60 feet a minute—-much too fast for trout. 

And in all that stretch, there’s nothing to break the 
rush of current. Trout won’t stay in water flowing even 
50 feet a minute for more than a few seconds, unless 
there are stones along the bottom five inches or more 
in diameter. These will slow the water considerably, 
often to more than half the surface speed, and trout live 
among these rocks close to the bottom. 

But the meadow section that Al found so productive 
in June, July, and August, had no such protecting 
stones, so no trout could live there in April. They had 
also fished a big, beautiful, cold pool. A dandy place in 
summer, but in April it supported only chubs. 

High water, cold temperatures, fast rate of flow, all 
affect the distribution of early season trout. But these 
aren’t the only things. Sometimes well-known early sea- 
son hotspots disappear, holes fill up, trees fall, and banks 
cave in. What happens to the fishing then? The trout 
move. Fishing where trout were last April isn’t neces- 
sarily going to fill your creel this April if the fish are 
gone. 

A tough winter can build up thick ice. If heavy rains 
break it up and send it plunging downstream on a flood 
crest, it does fearful things: tears up trees, gouges out 
riffles, fills up holes with sand and even boulders, and 
moves rocks, sometimes even hundreds of feet down- 
stream, until those who know the stream best hardly 













Or try small shore rapids rushing among usually dry rocks... 


recognize parts of it. Hurricanes with accompanying 
floods can also wreak havoc with streams, as they’ve 
done in the past seven years with New York’s famed 
Esopus, Pennsylvania’s Brodhead Creek, and others. 

Those are the easily recognized, dramatic changes, 
but it’s the every-year, subtle changes that concern us 
most. Ever with us, they’re hardest to detect. Usual 
spring high water, which ruined Al’s fishing that open- 
ing day, is one factor. Temperature change is another. 
The slow shifting of a sandbar that will gradually fill a 
good hole is another. There are dozens of little changes 
that affect fishing, but the types of water that hold trout 
early in the season never change—they merely move 
from one location to another. 

But first there’s something we’ve got to get out of the 
way before we discuss the types of water holding wild 
trout, which are those that have wintered or been 
spawned in the stream. More and more beginners ask 
how they can catch trout in freshly stocked pools, and 
how a stranger can locate these places. The answer to 
the last part is to go to the local conservation officer and 
ask. Another, perhaps better, way is to join the hunting 
and fishing club that stocks the stream. If neither are 
available, or are unco-operative, try the big pools below 
bridges on a main highway or road. Hatchery trucks 
usually stop at these places to plant trout so they’ll be 
readily accessible to anglers who won’t walk 100 yards 
from their cars. You can spot these pools by the size of 
the crowds you'll see fishing them. 

These crowds needn’t bother you, if you know a trick 
or two. While the others are spinning, or dunking 
worms, salmon eggs, nymphs, and wet flies, you give 
the trout a real treat. Buy a little fresh beef liver and 
cut it into strips an inch long and a quarter inch wide. 
Put a strip on a No. 6 hook so that it has a tail to wave 
in the water. Then, using a split shot to take it down, 
cast across stream so that the bait splashes into the 
water. Let the current carry it down, then retrieve along 
the bottom slowly. 


FP peer good trick is to buy a package of frozen fresh 
shrimp, thaw, cut off the tails, then use the tails 
as bait. Cast across stream and retrieve in little quick 
jerks. These shrimp tails are deadly where hatcheries 
have started using shrimp as food to give stocked trout 
more coloring. Trout just can’t resist fresh shrimp. 

If you use flies, try dark-brown or dark-red ones about 
the color of liver, or use red and white flies dipped in the 
juice from a can of shrimp. But like all baits and lures, 
these don’t work all the time. In cold water, trout only 
feed about once in 48 hours. But when these baits do 
work, you'll have a ball. (continued on page 102)

A LION MAULED ME 


... and left me for dead. But when I got to my feet he 
came at me again, and I felt I ust couldn’t take any more

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He reared up straight for my throat, and for a fraction of a moment I looked in his jaws and felt his hot breath in my face 


E WERE a hunting party of two. I am a sur- 

geon practicing in Port Elizabeth, South Africa, 

and with me was Hans Bufe, a long-time hunt- 

ing companion who manages a cement factory in 
Johannesburg. We were camped on the banks of the 
Luangwa River in Northern Rhodesia, and had shot just 
about all the animals our*permits allowed except lions. 
We had returned from a successful buffalo hunt that 
morning, and were resting before going out after buffalo 
again the next day, the tenth and final one of our trip. 
But about 3 p. m. Hans decided he wanted the belly 
skin of a crocodile to make a bag for his wife, and he 
went upriver about 500 yards and shot one he found 
lying on a sandbank. With the help of the camp boys

he skinned it out, left the carcass, and returned to camp. 
That night quite a few lions came across the river to 
feed on the crocodile carcass, and before they were 
through some of them also killed a buffalo cow at a 
water hole about 70 yards from camp. They kept us 
awake much of the night with their quarreling and 
snarling, and with first light next morning we went out 
to see if we couldn’t kill a few. We took with us two 
gunbearers and Chikwinda, a native game guard. 
Hans was exceedingly anxious to get a lion, and be- 
cause of this I told him I’d not shoot until he had a 
chance, even if I saw the lions first. We went straight 
toward the buffalo kill, which was so close, we came 
upon it unexpectedly and disturbed three lions about

to feed. They fled, two going south and the other west. 
At first, Hans and Chikwinda didn’t see the one that 
went west and ran after the other two. 

Meanwhile I stood beside the dead buffalo and 
watched the single lion. He was sitting on his haunches 
about 70 yards away, head thrown forward and down- 
ward, watching Hans and Chikwinda under the tree 
branches. The lion sat for about a minute, and during 
that time I could have shot him easily. I whistled to 
Hans and Chikwinda, and turning, they saw him and 
ran in his direction. The lion, seeing he was discovered, 
put his tail between his legs and ran. Hans and Chik- 
winda followed. 

About 50 yards farther on the trees ceased and there 
was an open dambo where the grass had burned. The 
lion crossed it, and when he was about 150 yards away 
Hans fired his .270 scope-sighted Weatherby Magnum 
loaded with pencil-point 150-grain bullets. He missed, 
and fired again at about 180 yards, and we heard this 
shot go home with a phut. 

The lion dropped, but got up again immediately and 
ran off at a good pace, though apparently severely 
wounded. 

We were anxious to finish this lion business and get 
on with our buffalo hunt, so we followed as fast as we 
could. Shortly beyond where he fell we found a blood 
spoor and followed it across the dambo and through 
some bushes and grass for about a mile. Chikwinda 
was leading, Hans was on the right, and I was behind 
and roughly between the two. Just behind Hans and 
me were our gunbearers carrying our spare rifles. 

We crossed an open, shallow dip in the ground on 
the far side of which there was some 41!4-foot grass, a 
low mound, and tall grass again on the other side. 
Chikwinda advanced on the spoor, and just as he got 
to the edge of the grass he saw the lion under a tree 
behind the mound. He was waiting for us, and no 
doubt had been listening to us for some time. Chik- 
winda, who carried a double-barrelled Westley Richards 
.450 No. 2 rifle which had been loaned him by Hans, 
fired one of his 480-grain bullets at the lion without 
waiting for us to come up. He missed. Then he ran 
forward, which indicated to me that the lion again was 
on the move. Chikwinda took another wild shot and 
missed. With that the lion roared loudly, and we knew 
he was about to charge, if not already charging. 


a” now began a series of mishaps that were to lead 
the three of us through one of the most horrible 
and dramatic ordeals a hunter could possibly experience. 
The fact that I, for one, am alive to tell about it is 
little short of miraculous. 

And it wasn’t as if we were novices caught in a sit- 
uation too big for us to handle. Hans is a rugged char- 
acter, though he is in his 60’s, as I am, and we’d both 
done a fair amount of big-game hunting in Africa. 
Previously he’d lived in Port Elizabeth, and that’s 


_ where I'd got to know him. He’s a great organizer, 


abounding in energy, and a grand companion who never 
seems to tire no matter how long the day on the veldt. 
We liked to hunt in Northern Rhodesia, and did when- 
ever I could get away, which was about every second 
or third year. : 

We were fortunate this trip in having the services of 
Chikwinda, sent by the Northern Rhodesia Game De- 
partment to help us. He is a tall, strongly built native 
of about 37 who lives in the village of Petauke and 
whose job carries great prestige in the community. As 
a game guard, he’s issued a .404 magazine rifle ana 
sent out to shoot animals that have turned killer or 



















have taken to raiding native food gardens. He’s had 
many narrow escapes, having once been gored by a 
buffalo, and another time hurled up into a tree by a 
wounded elephant. 

Our gunbearers were Marion, who carried my 9.3 
mm, Mauser Magnum, which shoots 285-grain bullets, 
and Hans’ man, John, who carried a .416 Rigby Mauser 
which takes 400-grain bullets. 

Now, as the lion charged, I ran forward to help and

perhaps give Chikwinda time to reload. Still about 12 
yards away from him, but with the mound no longer 
obstructing my vision, I saw the lion about 40 yards 
away, heading straight for Chikwinda. He came 
through the tall grass in enormous bounds, his mane 
erect around his head, his eyes glaring with an angry 
light, his mouth open, teeth bared, and a most malig- 
nantly intent expression on his face. 

Chikwinda turned and ran. The lion, in mid-air, 
twisted his head toward me, looked again in Chikwinda’s 
direction, then, as he landed, looked at me again. I 
couldn’t understand why he’d turned to me, but I 
reasoned that he must have lost sight of Chikwinda 
when the guard ran through the dip in the ground. 


s the lion landed, he swerved gracefully and jumped 
directly toward me. I fired, but since I wasn’t 
expecting this sudden change of direction, I hit where 
I expected him to be—just in front of where he’d come 
down. I was using a Watson Express .500, an English 
double-barrelled rifle loaded with a 570-grain bullet, 
and now had only one shot available without reloading. 
Thinking my first shot had caused the lion to turn, 
and that I might again turn him, I fired a panicky 
snapshot at him as he leaped again. I estimated that 
he was covering about 10 yards with each bound. 
Hans told me later that from the bullet mark on the 
ground, my shot must have passed under the lion as he 
jumped. I was left now with an unloaded weapon, my 
gunbearer having departed promptly when the lion had 
charged. 

In three sinuous bounds, before I had time to reload, 
the lion was upon me. All I could do was stand per- 
fectly still and hope that one of the other four potential 
guns would fire. There was Hans, Chikwinda, and the 
two gunbearers. Neither of the gunbearers is supposed 
to shoot, but both were familiar with weapons and had 
used rifles previously, though they were bad shots. Thus 
I expected a fusillade of shots at any moment. But 
none came. 

Though the lion is called the King of Beasts, Hans 
and I had frequently seen him run away with his tail 
between his legs looking (continued on page 116)

pect for the opening of Michi- 

gan’s trout season. The sky was 
solid gray. It was drizzling cold rain, 
and the wind.was pushing things 
around enough to make you glad for 
the heavy woolens and rain gear. 
The Pere Marquette River was high, 
somewhat roily—normal for the last 
week in April. 

Kim Berger, John Gleason, and I 
had slid the big river boat into the 
current in the dampness of pre- 
dawn. We put in at a place known 
here as Burnt Cottage, which is one 
of the many accessible landings be- 
tween the villages of Baldwin and 
Walhalla. Now, some minutes later, 
daylight was upon us as we rigged 
our tackle. It’s like that here in 
early spring. Dawn on rainy morn- 
ings isn’t slow and colorful. Instead, 
you’re suddenly aware that it isn’t 
black any more; it’s dark gray, still 
raining, and as light as it’s going to 
get. 

But this type of weather is just 
the ticket for us. The rising waters 
wash in natural foods that are likely 
to start the big trout on feeding 
sprees. 

Our optimism was running so high 
that fingers turned to thumbs as we 
hurried to be trout fishing again 
after seven months. I suppose Kim 
Berger was most eager of all. Kim 
makes a living running a clothing 
store, but it’s trout fishing that keeps 
him happy. People in this part of 
Michigan will tell you that if Kim 
gets in the river ahead of you it’s 
foolish to fish behind him. He’ll hook 
every trout that’s feeding and some 
that aren’t. 

John Gleason, who runs a photo 
studio, is about as far gone on trout 
fishing as Kim. John got us started 
in this float business. He took a 
guided trip in a hired boat some 
years ago and became so sold on the 
sport he built a river boat of his 
own. He’s been making float trips 
ever since. 

We shouldn’t have expected what 
happened next—not so soon, at least. 
We'd been afloat less than 10 min- 
utes when Kim, who took first turn 
as guide, anchored the boat above a 
deep, gravel-bottomed run. This was 
the first hole we fished and, as most 
float fishermen know, the most and 
biggest trout are usually taken far- 
ther afield from the well-fished areas 
near bridges. John and I were work- 
ing our night crawlers through fast 
water to the left while Kim tried 
slower depths of the main run, 


if WAS the kind of a day you ex- 
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“Got a strike, boys,” Kim said. 
“Either a good trout or a sucker.” 

I was somehow convinced it was a 
sucker before I saw the fish. This 
looked like a sucker hangout, and it 
seemed too early in the day to hit a 
good trout. 

Kim fed out slack, allowing a few 
seconds for the fish to gulp the bait, 
then hauled back. The barb went 
home, and the rod tip dived for the 
water. The fish shot downstream, 
then reversed and whipped right past 
us to the head of the hole. 

“Looks like a brown trout to me,” 
said John. 

“Think so,” agreed Kim. “Too 
much zip for a sucker.” 

Still playing my hunch, I said, 
“Roll ’im up once so we can get a 
look.” 

Kim maneuvered, and down deep 
in the colored water I saw a brown 
flash. ‘“Sucker,’’ I pronounced, and 
dropped the landing net. 

“Dunno,” said John. 

“Brown trout,” said Kim, “Get 
that net ready. I'll bring him across.” 

A second later the fish surfaced, 
and its heavy tail smashed a shower 
of spray that set off the red and 
black spots on its body like an art- 
ist’s tray. It was a brown trout. I 
was too late with the net and the 
fish went down amid a flurry of bub- 
bles. 

“Get ’im boy,” urged Kim, bring- 
ing the trout around again. 


his trip I netted 18 inches of 
thrashing trout, a fish that made 
a success of the day minutes after it 
started. And we still had 10 hours 
of beautiful trout water ahead of us. 

Michigan’s majestic Pere Mar- 
quette is one of the nation’s famous 
trout streams. Years ago, when great 
pine forests covered its banks, the 
river had a large grayling popula- 
tion. With lumbering operations de- 
stroying shade, the water warmed up 
and grayling disappeared around 
1900. First trout were planted in 
the late 1870’s. With tremendous 
log jams creating every type of nat- 
ural habitat, the river soon became 
a trout paradise. 

Anglers came from as far away as 
England just to fish the Pere Mar- 
quette system, which includes the 
main stream, the big south branch, 
the little south branch, the middle 
branch, and numerous connecting 


creeks. Such names as the Rainbow’ 


Club, the Kinney Creek Club, the 
P.M. Rod and Gun Club, and others

was not buck fever at all but ram fever. It hit me 
years ago in the Mexican state of Sonora—and 
when it hit it really laid me low. 

I’d crawled off my cot an hour or so before, and my 
Mexican compadre and I had eaten breakfast in the 
predawn darkness, It was just getting light when, glum 
and half asleep, I sat beside the Mexican as he drove an 
ancient Model-T Ford along a dim road that skirted a 
ragged mountain. The plan was for him to leave me at 
one end of the mountain, then I’d work back along the 
crest to camp, hunting sheep on the way. It would be 
10 miles of rough going. 

At that time I’d never shot a sheep and consequently 
I knew all about sheep hunting. The notion that I 
might run into a ram right on a desert flat would have 
seemed as preposterous as encountering an alligator. 
I hadn’t even loaded the Springfield sporter I had with 
me in a sheepskin case. 

Suddenly the Mexican slammed on the brakes and 
yelled in Spanish: “Look at the big ram!” 

About 20 feet from the car and crossing the road was 
an old desert bighorn with a fine, rugged head. I fell 
out of the car, fumbling with the buckles of that miser- 
able case, trembling, sweating, tearing off my finger- 
nails. I finally got the rifle out, then tried to load it. 
After I’d dropped a couple of cartridges on the ground,

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I managed to get one in the magazine. Should I shoot 
now or should I put in another cartridge in case I 
missed? I decided to make doubly sure and put in three. 
Then I noticed the front sight cover was still on. I cut 
my right hand taking the cover off. By now the ram 
had run nearly 200 yards and was about to get into 
brush at the base of the mountain. I threw my madly 
wavering rifle to my shoulder, fired one shot that must 
have missed the animal by 40 feet. Then my trembling 
legs would support me no longer. I sat down quivering 
beside the road, This was too much for the Mexican. 
He started to giggle. 

“Shut up, you cabrén,” I told him. “If you laugh any. 
more I’ll shoot you—and because you aren’t a sheep I 
won’t miss.” 

I’ve had buck fever many times in varying degrees of 
intensity, but that attack was the worst. It was months 
before I could laugh about it. 

It’s a great deal easier to find something funny in 
someone else’s buck fever than in your own. It’s pretty 
comical—when it happens to the other guy. Here’s a 
story on a pal: 

Back in the days of plentiful deer and large trophy 
bucks in Arizona’s Kaibab forest, my amigo and I had 
just come over a ridge so that we could look into a 
sparsely timbered draw, when a beautiful big buck 
came out. He was only about 200 yards away, and for 
at least 300 yards he trotted along at right angles to 
us, looking like the prettiest storybook deer you ever 
dreamed about. My pal was a good shot and a good 
hunter, but for some reason this wasn’t his day. He 
went completely to pieces. Instead of sitting down and 
taking his time, he began blazing away offhand. His 
bullets hit above, below, under, and in front of the deer. 
Finally the buck ran around a point and out of sight. 
Apparently my friend thought an explanation was in 
order. He turned to me, trembling, his eyes glazed, 
sweat beading his brow. “I was j-j-just t-t-trying to 
t-t-turn him,” he said. 

It’s. a universal ailment among hunters, this buck 
fever. Most of the time it’s simply funny, but it can 
also be tragic. In the spring of 1956 two Alaskan hunt- 
ers were killed by the same grizzly. Many theories 
have been advanced to explain how one bear could kill 
two armed men. It occurs to me that they could simply: 
have been paralyzed by buck fever. 

Not long before I hunted tiger in 1955, an Indian 
sportsman from New Delhi was killed by one of the big 
cats in an area where I hunted. He’d wounded the 
tiger from a machan. The cat didn’t go far before it 
lay down in a brush patch. When it was beaten out it 
came right at the hunter across 50 yards of open 
ground. The sportsman never even raised his double 
.450/400 to his shoulder. Instead he stood paralyzed as 
the enraged beast came swiftly on. The tiger killed him.

We'd almost written off the Southwest’s Lake Havasu as dead water, but here’s 


of Lake Havasu again. An early April sun shone 
warm and bright. Across the western sky, jagged 
granite peaks etched a fascinating varicolored pattern. 

Less encouraging were the prospects for bass out in 
the middle of this desert lake. Glen Jacobson, however, 
had declared, ‘‘You’ll get ’em—big ones, too.’”’ Glen is a 
building contractor in South Gate, California, but he 
spends most of the time at his trailer-cabin camp in 
Black Meadow Wash near Lake Havasu. We’d left our 
trailer at his camp and launched our boat without too 
much hope. This was a prospecting trip based mostly 
on nostalgic memories of the good old days before this 
great desert bass factory went sour. 

Years ago we'd battled and boated many a husky 
largemouth along the rocky, winding shoreline by cast- 
ing plugs, spoons, and surface poppers. That was when 
this great impoundment of the mighty Colorado River 
was a “young” lake. Almost immediately after its cre- 


fk WAS GOOD to chug across the clear, blue waters 
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ation, when Parker Dam was completed in 1938, the 
lake provided fabulous bass fishing dn a par with enor- 
mous Lake Mead, farther north on the Colorado. 

Some agency had long ago planted largemouths in 
marshy areas of the winding, muddy river, but they 
remained largely undiscovered until the lakes were 
formed. Then as the fish population began to grow, and 
as big bass—five to eight pounds and larger—turned up, 
excited anglers from all over started beating a path to 
the new desert bass fishery. 

Eventually, heavy angling pressure and lack of natu- 
ral food reduced both the size and number of the fish. 
Underwater insect and nymph life had always been 
lacking in these clear, cold lakes that have little margin- 
al vegetation. Bass were reduced to feeding almost 
solely on rough-fish minnows and smaller bass. Chang- 
ing water levels destroyed many potential spawning 
areas. 

We’d about written off beautiful, 60-mile-long Havasu

on the California-Arizona border until Glen urged, 
“come and try it now.” He insisted that we fish the deep 
water with live mudsuckers for bait, and he vaguely 
referred to some new forage fish in the lake. Bass move inshore near dusk to gorge on shad. We followed 
Hal Sackett, house-trailer manufacturer of Long 
Beach, Calif., and Don Waggoner-—also of Long Beach Back to camp for lunch. Sites are available throughout area 
——were my companions on this trip. Both are old-time 
bass men. They let down their wriggling baits with 
ample lead, a bit scornful of the fish appeal of this slug- 
gish little minnow which comes from salt-water mud 
flats on the coast. I just watched, and eyed my array 
of gleaming artificial lures, hopeful that we’d have to 
go into the rocky shallows where they might produce. 
The mudsucker baits were moving slowly along bot- 
tom when suddenly the slender tip of Hal’s rod dipped 
down. A split second later he struck smartly, and line 
went sizzling out on a long slant through the clear 
water. His rod whipped into a sharp arc. 
The bass was big and tough. Down where it was 
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Fishing in deep water and shallow, we found fat, sassy bass everywhere 


fighting—-where the river once ran—there was con- 
siderable danger from snags. Hal tightened up to the 
limit of his 12-pound-test nylon line. The bruiser came 
up slowly, and then far out from the boat it surfaced 
in a mighty leap. We all yelled and Hal arched his rod 
hard before the bass could shake loose. 

After another plunge, the fish came up for a second 
leap, then churned across the water as Hal gained line. 
Finally I slid the net down and lifted out our first 
Havasu largemouth in years—a fat eight-pounder. It 
had the typical sea-green back which always identifies 
these desert bass, as against the traditional bronze backs 
of other waters. 

Then Don had a slow, jiggling strike. He set the hook 
and went to work on an acrobatic customer that finally 
came to net. It weighed in at six pounds. Excited now, 
I too let down a fat little mudsucker, but in my rush 
missed a strike. Later I hooked a powerful fish that 
neatly ran around a bottom snag and broke off. To 
wind up the noonday spree, Hal battled in another big 
one. 

Back at the dock, we quickly set about cleaning the 
fish for lunch. We found them stuffed with threadfin 
shad—not young bass, sunfish, crappies, or catfish. 


hese minnows were introduced in Lake Havasu as 
Bs forage fish about three years ago by the California 
Department of Fish and Game in an effort to revive the 
once-lush bass fishing. Fishery biologists R. D. Beland 
and J. B. Kimsey, who were assigned to the project, 
agreed that the problem at Havasu was to provide a 
small forage fish. Otherwise the bass (gluttonous fish 
eaters after they become three or four inches long) 
would keep on eating their own offspring. 

Three hundred and fourteen of the little fish were 
flown in from the Tennessee River, placed in a brood 
pond to reproduce, and then released in the lake. Be- 
fore long, the shad spread throughout the lake, and 
eventually fishery men found that they’d spread out 
over 400 miles of lakes, rivers, and canals from Davis 
Dam, far above Havasu, down to the lower lakes on the 
Colorado River chain to the Mexican border. Other min- 
nows made their way through canals to the bitter 
waters of the Salton Sea to provide food for the grow- 
ing population of white sea bass. 


With Don’s assistance I boat one. Our prize went eight pounds 
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To check on the fantastic shad reproduction scien- 
tifically in Havasu, California fish biologists recently 
treated one surface acre in a small cove with a fish- 
killing chemical. Hundreds of thousands of shad averag- 
ing 1.45 inches long came to the surface. 

That evening we learned of a new way to find bass 
without the usual “blind” fishing. Coasting slowly along 
the rocky points over deep water, Hal suddenly pointed 
to a turmoil of boiling little fish on the surface. “Looks 
like bait,” he said, ‘and there oughta be bass after 
them.” He sent out a long cast with a diving plug and 
retrieved it swiftly. A glistening four-pounder pounced, 
went into the air, and immediately threw the lure; but 
we didn’t care. We were learning things. 

Every time we quietly approached a school of milling 
shad, a long cast brought immediate and frenzied action. 
It didn’t matter that the lure failed to resemble the 
little fish—those bass were just mad at having their 
banquet disturbed. 

Later, when the sun had gone behind the ramparts of 
Black Mountain, Don sent a surface plug into a narrow 
channel between the rocks. “Could be a buster just 
resting in there,” he mused. At his words a huge bass 
burst out in a three-foot leap so fast it left a hole in 
the water. Don reared back on his rod. 

The fish went down, then came out again, shaking 
his massive head like a bulldog worrying a bone. Don 
stood up for better control and almost turned the mon- 
ster over on its next jump. After another mighty shake, 
the fish shot the plug right back at us to rattle against 
the side of the boat. ‘A nine-pounder for sure,” groaned 
Don, and we all agreed. 

Next day, we chugged six miles up the lake, past 
jutting cliffs and rocky islands, to make further explor- 
ations. The fish were deep, probably gorging on more 
shad, during the sunny hours, and deep-running plugs 
retrieved quickly worked best. A black number with 
white dots and a shovel nose that sent it down among 
the rocks was deadly for smaller bass one day, while a 
perch-scale lure was the answer another time. 

One thing many anglers agree on is that bass fishing 
with surface poppers is tops, if you can find the fish 
feeding on the surface. Since the largemouths seemed 
to be staying deep to feed on the shad, we had our 
doubts that poppers would work here on Havasu, but

one evening I agreed to row the boat while my com- 
panions, both popper experts, tried their wares. 

Hal pawed over his fly-rod poppers, mumbling incan- 
tations, and finally chose one with a yellow cork body 
and two wisps of hair trailing on either side. Don used 
a black dish-nosed wooden plug on his light casting rod. 
Around the point, just below camp, a secluded half-mile- 
long lagoon cut back between the high hills, and shal- 
low water along shore was broken by big boulders and 
gnarled snags. 

I approached a half-submerged brush clump slowly 
and silently, the oars barely dipping. At 40 feet Hal sent 
his little lure to within a foot of shore. He waited a mo- 
ment, tense and ready, then with a rod twitch moved 
the cork a foot. A burbling “pop” shattered the stillness. 
One more wait, another little explosion, and that square 
yard of shallow water suddenly erupted. With a mighty 
splash a bass leaped clear of the water and then headed 
for deeper water. At the strike Hal arched his light fly 
rod to the limit. The hook held, and we later netted a 
battling four-pounder. 

Then Don went into action with his casting rod. His 
first cast was a long shot to beside a jutting boulder, 
and it brought a strike even before he could begin the 
retrieve. A bass grabbed the big plug, made a wild leap, 
and promptly spat it out again. 

Farther up the lagoon we paused in the center, while 











my whooping companions took turns casting to either 
shore. Loud talk made no difference, but I swore to 
brain the fellow who as much as touched the side of our 
boat with rod or lure. Too often we’ve put fish down 
with the slightest sound which can be transmitted to 
the water. 

Hal and Don continued taking fish, and while they 
weren’t the tackle busters we’d found in mid-lake, they 
were respectable bass in the three and four-pound class 
—and all were accomplished aerialists. Their head- 
shaking leaps reminded me of a newly hooked marlin 
trying to throw a hook. 

On another day we decided to look for a crappie hot- 
spot, just for variety. We’d enjoyed this sport in Hava- 
su’s early days, and we wondered if the crappies, too, 
were gorging on the new shad supply. In a quiet little 
bay, almost surrounded by rising cliffs, we found our 
answer. 

Using our light fly rods, we sank white-feather flies 
that had a touch of red or yellow, and almost at once 
came across a school of fat, sassy crappies averaging a 
pound apiece. Hitting a slow, halting retrieve, a crap- 
pie doesn’t make the explosive strike of a largemouth— 
you must be sensitive to the slightest stopping of your 
fly, and twitch your rod tip quickly. Then, if you’re 
using light tackle, as we were, you can expect some 
fast action, (continued on page 87)

SERVICE-station operator in 
A Wyoming sized up my outfit 
before I started my vacation 
experiment. “‘You can’t ride that lit- 
tle motorcycle up these mountain 
trails,’ he said.

I’m 31, still single, and a dedicated 
fisherman and hunter. My loyalty to 
the outdoors goes back to the time 
when, at age 7, I got hold of one 
muskrat trap and caught 13 musk- 
rats along a stream near my boy- 
hood home, which was in the country 
outside of Trenton, New Jersey. I 
now live within the city limits of 
Trenton, but I spend most of my 
spare time out on fishing and hunting 
trips. Often it’s just a short drive to 
shoot ducks on the Jersey shore or 
hunt crows. But I have also man- 
aged quite a few long jaunts, includ- 
ing fishing trips as far north as 
Quebec and south to the Florida keys. 


he first place I stopped to try out 

the cycle on my Western vaca- 
tion was the Bighorn National For- 
est, just west of Sheridan, Wyoming. 
I went up the Red Grade Road, south- 
west of Sheridan, as far as I could go 
in the station wagon. Then I packed 
my camping and fishing gear and a 
small rubber boat on the back of the 
cycle and headed up a jeep road, 
stopping shortly at a cabin to inquire 
about the best route into the moun- 
tains. There I met a fellow peda- 
gogue, Bill Jackson, a teacher at 
Wyoming University. 

Jackson, who was in charge of a 
large irrigation reservoir there ‘in 
the Bighorns, liked the looks of my 
little cycle. After I let him take it 
for a spin up a few nearby trails, he 
said he’d like to have one to use in 
that country himself. Over a cup of 
coffee he told me that he was about 
to leave for Lake Geneva for a little 
fishing. He said he had an extra 


horse. Would I like to come along? 

I pointed to my cycle outside, but 
before I could say anything Bill as- 
sured me the trail to Geneva was fit 
only for mountain goats and their 
close relatives. After some debating, 
we agreed that I would go on ahead 
with the cycle; he would follow me 
with the extra horse, ready to take 
over when my gas-burner bogged 
down. 

We continued this way for several 
miles. Where the trail was smooth, 
I'd leave him far behind. He’d usual- 
ly catch up with me on the steep, 
rocky stretches. Bill was soon per- 
suaded that my cycle was about the 
“goingest” machine he’d ever seen. 

I'd like to say that I never rode 
that horse, but presently we reached 
a small river swollen from melting 
snows. I could have crossed, but the 
stream was about 18 inches deep. It 
would have soaked my spark plugs 
and put the cycle out of the race for 
about an hour. Since the horse was 
available, I rode the remaining three 
miles to the lake. 

The fishing that afternoon was 
fair. Bill cast flies from the rubber 
boat; I used my spinning outfit on 
shore. We landed several brook 
trout, but none over 10 inches. That 
evening, after Bill left, I camped for 
the night on a grassy point at the 
head of the lake. My camp was be- 
tween two roaring waterfalls. 


n the morning I at once noticed 

that the waterfalls were silent. 
The temperature had dropped so 
much during the night that the 
snow had stopped melting. The 
falls came back to life as the sun 
rose.

fter breakfast I hiked west to 
Crystal Lake, where I was 
shaken to my boots by the sight of 
at least 20 brook trout up to 18 
inches long in the first cove I 
reached. The only place I’d seen 
trout like this before was in a fish 
hatchery. 

An hour later I’d learned that 
these brookies were fussy about what 
they ate. I landed two on wet flies, 
and that was all. 

After hiking west to a nearby pass 
for a look-see, I returned to camp at 
Lake Geneva in time for the eve- 
ning dry-fly bout with the brookies 
there. They came thick and fast, but 
the largest, as before, was not over 
10 inches. I released them and hit 
the sack early. I’d had a busy day. 

In the morning, after a _ trout 
breakfast, I sat by the fire and 
watched a pine marten come out 
from under some brush and bound 
across an open area right at me, I 
remained motionless as the marten 
approached to within 12 feet. Then 
he took off for the next county.

I glanced 
toward the moon, but it was blocked 
out by something white about 20 
feet away. I remember saying to 
myself, ‘““Boy, this is really the place. 
Now I've got ghosts after me.” I 
was straining my eyes to see what 
this luminous, shapeless object was 
when another one appeared a few 
feet to the left of the first. I could 
see this one quite clearly. My ghost- 
ly visitors were a pair of mountain 
goats. 


hey stared at me for several sec- 

onds, then moved on up the side 
of the mountain. My feeling of relief 
shortly changed to humor when a 
small white kid came scampering for 
dear life to catch up with his par- 
ents.

Better not jump to conclusions. In 
this color dispute there’s more to 
consider than what meets your eye 


fresh snow, one hunter within the past week had 
shot and killed another. The victim had been 
standing on a rocky outcropping 50 yards away. 

To re-enact the tragedy, Earl Mericle—a Washington 
game protector—walked over to the rock. The day was 
clear and bright; his green-uniformed figure was plainly 
visible against the evergreen background there in the 
elk preserve of the Olympic National Forest near Shel- 
ton, Wash. Then he stepped down off the rock, and 
disappeared. 

Several minutes passed before Tod Sloan said, “Got 
him located ?”’ 

All of us peered and squinted. Finally two men said 
they spotted him, but the rest of us didn’t, even though 
we knew where to look—not until he came jogging over 
to us wearing a red hat and jacket. There was a small 
hole through the jacket’s left breast pocket, and a grue- 
some dark smear down its front. 

Mericle had put on the dead man’s red hunting 
clothes, climbed back onto the outcropping, and had 
stood there for minutes without most of us spotting 
him from only 50 yards away. 

We were a party of civilian and army men right in 
the middle of tests aimed at finding out who sees what 
colors best, under hunting conditions. Some of us had 
normal color vision; some had various degrees of color- 
blindness. Our failure to spot the red-clad Mericle at 
close range wasn’t our first surprise of the test, and it 
was far from our last. 

The controversy over what color hunters should wear 
in the woods got its start three years ago when a San 
Jose optometrist, Dr. Arthur C. Heinsen Jr., decided to 
get on the public record some facts about color visibility 
that eye experts have long known. So he went to one 
of the world’s outstanding authorities on color and 
color vision—Dr. Gordon L. Walls, a professor in the 
University of California School of Optometry. Dr. Walls 
conducted tests to demonstrate which colors are seen 
best and identified most quickly by those who are color- 
blind, partly color-blind, and who have normal color 
perception. 

Yellow came out on top. Red, the color worn most 
for hunting clothes, was away down near the bottom 
of the list. 

These tradition-challenging results set minds to click- 
ing in two laymen closely concerned with hunting 
safety—E. F. “Tod’’ Sloan, Western representative of 
the National Rifle Association; and Leslie Lahr, hunter- 
safety training officer of the California Department of 
Fish and Game. Their thinking set them to figuring, 
and their figuring to acting. 

Eye experts tell us that about eight percent of the 
men in our country are color-blind or partly color-blind, 
and that a large proportion of those so handicapped 
lack more or less the ability to distinguish surely be- 
tween red and green. This meant, figured Sloan and 
Lahr, that more than 114 million American hunters are 
color-blind or partly so, and (continued on page 88)

Cap Le Clair, an expert trout fisherman, who teaches fishing at A t 
some of the best-known boys’ camps and adult clubs in New York’s \ 
Adirondack Mountains, has this to say: “Most people go into a 
store to buy a rod that will haul trout out of the water, a reel 
to hold line, and a line to hold the fish. They also have mental 
pictures of their rod bending in exciting loops each time they hook 
a fish. They never think of the other things a trout outfit must do. 

They buy stuff that gives them a big headache and the wrong 
impression of trout fishing.” 

I once discussed tackle with Herb Welch, famous flycaster, in his 
wonderful shop on the shore of Mooselookmeguntic Lake in Maine. 
Herb explained that a man’s trout outfit is as personal as his shoes. 
“If neither fits,’ Herb added, “the man ain’t going very far.” 

Herb wouldn’t sell you an outfit without first asking you a lot 
of questions. Then he’d select it for you and watch you try it out. f 
If he didn’t think it suited you, you’d have a hard time buying it, § 
for Herb knew that the customer wouldn’t really enjoy trout fish- 
ing unless he had suitable tackle.

good outfit these days. Manufacturers and designers 
have been doing a bang-up job of producing high-quality 
equipment at lower cost. The fisherman of modest means 
can now buy an outfit that only a millionaire could af- 
ford 30 years ago. 

The purpose of this article is to put you on the short- 
est, cheapest route to finding the outfit that will per- 
form perfectly for you. There’s no reason to become 
confused by all the different kinds and makes of rods, 
reels, and lines in the stores now. Most of those in the 
same price bracket are nearly equal in value, All will 
do about what they’re designed to do. 

The first big question is whether to buy a spinning 
or a fly outfit. If you have the patience and time to learn 
a delicate art, the fly outfit might be the ticket to a life- 
time of fun. Manufacturers tell me there’s a decided 
swing back to fly rods. This actually means that a host 
of anglers who learned trout fishing with spinning out- 
fits are now adding fly fishing to their sport. 

But there will be a continued heavy demand for spin- 
ning outfits. No matter how you look at it, spinning is 
the easiest way to learn trout fishing. A man with lim- 
ited time can get mighty discouraged trying to master 
the art of fly fishing, but a beginner can catch fish with

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a spinning outfit after a few hours of instruction and 
practice. Last summer I taught the 12-year-old son of 
a New York City attorney to cast with a spin outfit and 
had him catching trout in less than two hours. Anyone 
can do it. 

Beginners are often surprised to learn that the spin- 
ning reel, not the rod, makes spinning. Get the finest 


. reel you can afford, even if this means skimping on the 


rod. Believe me, a poor spinning reel can make a sham- 
bles of a trout-fishing expedition. Such reels always 
seem to fly apart or snap a spring when you're 100 
miles from a shop. 

When the angler casts with a spinning outfit, it’s the 
weight of the lure that takes out the line. The line spins 
off the open end of the reel spool without the spool 
moving. There’s no spool inertia to overcome and only 
a slight air resistance, Result: remarkably long casts 
with lures as light as 14g and 1/16 of an ounce, and no 
chance of getting reel-jamming backlashes. 

You'll find three systems of line pickup; select the 
type you can handle the best. A few reels have a manual 
pickup where your finger places the line around a spool- 
ing peg. Many have an automatic “finger” pickup. Most 
common these days is a full bail that covers both sides 
of the spool and cannot fail to pick up the line. With 
the last two types, the bail or automatic finger must be 
opened for each cast, but it snaps automatically back 
into closed position the second.the reel handle is turned. 
Which type to buy is a matter of personal preference. 
They’re all good. Many beginners experience difficulty 
operating the finger pickup, however, so prefer the full 
bail. 

Companies striving to meet all markets, make spin- 
ning reels in various price classes, You get about what 
you pay for. A cheaply made reel will put you on the 
stream and get you some fishing. How long it will last 
or how well it will work is anybody’s guess. You can get 
a good spinning reel for $15, but of course one selling 
from $20 to $25 or more is often a better bargain in the 
long run. Making a fine spinning reel is a costly, pre- 
cision business, It’s a wonder to me that manufacturers 
can price these reels as low as they do. 

Here’s what you look for in a spin reel: 1. Examine 
the housing for sturdy construction and a minimum of 
screws to work loose. 2. Check the spool for: (a) Clear- 
ance—too much between spool and housing allows mono- 
filament to slip down and wind around gears. What a 
mess this creates. (b) Ample line capacity. (c) Beveled 
spool lip so line will whirl off smoothly during cast. (d) 
An extra spool is a good idea, allowing you to carry 
lines in two different strengths. These cost extra and 
are worth it. 3. Look for antireverse clutch. This keeps 
handle from flying backward when a large fish is hooked 
or when trolling. 4. Check for handy and easily operated 
lever for drag. 5. Try handle to be sure it operates easily 
and smoothly. 6. Do replacement parts come with reel? 
7. Check for simplicity of oiling and cleaning. 

Any fly or spinning outfit can be used to fish over 
some water. I’ve seen fellows having a great time with 
outfits as unsuitable as baseball shoes for tennis courts.

have a miserable time. There just isn’t an all-purpose 
outfit, any more than there is an all-purpose pair of 
shoes. 

In selecting your fishing outfit, keep in mind the size 
and character of the streams and lakes you'll fish most, 
the size trout in them, and the power of prevailing 
winds. A fly outfit perfect for Vermont’s famed Batten- 
kill River, for example, could quickly drive an angler 
nuts on some of the big rivers of the West, where strong 
winds are common. 

This does not mean you'll need a dozen outfits to meet 
all conditions. Far from it. The beginner should concen- 
trate on buying one outfit, the best he can afford. Others 
can be added later. 

If you plan to do most of your fishing on wide and 
windy Western waters that hold lunker trout, you'll 
need a heavy-duty outfit. For fly fishing, a good average 
outfit would be a nine-foot rod weighing six ounces, a 
reel with large line capacity, and a G-B-F line. A good 
spin outfit for those conditions would be a rod 7'% feet 
long with medium action, and a sturdy spinning reel 
that will hold 250 or 300 yards of monofilament lines 
testing six or eight pounds, 

If you plan to fish smaller and quieter waters for less 
rambunctious fish, get a light fly outfit, say a seven- 
foot rod weighing 3!% ounces. Any light fly reel of good 
quality will fit that rod. Try an H-D-H double-taper 
line as a starter, testing its feel on the rod before you 
buy. 

The general rule, in either spinning tackle or fly out- 
fits, is to get a longer rod and heavier line as you go 
to increasingly large fish and rivers. Shorter rods and 
lighter lines fit the quiet streams and lakes that hold 
smaller trout. I know that some experts use very light 
tackle for all conditions, but the beginner is better off 
with tackle that fits the water and fish. 

Spinning and fly rods have what is technically known 
as fast, medium or slow action. This simply means the 
speed and power with which the tip of the rod springs 
back and forth to send the lure or line on its way. This 
action is built into the rod by the way it is tapered 
from butt to tip. Medium-action rods are usually better 
for beginners—unless they do their fishing in windy 
country. 

Let’s start with spinning rods. After you have selected 
several prospects, give each one the following inspec- 
tion: 1. Does the rod feel comfortable in your hand? 
2. Is the big guide near the butt as large as a nickel? 
A smaller one can rob you of distance. 3. Does the tip 
piece (if it’s a two-piece rod), have at least four guides 
and a tip? Fewer guides make long casts difficult. 4. 
Does the size of the guides decrease evenly as they are 
spaced from the butt piece out to the tip? Improper 
graduation of guide openings can cheat you of casting 
distance and accuracy.

venient for traveling, however, and the action is about 
the same, If your rod doesn’t come with an aluminum 
case and cloth bag, by all means buy them. They protect 
your investment against breakage in transit. 

Now, check the rods for action. As a beginner, you 
may be hesitant about calling attention to yourself by 
waving a rod in a busy store, but experienced tackle 
salesmen expect a customer to make routine tests. If 
you’re shy about it, get an experienced fisherman to 
help you, or ask the clerk to demonstrate the rods for 
you. 

Put a rod together and wave it gently back and forth. 
Look for a whippy action that begins at the tip and 
flows all the way into the butt. See if you can feel it as 
an extension of your arm. Snap it back and forth vigor- 
ously as if you were casting. Look for a perfect arc from 
tip to butt and a lively spring back and forth. A power- 
action rod will seem stiff and make only a slight arc. A 
medium-action rod, ideal for most trout fishing, will 
show more arc—about 1/6 of a circle. A slow-action

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rod will make a very pronounced arc, a third or more 
of a circle, and spring back and forth weakly. 

Some anglers still like the old-fashioned parabolic ac- 
tion produced by a stiff butt and light tip. But the pres- 
ent trend is to the circular, medium-action rods, because 
most anglers cast this action easier, farther, and with 
more accuracy. 

You are now ready to test for strain and fishing ac- 
tion. Mount the reel and string the line through all 
the guides and tip. Hold the rod up at about a 10 
o’clock position. Then have a friend or the salesman 
stand about 12 feet away and hold the end of the line 
down near the floor. Lift the rod slowly until it is 
straight up in the air or slightly behind your shoulders. 
Look for a perfect circular bend in the rod. Some will 
show weak spots or signs of strain in the tip or butt 
sections. 

Buy the spinning rod that shows up best on those 
tests. It’s that easy. Any standard spinning reel should 
fit the rod, and any good spinning line of standard 
fresh-water size will fit both rod and reel. 

If you hanker to be a fly fisherman, the matter of 
selecting a rod is more complicated, for rod and fly line 
must be neatly matched and balanced. As nearly as I 
can determine, poor tackle performance is mainly re- 
sponsible for beginners believing that fly fishing is too 
difficult for them to learn. Countless times, while fly 
fishing, I’ve had fellows who were using bait or spinning 
rigs tell me they wished they could handle a dry fly. 
They say they’ve tried but just couldn’t learn. The 
truth, however, is that anyone who can handle a bait or 
spinning outfit can learn fly fishing if he gets good 
tackle and instruction. The angler planning to take up 
fly fishing, however, needs to exercise a bit more care 
in selecting his tackle and his casting instructor than 
does any other fisherman. 

The rod and line are the vital items in casting a fly. 
Get the best you can afford, even if it means you must 
settle for a low-priced reel. All the established manu- 
facturers make good fly lines, but the various lines have 
different dimensions and weights. You must have a line 
that fits your rod and your prevailing fishing conditions. 

The reel is of least importance in fly fishing, but it 
should operate smoothly and—with the proper line on 
the spool—balance the rod. Design and brand are mat- 
ters of personal preference. All have their good points. 
In most shops you'll find four basic types of reel for fly 
rods. Most popular style is the single-action trout reel, 
one with a spool that revolves once with each turn of 
the handle. The single-actions have wide-diameter side 
plates and narrow spools. They will have drags, clicks, 
line guards, handles, and foot plates of various design. 
Single-action salmon reels, which fly fishermen use for 
very big trout and steelheads, are similar but larger 
and sturdier. Some have “free” spools that revolve 
without the handle turning when a large fish takes out 
line. Third type is the automatic reel which takes up 
line mechanically at the touch of a lever. These reels 
are popular with boat and bank fishermen, but many of 
them won’t hold enough line to handle large fish. Fourth 
is the spin reel made for fly rods, to be carried along

in case the angler wishes to change from fly fishing to 
spinning, yet use only one rod. This last reel isn’t de- 
signed to handle fly lines. 

To check single-action reels: 1. Wind slowly, then 
rapidly. Look for smooth action, a spool that doesn’t 
touch sides of frame, wobble, or make a grinding noise 
as it turns. 2. Examine for solid construction and rust- 
proof metal. The more expensive reels have ball bear- 
ings. 3. Check to see if spool is easily removed for clean- 
ing. 4. See if reel has an adjustable drag to regulate 
strength of pull so fish won’t break your leader when it = heck 
makes a run. 5. Check for line guards of agate or friction drag 
chrome. 6. Look for strong, permanent click. 

To check automatic reels: 1. Look for sturdy con- 
struction and non-glare finish. 2. Attach short line to 
spool, pull line out and check smoothness and strength 
of release or stripping operation. 3. Press lever and look 
for strong, lively pickup and silent operation. 4. Check 
for easy take-down for cleaning and oiling. 5. Check line 
guards for wear-resistant metal.

After you have selected several fly rods, look each 
over carefully. 1. Does the rod feel light and comfort- 
able? 2. Do ferrules fit snugly? Are they made of rust- 
proof metal such as chrome, aluminum, or nickel? 3. 
Are the guides of wear-resistant, rustproof metal such 
as stainless steel? Cheap guides wear sharp and fray 
the line. Are they large enough for free passage of the 
line? Some manufacturers, in order to dress up the ap- 
pearance, equip rods with guides that are too small for 
efficient work. 4. Does the style of handle feel comfort- 
able to your hand? 5. Check the reel seat. There are sev- 
eral good styles. Select the one that suits you and holds 
a reel tight. 6. See if rod comes with cloth bag and 
aluminum or fiber case. If not, buy a case to fit the rod. 
7. Note whether the rod has two, three, or four sections. 
All are good. Personally I prefer three-piece rods, part- Check for quiet, 
ly because they’re easier to transport in a car.

LENN was as happy as a cat in 
a bird’s nest until the two 
strangers came along. They 
anchored about 100 feet from us and 
started fishing. Nothing wrong with 
that. But when they began hooking 
one big, shining trout after another 
about five strikes to each one that 
we got—Glenn couldn’t stand it. He’s 
one of the best anglers I know, and 
to have a couple of newcomers out- 
fish him made him burn. 

I remained calm and relaxed, re- 
luctant to change anything. The day 
was warm, the sky and lake blue. 
The little white clouds held no hint 
of a storm, the hills were green, and 
even the rimrock of the coulee walls 
seemed a softer brown than usual. 
After all, this was spring, the sun 
was thawing my bones, and nothing 
seemed better than to lean back in 
my little dinghy and wait for a fish 
to bite. 

But such an easy life wasn’t for 
Glenn. Anchored about 20 feet from 
me in his tiny pink punt, he was fe- 
verishly changing leaders, hooks, and 
baits, as he tried to find our neigh- 
bors’ winning combination. 

We were on Blue Lake at the bot- 
tom of Grand Coulee in central 
Washington. For several years this 
lake has produced probably the best 


fishing in the United States for me- 
dium-sized rainbow trout and fresh- 
water silver salmon. The date was 
May 25, 1957, and the sun was four 
hours above the rimroek. 

Grand Coulee is the bed of a river 
that ran dry 100,000 years ago, after 
the last great ice sheet melted. Be- 
fore drying up, however, the pre- 
historic river gouged out this canyon. 
It’s 50 miles long, five miles wide in 
places, and 1,000 feet deep. It was 
carved out of solid rock that had 
been laid down during millions of 
years of lava flows. Today the an- 
cient river bed holds a string of 
lakes. 

At the north end of the Grand 
Coulee is the 27-mile-long Equaliz- 
ing Reservoir that’s filled with water 
which is pumped from the Columbia 
River at Grand Coulee Dam. The 
river and dam lie just to the north 
over the hill. 

This is desert country that’s turn- 
ing green in big rectangles of new 
farmland. Irrigation water pours 
from the reservoir into thousands of 
miles of ditches spreading southward 
like the strands of a fish net. The 
coulee is a beautiful place in spring 
—usually blessed with sunshine that 
sparkles on the blue waters and 
throws long purple shadows across 


Glenn was having a picnic in his 
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the sagebrush from square-topped 
lava buttes. 

Cradled in the coulee bed south of 
Equalizing Reservoir, Blue Lake is 
the best example I know of where 
water has been turned into a hot 
fishing spot by poisoning and re- 
stocking. The 532-acre lake always 
was potentially a good trout pro- 
ducer, being rich in natural food. 
But for many years it was badly in- 
fested with scrap fish. They were 
so numerous that they kept the trout 
starved out. 

In 1952 the game department poi- 
soned the lake with rotenone, killing 
vast numbers of sculpins, perch, 
suckers, sunfish, mud-minnows, 
squawfish, grass pickerel, and some 
rainbows and kokanees. When the 
effect of the poison wore off, the lake 
was restocked with trout about an 
inch long. They grew rapidly be- 
cause they got plenty to eat. 

In April, 1954, Blue Lake was re- 
opened to fishing. On opening day 
2,719 anglers caught 26,749 rain- 
bows from nine to 14 inches long. 
This was more than twice as many 
fish as had been checked at the lake 
in the entire 10 years preceding its 
rehabilitation. i 

The word went around fast. More 
and more anglers showed up to en- 


punt till those two 





with amazing results 


joy the fishing, which followed a 
pattern similar to 225 or so other 
rehabilitated lakes in Washington. 
Blue Lake, however, is probably the 
hottest of them all. The biggest 
catch on these lakes usually is made 
on opening day. The remaining fish 
get smarter as the season rolls along. 
During the heat of summer, fishing 
is usually poor. 

On opening day in April, 1955, 
game-department men and anglers 
were astonished to see a crowd of 
4,311 fishermen catch 53,887 rain- 
bows from Blue Lake. The trout av- 
eraged 10 to 11 inches. 

The next year, however, was the 
real pay-off. On opening day in 1956 
a yelling, laughing, incredible crowd 
of 7,532 anglers caught 90,385 rain- 
bows and silver salmon from Blue 
Lake. The fish ran from seven inches 
to 34% pounds. The score that day 
was 170 fish for each acre of lake 
surface. Three months later the fish- 
ing in Blue Lake was still good—for 
anglers smart enough to outwit the 
trout. 

Fishing like that doesn’t stay a 
secret—at least not in the state of 
Washington where we have more 
than 500,000 eager anglers. I made 
up my mind I’d be at Blue Lake for 
opening day (continued on page 97)

Biggest 
Black Bear Ever

the brush, I figured I was going to 


get a shot at a buck—a big one. 


Instead, I got the shock of my life 


W Tine's I FIRST saw the hitch-hiking hunter at 
the side of the road, I thought he was drunk. 
He staggered as he walked, his hair hung over 

his face, and he had no cap, no coat, and no gun. I knew 

he wasn’t lost there on the highway, and there was only 
one conclusion I could draw. But I felt sorry for him, 
so I pulled up my truck anyway to give him a lift. 

He was as sober as I was, but ready to drop from 
exhaustion. 

It was opening day of deer season in northern Wis- 
consin, and I’d been out since daylight hunting alone. 
There was snow on the ground, and the sun was very 
bright. By midafternoon I’d grown dog tired, my eyes 
started to hurt, and I felt sick all over. Apparently I 
came close to a full-blown case of snow blindness. So I 
walked to my truck and headed for the friend’s house 
where I was staying. Halfway there, I overtook this 
stranger trying to thumb a ride. 

He’d wounded a deer half an hour after daybreak, he 
told me, and then tracked it through thick stuff for 
more than seven hours. Finally he caught up with it 
and finished it off. All he wanted now was a lift home, 
three or four miles away, so he could get his car and 
some friends to help him get the big buck out of the 
woods. 

“T guess 50 hunters have passed me since I got out 
on the road half an hour ago,” he commented a little 
bitterly. 

I delivered him where he wanted to go and he was 
as pleased and thankful as if I’d saved his life. I went on 
my way without giving the episode a second thought, 
never dreaming that this small good turn would soon 
play a major part in the most exciting thing that’s ever 
happened to me. 

I was spending this deer season of 1953 with Les 
Gabel, a few miles out of Land O’ Lakes. Les is an old- 
time deer hunter, one of the best I know, but he couldn’t 
hunt with me just then, having taken a job in Vilas 
County. So I went hunting alone, and I never had it 
worse. 

I was born and grew up in Milwaukee and have lived 
in Wisconsin all my 30 years, I started hunting deer in 
the fall of 1946. Up to 1953 I’d killed four or five. Even 
in the seasons when I didn’t score I always had a fine 
time. But that year was full of disappointments. 

For six days I hunted hard without seeing a legal 
deer. Wisconsin had a bucks-only season that fall, and 
in the six days I saw 30 to 35 does and spikehorns but 
nothing I could fire a shot at. 

I saw one old bear track in the snow and mud, but I’d 
had enough experience to know it wouldn’t do me any 
good to follow it. Then I had a chance at a fox, but 
missed. That was about the third or fourth morning of 
the hunt. I came to a point of land running out into a 
lake, with a narrow shelf of thin ice all around the 
shore, and as I started to move onto the point I shagged

the fox out of a thicket. I caught a glimpse of him, but 
not enough for a shot, and he did about the last thing I 
expected. He took to the ice—which surprisingly held 
him—and raced around the point to get past me. When 
he came streaking along the shore opposite me I saw 
him again, but I guess he was going faster than I real- 
ized. Anyway, I figured wrong. The Bronze Point from 
my .30/06 Husqvarna kicked up snow behind him and 
that was that. 

It wasn’t until the last day of the season that I finally 
had hunting partners. By then most of the outside hunt- 
ers had pulled out, so Les Gabel got time away from his 
job. The evening before the hunt, Gabel and his wife in- 
vited a couple of friends, the Stan Gorskis, in for sup- 
per. I hadn’t met Stan before but we hit it off good, and 
before the evening was over he, Les, and I had laid plans 
to hunt together next day. 

Although I’d been pretty discouraged by the six days 
of hard and fruitless effort, my hopes now soared. I 
knew that both Stan and Les were seasoned hunters, 
with far more experience than I, and I pride myself on 
being able to take hints and pick up ideas under such 
circumstances. Maybe I wouldn’t have to go home 
empty-handed after all. 

We went into the woods early, hunting on the un- 
posted land of a big logging company. We’d been having 
a spell of sharp weather, but it was warmer that morn- 
ing and the snow started to melt. Gabel and I picked 
stands, and Stan started to make a drive around us. 
He hadn’t been gone more than 30 minutes when I 
heard something coming through the brush, and 
glimpsed a patch of brown and then the legs of two 
deer. 

That’s a situation that never fails to touch me off. 
I eased the safety over, my heart started to pound, and 
I held my breath while I waited for them to come into 
full view. I could fairly see venison on our Thanksgiving 
table. Then they stepped out—a pair of does. They 
walked up within 20 feet of me and stopped and stood, 
in that maddening fashion common to whitetail does but 
almost unheard of among bucks. Finally they sauntered 
on, They were the only deer that Stan moved within 
sight of our stands. 

Around noon we decided to move to a new location, 
around Inkpot Lake. It had begun to rain by now, a 
warm drizzle. The snow was going fast, the woods were 
soaking wet, and we moved without making much 
more noise than a cat on a thick rug. It promised to be 
an ideal afternoon for stillhunting. 

Les, Stan, and I went three ways. We’d agreed to take 
plenty of time and we were moving along roughly par- 
allel courses. That way, if one of us pushed a deer out, 
we'd be likely to send it toward the others. 

I moved along, alternately walking and standing, 
and kept telling myself my luck had to change. I was 
bound to blunder into a buck, or (continued on page 106)

By GRITS GRESHAM JAUNT along the shores of the Gulf of Mexico would 


shatter a northerner’s mental image of surf casting. 

The conventional surf man, wearing rubber waders, a 
slicker, and wielding a long and powerful rod, would be an 
oddity down here. Gulf anglers wade out barefoot, and some 
take their salt-water fish with fly rods. 

The vast Gulf beaches of Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, 
Louisiana, and Texas are warm and friendly during most of 
the year. There’s no booming, crashing surf to fight, and the 
two-foot range of the tide is just movement enough to keep 
the restless sea restless. Here, any man on the beach with a 
rod and reel is equipped for surf fishing. 

Nine out of 10 fishermen along the Gulf use their regular 
fresh-water tackle when they turn to the briny not-so-deep. 
Casting and spinning outfits predominate. 

An increasingly popular type of surf fishing along the Gulf 
is island fishing. Though the angler along the mainland is

secluded, due to the tremendous number of miles of 
available beach, when he gets off shore he’s literally 
isolated. Some of the better-known hotspots are Dau- 
phin Island, Alabama; Ship Island, and Horn Island, 
Mississippi; the Chandeleur Islands, and Timbalier Is- 
land, Louisiana; and Padre Island, Texas. Some can 
be reached by auto via boat or bridge; many can be 
reached by outboard; others require bigger boats, or 
planes. The barrier reef that captured my fancy years 
ago, and still holds it, is Chandeleur. 

One day last fall the weather map showed a weak 
cold front headed our way, backed up by a massive high 
that promised clear, cool days. It sounded ideal for the 
Chandeleurs, so I called Buck Davis in New Orleans. 
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“Tt’s all set,” he said. “I figured you’d be calling when 
this weather picture showed up.” 

“Be sure to bring Betty,” I needled. “I want some 
action pictures on this trip, so we'll need somebody to 
catch fish.” 

He took the insult in stride, “You come down Tuesday 
and we'll fish Wednesday. Let me worry about the 
details.” 

Preston E, (Buck) Davis probably knows the 35-mile 
chain of the Chandeleur Islands better than you know 
your own back yard. Owner of a flying service, he 
pioneered the practice of commuting to and from these 
offshore islands by plane to fish. Now it’s a booming 
business. 

“That strip of sand and shell,” the Oklahoma-born 
flyer once told me as we looked down at the Chandeleurs 
from 3,000 feet, “is what brought me to New Orleans 
20 years ago and has kept me here since.” 





For years Buck made a business of hauling fishermen. 
He figures he’s made the trip out to the Chandeleurs 
and back 100 times a year for the past 20 years. On 
100 consecutive trips, he’s caught fish 97 times. He 
doesn’t count it as catching fish unless he brings back 
at least 50 pounds. 

When I drove up to Buck’s hangar at the New Orleans 
Airport, Buck was supervising the loading of'a plane, 
and Mrs, Davis—Betty—was just leaving to pick up 
sandwiches for lunch. 

“Roy Shafer’s going with us—Better fill both tanks— 
Hurry back with those sandwiches; we’re about ready.” 
Buck favored me with the first sentence; directed the 
next to the mechanic with the gasoline hose, and fired 
the third in Betty’s direction. 

Thirty minutes later we circled over Lake Pontchar- 
train and settled down on a 120° course. A straight line 
to the nearest point on the Chandeleurs is only about 
90 miles from the airport, but for most of the distance 
the broken Louisiana marshland permits a flyer to stay 
within coasting distance of “dry” land by following a 
longer, zigzag course. 


e always figure on the engine quitting,” Buck ex- 

plained to Roy Shafer, who was making his first 
trip out, “though it actually happens only once in five 
years on average. If you can glide to the marsh when 
she quits, you’re usually O.K. The plane flips over on 
its back in the tall grass. We lose the plane but you 
seldom get hurt—no way to get the plane out.” 

Davis, who has 18,000 flying hours to his credit, is 
one of the most careful pilots I’ve ever flown with. He 
says that’s the only way he’ll reach 20,000. For land 
planes, the anxious stretch in the trip to the Chande- 
leurs is crossing Chandeleur Sound, which is 22 miles 
wide. We had gliding altitude, 5,000 feet, when we 
started across. Even so, Buck breathed a sigh of relief 
when we sighted Freemason Island below. “Got it made 
now,” he said. 

We were at 350 feet when we came in over the Chan- 
deleurs. This is the height Buck normally flies when 
looking for fish. He’s used to seeing them at this height 
and can idéntify them. 

The islands vary from 100 yards to a quarter of a 
mile in width. The chain’s 35-mile length is broken by 
several “cuts,” which break it up into a series of islands. 
On the Gulf side the shoreline is fairly regular, with a 
narrow beach of sand and shell. On the Sound side the 
islands are marshlike and dotted with hundreds of 
coves, bays, and inlets. Buck’s favorite fishing spots 
are the cuts, and he headed north toward one of these. 

We did a 360° turn over the one he had in mind. 
“There are two reds and some sea trout,’’ he reported, 
keeping the plane in a tight circle. 

“How big?” queried Betty. 

“About four pounds—but we'll try them.” 

Buck took the plane back down the beach half a 
mile, turned, and brought it in on the sand and shell 
two feet from the water’s edge. We made contact 
smoothly, veered around a log, and taxied on up to 
the cut. 

Buck rigged Roy Shafer’s tackle and pointed him in 
the right direction. ‘The reds are across the cut,” he 
said, indicating the spot where he’d seen the channel 
bass. “You might reach them, but I doubt it. Should 
get some trout, though.” 

Betty spilled the contents of her tackle-box purse 
on the tail of the plane, and began to wind adhesive 
tape around her left thumb. “Those reds took all the 
skin off my thumb the last time out,” she said. 

Roy, an accountant for the state wildlife department, 
had two trout on the sand before Betty and Buck began 
fishing. They weren’t long catching up, however. Both 
expert fishermen, they make the long cast that covers

Lively pompano hooked by Roy fouled his line with Betty’s 
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a lot of water, and know how to give the lure the action 
fish like. Both use six-foot casting rods, light reels, and 
No. 12 nylon line. For this type of fishing they’ve settled 
on one lure—a nickel spoon with a yellow bucktail. 

Fishing side by side, Betty and Buck made a decided 
contrast in appearance. Buck is about 5 feet 9 inches, 
fortyish, heavy-set, and casts from the port side. Betty 
is younger, better looking, with a much better figure, 
and casts right-handed. Competition between the two is 
keen, but Buck enjoys it when Betty catches the most 
or the biggest. Buck, however, is still tops in this feud 
with his 33-pound redfish. Betty’s best is a 23-pounder. 
Both fish were taken on the same rigs, hére on the 
Chandeleurs. 3 

Now Buck picked up his hefty stringer of fish and 
started toward the plane. “Five casts without a strike 
means it’s time to move,” he explained. “Besides, there’s 
some muddy water drifting into this cut.” 

We loaded a couple dozen good trout into the plane 
and took off. Buck headed north along the islands again, 
looking for fish. They were everywhere, but not in con- 
centrations. There’s an art to spotting fish from the air. 
I can see them but can’t identify them. What looks like 
a school of sea trout to me often becomes a school of 
mullet when Buck takes a look. Sharks, tarpon, redfish, 
trout, mullet, and manta rays were scattered along the 
shoreline. We landed at another cut and caught more 
trout. 

At the north end of the Chandeleurs things picked up. 
From the air we could see trout, reds, and a school of 
Spanish mackerel lying just off the tip. On the beach, 
Roy again hit them first, but it was a two-pound bluefish 
he skidded up on the sand. His next cast to the same 
spot met with a smashing strike, and the line began 
to melt from his reel as a heavy fish moved for deeper 
water. 

“I can’t stop him,” Roy yelled. (continued on page 78)

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“Put the pressure on and break him off,’ Buck 
shouted. “You’ve got a shark or tarpon.” 

Roy applied the pressure. The fish surprised us by 
throwing the spoon as he came to the top in a cascade 
of white spray 100 yards out. It was a tarpon. 

“Hope they don’t move in,” Betty said, sailing her 
lure out. “They take too many spoons.” 

In the next half hour Roy, Buck, and Betty caught 
bluefish, weakfish, pompano, and ladyfish, while I took 
pictures and cast longing glances at the rod leaning 
against the plane. 

Buck wasn’t satisfied. ‘““Let’s get away from this trash 
fishing. We’ve got another hour before we have to start 
back. Maybe we can find some reds.” 

Trash fishing? We had caught spotted weakfish, the 
backbone of Southern salt-water fishing; bluefish, a 
jarring, no-holds-barred fighter that never quits; lady- 
fish, a jumping, twisting, whirling dervish—a miniature 
tarpon. And pompano, an epicurean delight. Trash fish- 
ing, indeed. 

But Buck is a redfish man, and so we took off once 
more, flying south along the islands, searching both 
sides. The picture was the same all along the 35 miles— 
lots of fish but all scattered. Eight redfish were the most 
we saw in one school. At the Sound end came the reckon- 
ing. 

“There’s a few fish below,’”’ Buck said. “We can try 
them here, or run over to Gosher Island. If we miss 
them on Gosher we've had it, because there won’t be 
time to come back here.” 

“Gosher sounds good to me,” Betty spoke up. 

With that Buck pointed the plane toward a small 
island lying seven miles off the southern end of the 
Chandeleurs. We circled its four-mile length once, find- 
ing the inshore bays filled with mullet but little else. 
We rounded the tip on the last circle, and Buck began 
to pull the plane up. 





“They’re not here,’ he said discon- 
solately. 

“Wait, there they are,” Betty fair- 
ly shouted. “Isn’t that a school of red- 
fish—just off the point—pretty far 
out ?” 

Buck looked again, confirmed the 
find, and lost no time getting us on the 
beach. 

“I don’t know whether we can reach 
them or not,” he warned as we un- 
loaded the rods. ‘We've got half an 
hour to try.” 

“All I want,” I came back, “‘is for you 
to get three reds on at one time—and 
then land them. I haven’t touched a 
rod all day, waiting for y’all to catch 
some fish.” 

My joking complaint went unheard, 
as Buck and Betty headed for the fish. 
Nobody connected for the first five 
minutes. Then Buck caught a couple 
of blues, and shook them off in the 
water—it was reds or nothing. 

Betty hooked a bass and lost him. 
Then another took her lure, and got off. 
Buck and Roy converged on the area 
where she was fishing. Then, in rapid- 
fire order, the three of them hooked 
fish. They were reds, and couldn't be 
hurried with the light tackle. The 
anglers slowly worked their way back 
toward the beach, 100 yards behind, 
and began to separate to keep their 
lines from tangling. 


fter 10 or 15 minutes, Betty and 
Buck finally slid their fish on the 
beach at widely separated points. Roy 
was having more _ trouble. Betty 
skidded hers along the wet sand down 
to where Buck was, and waited im- 
patiently as he cut the hook out. 

I ripped off a couple of rolls of film 
and could stand it no longer. Into the 
plane went the cameras and out came 
my 614-foot, light-action rod. 

“Tll be loading the plane,’ Buck 
called. “‘You’ve got time to catch just 
one.” 

That one came hard. I couldn’t get a 
strike. Betty and Roy came back and 
immediately tied into two more good 
fish. They had those almost to the 
beach when mine hit. I started work- 
ing him in, and a thrill came with 
every foot of line. There’s nothing like 
it. You and the balmy surf, a big fish 
and a light outfit. When I finally 
reached down for the 10-pounder, the 
plane was loaded and I had an audi- 
ence of three. 

“Mine’s the biggest,’’ Betty danced a 
little jig when she saw that my fish 
wouldn’t make the grade. She'd al- 
ready checked her first red against the 
others, and the 15-pounder would in- 
deed be tops for this outing. 

The plane was sluggish getting off 
the beach, and 1,500 feet was the high- 
est we could get going back. The six 
fish taken at Gosher, averaging more 
than 10 pounds each, had added critical 
weight to an already sizable load. 

“We'll make the airport just at 
dark,”’ Buck predicted. ‘‘Hate to leave 
a school of fish like that—more than 
100 in that bunch—but you have to do 
it. There’s no room for more fish, and 
I don’t like to fly over this marsh after 
dark. (continued on page 151) 
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How To Fish Wet Flies 


THINK wet flies are being sadly 
I neglected these days. Most begin- 

ning anglers are attracted by the 
easy effectiveness of spinning or the 
glamour of dry-fly casting. Wet-fly 
fishing has been left in a middle state 
of disregard. 

That is unfortunate, because sunken- 
fly fishing is often the most successful 
strategy of all. The lack of recruits is 
also puzzling, for any average pupil 
can learn to do a good job with wet 
flies. 

Simply stated, wet-fly fishing is just 
a matter of offering the fish combina- 
tions of feathers, hair, or other such 
materials that are arranged on the hook 
so they look like something good to 
eat—or perhaps resemble something 
the fish would strike out of anger or 
curiosity. Unlike “dry” flies, which are 
designed and handled to ride the sur- 
face like floating insects, ‘“wet” flies 
are fished underwater. You sink wets 
down where the fish are, which may be 
a few inches under or right on the 
bottom. Except that the offering is a 
fake rather than real fish food, the 
approach of the wet-fly fisherman is 
about as basic as that of a boy dunking 
a worm in a trout hole. In fact, a 10- 
ft. cane pole with a few feet of line 
tied to the end is a dandy outfit for a 
certain kind of wet-fly fishing. More 
about that later. 

I have many times used wet flies to 
catch trout in pools where I never had 
much success with dry flies, spinning 
lures, or natural baits. One Eastern 
trout stream I fished often had such 
a pool—a long run of water with a 
swampy cow pasture on one bank and 
heavy brush along the other. There 
were plenty of trout in this run. I 
could see them. Catching them was 
something else. A dry fly presented 
just right would take a fish now and 
then. Sometimes worms got a few. 
Spinning lures tossed into the rather 


Foxhole air pillows are among the 
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shallow water seemed to frighten the 
fish, and didn’t pay off at all. It was 
a troublesome, intriguing pool. 

Most of my fishing at this meadow 
run took place at a time when I had 
become rather neglectful of wet-fly 
fishing. Spinning tackle was a new 
thing then, and I was testing it. I al- 
ways spend a lot of time experimenting 
with dry flies. Wet flies? I had used 
them off and on for years, but some- 
how I hadn’t yet given them a thor- 
ough test on this problem pool. 

I ordinarily use two wet flies at a 
time, one on the end of the leader, the 
other on a short dropper leader tied 
in a couple of feet above the end fly. 
My two flies for the first meadow-pool 
tests were a No. 12 Blue Quill as an 
end fly and a No. 14 Ginger Quill on 
the dropper. I’d previously tested both 
these patterns on trout streams from 
coast to coast. They’re consistent trout- 
takers. Though neither one is a par- 
ticularly close copy of any existing 
insect, both appeal to trout. 

I began fishing at the upper end of 
the pool, making a number of flip casts 
upstream into a hole that often pro- 
duced when I fished with worms. I 
persisted in this until the flies got wet 
enough to sink readily, but not a hit 
did I get. 

Then I made a 15-ft. cast down- 
stream, dropping the flies at the edge 
of the brushy right bank. As they 
went under I released a foot or so of 
slack line to let them get deeper. When 
the line got almost taut I gave the flies 
a twitch and then released about six 
inches more of line. Just as the cur- 
rent took up this extra slack I felt a 
tug and hooked a trout. Then another 
trout took the second fly (I don’t 
know whether the end fly or the drop- 
per was taken first) and I had the 
pleasure of getting a double from 
water that had been treating me most 
shabbily in the past.

I tried the same technique in the 
same patch of water a couple of more 
times, but got no action. Then I 
lengthened the cast about five feet to 
reach new water. This time I didn’t 
need to release the second bit of slack 
line, because I got a hard strike just 
when I started to do this. Soon after, 
I landed the best fish I’d ever taken 
from this stream. 

Then I lengthened my cast another 
five or six feet—and took a fish the 
instant the tail fly touched the water. 
I tried this cast a second time. No 
response came at once, but on releas- 
ing some slack and then giving the 
flies some action I took another good 
trout. 

After that I didn’t get another re- 
sponse from lengthening casts until I 
reached the deep hole at the bend. 
Here I released extra slack the instant 
the cast was completed, then waited a 
few seconds watching the leader where 
it entered the water. When it had 
straightened out with nothing happen- 
ing, I retrieved a foot or two and re- 
leased still more slack. As the fly sank 
deeper I saw the leader give a jerk. 
I struck back and had another nice 
trout. I tried this again and took a 
second trout out from under the 
bushes. 

That seemed to end all action. I 
started all over again from the head 
of the pool, but never got another 
strike throughout the entire stretch. 
I was quite happy about the results, 
however. I’d never taken seven trout 
on anything else from this piece of 
water, not even when fishing under 
ideal conditions with worms. 

From then on I could always use wet 
flies to take at least three trout from 
that long run. I found that casting 
upstream from the lower end, letting 
the wet flies drift and sink with the 
current, got more strikes than down- 
stream drift. But fewer trout were 


for the stillhunter, a boat seat, or 


steady rest for a rifle. They cost less 
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actually hooked on upstream casts, 
because it was difficult to control the 
slack caused by the drift, which often 
made my striking reaction just a bit 
late. 

No matter how many times I tried, I 
could never get any more fish from 
this stretch for many hours after I'd 
covered it once. For instance, if [ 
fished it in the morning, I couldn’t do 
anything there again until late after- 
noon. The pool needed at least six 
hours rest between fishing times. The 
time of day didn’t seem to matter. I 
had good fishing there at daybreak, 
at noon, and at varied hours in be- 
tween until sunset. 

Often you will fish fast-water streams 
having boulder-strewn stretches that 
form many small pocket holes in which 
trout lie. These places may be fished 
with natural bait, often with great 
success, but on the whole I prefer a 
cast of rather large wet flies for such 
streams.

closer call than when I thought ‘la fiesta brava’ was easy!” you into difficulties and wal rarely 
bring you any worthwhile results. 


Since the water is fast and broken, 
you can get close to these pocket trout 
without scaring them. I like to fish 
the pockets with a cast of three wet 
flies.. For the end fly I like a rather 
large and meaty looking job, say a No. 
6 Montreal. A minnowlike fly such as 
a Wickham’s Fancy or a Silver Doc- 
tor is also a good end fly. This end 
fly should be tied on a heavy wire 
hook, so it will sink readily. 

For the middle dropper I like a size 
10 or 12, using one of the following 
patterns according to the stream being 
fished and my thoughts and whims at 
the time: Gold-Rib Hare’s Ear, Lead- 
wing Coachman, Blue Dun or Blue 
Quill, Quill Gordon, Cahill, Light Ca- 
hill, Ginger Quill, March Brown, and 
either Royal Coachman or Coachman. 

The flies just mentioned are all ac- 
| ceptable for the top dropper also, but 
| here I usually use one of the Coachman 
patterns because a gaudy Coachman is 
more visible to me, thus aiding me in 
fishing the cast properly. Without some 
guide of this sort you may lose track 
of your sunken flies, letting them drift 
into a snag or missing strikes because 
you don’t see the line twitch. 

The feeding range of a trout in a 
pocket hole is very small. Trout often 
locate close to a boulder, either in the 
bulge of water above it, on each side, 
or in the actual hole below the rock. 
If you can get into position directly 
across the stream from such a boulder 
and not more than 20 feet away, you 
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can direct the cast so that the tail fly 
drops several feet upstream from the 
rock. As the cast drops into the water 
be prepared for a take. If there’s a 
willing fish above the rock, the action 


| will be quick, and it takes a quick re- 
| sponse to set the hook. 


If the fly gets past this first spot 
without being taken, let it drift close 
to the side of the boulder and then 
wash into the small eddy hole behind 
it. Often a trout takes as the flies 
drift along the side or swing into the 





eddy hole. Strike back instantly at 
any twitch of the leader or a visible 
fly. There are lots of strikes that you 
won’t feel on a drifting, somewhat 
slack line. 

The side of the stream you fish from 
may be very important. That is, casts 
made from one side may produce much 
better than casts from the other shore. 
I remember vividly a stretch in a tur- 
bulent Wyoming stream where choos- 
ing the right approach was a must. 
There were dozens of good-looking 
boulder pocket holes to cast to from 
the smooth and level side of the stream, 
but I couldn’t get any fish from them. 
I took a fish now and then, but never 
made a good showing. 

It was a tough job to reach the 
other shore of this deep river. I had 
to walk about half a mile upstream 
to reach a place that could be waded, 
and the other side was rough and steep 
all the way down to the fishing terri- 
tory and all through it. But the effort 
paid off. Each pocket yielded from 
one to three scrappy rainbows, none 
under two pounds and some of them 
over three pounds. Of course I didn’t 
land them all, because I couldn’t fol- 
low them. I fell in several times be- 
cause of the footing, and the casting 
was tough because of the background. 
But by the end of the day I had hooked, 
landed, and released 14 nice fish and 
kept four—18 trout landed and none 
under 1% lb. The four trout I carried 
to camp weighed 14 pounds. 

All these fish were taken on a cast 
that had a size 10 Royal Coachman 
as the tail fly and. a size 12 Gray 
Hackle with a yellow body for the 
dropper. The Royal. took about 60 per- 
cent of the trout caught, but this might 
have been reversed if the end fly had 
been a Gray Hackle and the dropper a 
Royal Coachman. 

Lest you get the idea that this was 
the complete answer to catching the 
fish in this water, let me add that on 
other trips to this stream wet flies 
didn’t do too well; dry flies did, and 
from the easy-fishing side of the stream. 
But having a knowledge of wet-fly 
fishing was responsible for that one 
wonderful day—and successful fishing 
is a matter of solving your problems a 
day at a time. Conditions can change 
quickly. 
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I took a couple of trout this way. 
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bring the flies back fast and with 
jerks?” So I cast up and across, let- 
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ting the flies get under a bit, and then 
hauled them back fast and jerkily. 
This way I took trout consistently 
from all angles. 

Another time, while having no luck 
at all in fast water with anything, in- 
cluding wet flies, I made a cast with 
wet flies. Then, just as the flies settled 
on the water, I began to sneeze. What- 
ever had irritated my nose caused me 
to sneeze about five times in rapid 
order. Meanwhile the flies just did 
what they wanted to. On recovering 
from the sneezing fit, I saw that the 
flies were deep in the current near the 
opposite shore. I started stripping 
them in fast. At the third strip I 
hooked a brown trout that weighed 
just over two pounds. 

I knew that the reason for the suc- 
cess was the way the flies had acted 
in the water while I was sneezing. So 
I tried to duplicate that action. The 
flies needed time to sink deeper than 
I had been working them before the 
sneezing fit. Then they needed to be 
retrieved rapidly with long jerks. That 
action caught fish the rest of the day. 


hrough the years I’ve had many suc- 

cesses that came from such acci- 
dental happenings, including stumbling, 
making a bad cast, getting hung and 
pulling loose, coughing, and falling. 

In ponds and other still waters, giv- 
ing some movement to wet flies is good 
practice and in most cases necessary. 
Sometimes it’s best to start the re- 
trieve with fast jerks the moment the 
cast has been completed. When this 
near-surface fishing doesn’t produce, 
the flies should be allowed to sink, 
often right to the bottom, before start- 
ing the retrieve. You are likely to get 
a strike while the flies are sinking, tgo, 
so be constantly alert for it. It will 
usually be indicated by a movement of 
the line or leader at the place it enters 
the water. 

At the beginning of this piece I men- 
tioned cane poles and promised to tell 
of an experience I had wet-fly fishing 
with them. It happened years ago at 
an Eastern brook of ordinary size. In 
this stream there are several long and 
shallow meadow stretches, all difficult 
to fish except when the water is high 
and discolored. One run in particular 
intrigued me, because it contained a 
lot of trout, including a fair number 
weighing nearly two pounds. 

The difficulty in fishing this place 
with a regular fiy rod was that I 
couldn’t get closer to the fish than 13 
feet without spooking them, and I had 
to crawl to get that close. This left 
a strip of boggy meadow between me 
and the stream. At that distance and 
position the water couldn’t be seen, so 
I’d cast far enough to be sure the fly 
got into the water and then wait for 
action. I’d have several feet of line 
draped over the bank, and the only 
way to detect a strike was by noticing 
a twitch of the line or by hearing a 
faint splash in the stream. 

I took a few trout fishing this way, 
but in order to land a good one I had 
to get to my feet in sight of the other 
fish, which ruined all chances of tak- 
ing another fish for considerable time 





after. I often had my line or leader 
snagged on the edge of the bank or 
on rank grass. This often happened 
when I missed a strike or tried to 
retrieve a cast that had been ignored. 
My eight-foot rod was just too short. 

One day, while complaining to my- 
self about snagging a fly at this 
meadow pool, I muttered, “Here's 
where a long cane pole would be help- 
ful. Then I could stay back far enough 
not to scare the fish and still reach 
the water without having any line or 
leader lying on the meadow.” 

Well, I found an old gentlemen liv- 
ing near this stream who had such a 
pole, a 15-footer. It was long enough 
to drop a fly directly into the water 
with room to spare and with no cast- 
ing necessary. I tied a short piece of 
line to this pole and to that tied a 
6-ft. leader tapered to 1X. The total 
length of line and leader was about 10 
ft. For a fly I used a No. 10 Alder, a 
wet-fly pattern I’ve often found good. 

I experimented with this outfit 
enough to get the feel and then crawled 
into fishing position. I eased the tip 
of the long pole out over the water and 
lowered the fly slowly until the fly and 
some leader seemed to be in the water. 
Then I gave the rod a slight switch to 
flip the fly downstream. 

After that I waited for perhaps 15 
seconds and then started to jerk the 
fly. Before the first jerk was com- 
pleted I connected with a trout about 
11 inches long. I played the fish a 
moment and then flipped it out on the 
bank without moving from my crouch. 


I got five more trout this way, none 


less than 11 inches long. Then I 
hooked one that was too heavy to flip 
out. I had to get to my feet and fol- 
low this trout to have any chance of 
landing him, and I was two bends 
downstream before I finally got him up 
on a small beath. This bank-running 
tussle spooked all the remaining fish. 

In the weeks that followed I often 
borrowed that long cane pole and made 
good catches with it. There was no 
better rig for that stretch of stream. 

The gentleman who loaned me the 
pole died the next year and his pos- 
sessions, including the cane pole, were 
scattered. I guess it was false pride 
that kept me from buying and hauling 
on my car a cane pole of my own. I 
did a bit of experimenting with long 
poles that were jointed, but I never 
got the right combination. They were 
easy to handle in a car, and they 
looked a good deal more professional 
than a one-piece cane, but those with 
the necessary strong joints were too 
heavy and had poor action. 

If I’ve talked you into trying the 
sport of wet-fly fishing, that long rod 
is one of the things you might work 
on some time. The routine tackle 
should be mastered first, of course, but 
there are a lot of wary, angler-shy 
trout across the country that could be 
fooled by a careful approach with a 
15-ft. rod. It would add to our sport 
if some craftsman could use the strong, 
light materials now available to work 
up a wet-fly rod of cane-pole length.— 
Ray Bergman.

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Weighted Wet Flies 


Question: Is it advisable to weight wet flies 
either by applying BB shot or weighted 
bodies?—Stuart Duffield, N. Y. 


Answer: In my opinion, specially weighted 
bodies in wet flies or nymphs makes their ac- 
tion rather lifeless. A heavy wire hook is all 
that’s necessary. If you must get deeper, you'll 
get better action if you put some weight about 
6 to 12 in. above the fly. It might be well to 
remember that when you fish an unweighted 
lure, fish it upstream. It will sink all right if 
you cast it far enough above the spot where 
the fish are.—R.B. 


Crawfish—Soft and Hard 


Is there any quick way that I can 
crawfish soft?—Paul E. 


Question: 
make hard-shelled 
Stepp, Pa. 


Answer: None that I know of—if you want 
to keep the crawfish alive. But the hardening 
of soft shells on crawfish may be retarded by 
keeping the crustaceans in very cool tempera- 
tures—just a few degrees above freezing.—R.B. 


Splice Fly Line to Backing 


Question: What's the best way to attach a 
tapered fly line to the backing on a reel? Is 
there a knot I can use that would go through 
the guides smoothly?—Frederick C. Krause, 
Kans. 


Answer: The best way to do this is to splice 
the two together. Fray the ends of both the 
fly line and backing, overlap them, and wind 
tight with sewing silk. Then cover with var- 
nish and let dry. 

I don’t know of a knot that could be used 
for this that would run through guides smooth- 
ly.—R.B. 


Don’t Ruin It 


Question: We have a 36-acre pond stocked 
with bass, crappies, bluegills, and perch. The 
suggestion has been made to stock some pike 
and muskies in it. Do you think that could be 
done without ruining the good sport we have 
now with the other fish?—R. L. Billingsley, 
W. Va. 


Answer: Personally I wouldn’t stock pike 
or muskies in the pond. The assortment of fish 
you have in there now is good, and I see no 
reason to upset the balance. Besides, muskies 
don’t do well except in large bodies of water, 
and pike would raise havoc with the smaller 
fish. Both are good fish in their proper places, 
but I wouldn’t consider your lake to be one of 
them.—R.B. 


Late-S pawning Bass 


Question: I’ve been wondering why the bass 
season opens.so late in Mass. Is it because the 
fish spawn late?—Robert R. Demers, Mass. 


Answer: Yes. The reason for the late sea- 
son is because the bass start spawning late in 
the spring and don’t usually finish until early 
summer. I’d approximate the bass spawning 
in Mass. from about mid-May until mid-June. 


Spinning With Flies 


Question: Is there any way of casting a fly 
with a spinning outfit without having to use a 
weighted float?—Jerry Bohumolski, Ohio. 


Answer: No. The only way you can cast a 
fly with a spinning rod is to add the necessary 
weight to it—either in front or in back of the 
fly. This can be a weighted float or a sinker. 
—R.B.

After our fling at crappie fishing, 
Hal decided he’d prowl the rocky shore- 
line and hunt largemouths by watch- 
ing for the telltale signs c a milling 
school of shad. 

“Ought to be using a fly,” he said 
thoughtfully, “and it ought to be a big 
one with enough weight to cast far and 
fast.” Pawing through his big tackle 
box, he came up with an odd mon- 
strosity given him by old Doc Childs, 
a Havasu specialist we’d met here 
years before. We called the fly Childs 
Homicide. It consisted of a buckshot 
with painted eyes clamped on the head 
of a big 2/0 hook, a white-chenille 
body, and variegated feathers for a 
tail. 

I followed Hal with my camera as 
he rounded a rocky point and saw the 
frantic splashing of little shad. He 
cast quickly across roiled water with a 
delicate flip of the rod and sure thumb- 
ing to control the light lure without 
backlash. As he started a fast retrieve, 
a big bass made a smashing strike, 
coming out in a shower of spray. We 
had quite a time netting it among the 
rocks. Others were lost, but two more 
came to net, were filleted, and taken 
home. 

Later we found those big flies also 
worked perfectly on a light spinning 
rod. No feeding bass was safe inside 
a 70-foot cast with that free-running 
little coffee-grinder. The Homicide also 
paid off in deep water, where the bass 
were probably making their spawning 
beds. The fly can be sunk immediately, 
and when brought up in short, sharp 
jerks, it’s irresistible. 

Any passable fly tyer can make the 
Homicide in a few minutes, and we're 
sure that Doc Childs, wherever he may 
be working his lures now, won’t mind. 

Next day we had to pack our gear 
and head for home. We'd come to 
Havasu without much hope for success, 
but we left singing the praises of this 
great reservoir that had been restored 
to its place as a sportman’s dream. 
Here is year-round fishing, where week- 
enders and vacationists may camp in 
comfort on grounds which stretch all 
along the river far below Havasu’s 
Parker Dam and up along the lake to 
the swift, smooth-flowing river above. 
Modern cabin accommodations and 
house-trailer sites are also available. 

There’s rich color in every desert 
sunset and the never-ending charm of 
multicolored mountain peaks. that 
stretch in every direction. And on 
winding Lake Havasu there’s 150 miles 
of shoreline to lure you on in your 
outboard while you try new water for 
those raiding bass. THE END

some of them can’t distinguish be- 
tween the red of a coat and the green 
of a tree. 

Sloan and Lahr were concerned 
about the millions of hunters who 
were relying for protection on red, a 
color that the tests indicated was 
among the least likely to give it. But 
these tests had been conducted under 
laboratory conditions. What would 
happen, Sloan and Lahr wondered, if 
they made another series of tests 
outdoors and under hunting condi- 
tions? The results might prove very 
different. 

They enlisted the support of the

National Rifle Association, the game 
departments of the three Pacific 
Coast states, and the California Op- 
tometric Association. Under the joint 
sponsorship of those organizations, 
and with the cooperation of the U. S. 
Army, preliminary tests were con- 
ducted in July, 1956, at Fort Ord, 
near Salinas, on terrain closely re- 
sembling typical California coastal 
deer country. 

These preliminary field tests con- 
firmed the results of the laboratory 
tests. Yellow was seen most often 
and most quickly. It was spotted four 
times faster than red, even by men 
with normal color perception. 

After the results of these Fort Ord 
preliminary tests were mentally di- 
gested, it was decided to conduct fur- 
ther research, with some shift of em- 
phasis from color-blind men toward 
those with normal color vision. Again 
the army cooperated, and the second 
field test was conducted at Fort 
Lewis, Washington, in December, 
1956. Tom Herbert, one of the writ- 
ers of this article, took part in this 
and subsequent tests. He also cov- 
ered them as a press observer. The 
following reports on them are his.

At the invitation of Dr. Arthur C. 
Heinsen Jr., president of the Califor- 
nia Optometric Association, I joined 
Operation Rainbow, as the tests were 
called, at Fort Lewis the day before 
Phase Two—-the second field test— 
was to start. That evening I was 
briefed on it by Sloan, Lahr, Heinsen, 
and Dr. Harold Anderson, safety 
chairman of the Optometric Associa- 
tion. These four men had worked to- 
gether since the start of the field-test 
idea. 


ew persons of either sex are total- 

ly blind to all colors,” Dr. An- 
derson told me, “but about eight per- 
cent of men are either totally blind to 
red or can’t distinguish between most 
shades in the red-green field. But 
only one man in 350,000 is unable to 
identify blue, and those who can’t 
identify yellow are even greater rari- 
ties.” 

To show me how colors look to 
those who are color-blind, Tod Sloan 
leafed through a book illustrating 
the results of an astronomical num- 
ber of U.S. Bureau of Standards 
tests in which people had tried to 
match colored yarns to color patches.

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Many color-blind people had picked a 
black patch as the match for a red 
yarn, 

“Unless you realize that you’re col- 
or-blind,’ Lahr said, “that inability 
to distinguish between red and black 
makes you a dangerous guy on a deer 
hunt. Lots of things in nature, in- 
cluding the hide of a buck, look black 
in the shadows of woods and brush.” 

I wanted to know what all this had 
to do with the more than 90 percent 
of hunters who are blessed with nor- 
mal color vision. 

“When light conditions are poor,” 

Doc Heinsen answered, “red looks 
darker than it is, even to the fellow 
with normal color vision, and is like- 
ly to get lost in the shadows. It’s a 
terrible color for visibility in hunting 
country—no matter how pretty it 
is. 
The Phase Two tests were carefully 
planned to measure how well basic 
colors are seen under varying light 
conditions in the hunting season in 
typical Northwestern big-game coun- 
try. So the tests were run along trails 
in the rugged, heavily timbered area 
used for forest-survival training at 
Fort Lewis. 

Three tests were scheduled for 
each of three days at dawn, midday 
and dusk. The Operation Rainbow 
brass hoped for a mixture of weath- 
er, and got it. The first day started 
with fog that turned to rain, The 
second day it snowed. The third day 
we had bright sunshine. 


hat the “hunters” were looking 

for were irregularly shaped 
panels, roughly two feet square. 
Each panel was covered with fabric 
dyed with the most visible shade of 
red, green, yellow, orange, or blue; 
there also was a checkered plaid 
composed of squares of all those col- 
ors. Fluorescent dye was used on 
some of the fabrics to determine if 
it is more visible than the dyes ordi- 
narily used on hunting clothes. 

The guys who had the job of locat- 
ing and identifying the panels were 
two 10-man teams of soldiers of the 
38th Infantry. Most were hunters. 
One team had men with normal color 
vision; the other had men afflicted 
with varying degrees of color-blind- 
ness. (The army alone of the armed 
services accepts recruits who have 
color-vision deficiencies.) The sol- 
diers were scored by representatives 
of the organizations and state agen- 
cies sponsoring the tests. 

We met in predawn darkness at 
the field kitchen the army had set up 
to serve as our test-area headquar-

ters. A cold fog rolled in, wet and 
low, off the Pacific while Dr. Heinsen 
gave us a last-minute briefing. Then 
we stumbled along a foggy trail to 
the starting line as the day dawned. 

I had arranged to work with both 
normal-vision and color-vision-defi- 
cient teams. My colorvision is normal; 
my distance vision is fairly good, but 
I wear glasses. They fogged up be- 
fore the first test and I put them in 
my pocket, which is where a lot of 
hunters wear their glasses while in 
the field. 

First on the schedule was a “time”’ 
test. Its object was to find out the 
average time it took to spot each col- 
or against the mostly-green back- 
ground of early winter forest. Each 
man had a stop watch. 

The teams stood on a line with 
their backs to the test area. One 
panel at a time was displayed 50 
yards away. On command, the men 
about-faced and_ started their 
watches. As each man spotted the 
panel, he stopped his watch. The 
scorer noted his time. After all the 
panels had been shown at 50 yards, 
the test was tried at 100 yards—then 
at 150 and 200 yards. 

The second problem was to test 
“precedence”—the order in which 
colors are seen and identified. Panels 
were displayed in groups of four, and 
at the same distances as in the time 
test. Each man called out the colors 
as he identified them, and his scorer 
noted them. Drifting fog and scanty 
light made it tough to see some of 
the colors at even 50 yards. At 100 
yards I put my glasses on. At 150 
yards I clicked promptly on only yel- 


low and orange. I had to work hard 
to pick up green, and messed up on 
red, blue, and plaid. All the fluo- 
rescent panels looked muddy to me, 
and I gave up on them at 100 yards. 

Members of the normal-vision team 
didn’t do much better than I did, es- 
pecially at the longer distances, The 
color-vision-deficient boys’ really 
fouled up. They had trouble with red 
at even 50 yards; at 150 and 200 
yards, most of them were able to 
identify only yellow. Both teams 
gave up early on the fluorescents, 
which were getting very little light 
through the fog. 


ast of the three tests was the 

“Easter-egg hunt.” Dr. Heinsen 
got the idea and name for it from his 
two youngsters. In their own egg 
hunt, the kids had found all the yel- 
low eggs quickly, but had trouble 
finding red ones. 

For this test, the colored panels 
were placed in brush about 25 yards 
from a deer trail. The trail was di- 
vided into sections, some sections 
having one panel, some two, others 
none. Team members “stalked” the 
panels at normal hunting pace. This 
test was surprisingly difficult. I 
found all the solid-color panels ex- 
cept blue, couldn’t locate the plaid, 
and did badly on the fluorescents. 
One run was delayed because the 
men who'd put out the panels 
couldn’t find the plaid job. It took an 
all-hands search to locate it—not far 
from the trail and in plain sight. 

These three tests—time, prece- 
dence, and Easter egg—were run, 
under widely- (continued on page 141)

dous memberships of addicted trout 
men. In those days you came in by 
train, were dropped off along the 
tracks, and often transported to the 
clubs by a team of horses. The fishing 
was fabulous. There are many old 
photos showing strings of trout aver- 
aging three or four pounds. 

The Pere Marquette, counting its 
many branches, still has more than 
200 miles of clear, flowing waterways. 
Most of the water is about as hospita- 
able to trout as it ever was. The state 
conservation department maintains a 
hatchery and planting program that 
insures good populations of smaller | 
trout. Some of these legal-size plants | 
are missed and live to grow to tremen- 
dous size. Especially browns, hungry | 
browns. 

The Pere Marquette spills into Lake | 
Michigan at Ludington, making it a | 
natural for a run of steelheads- the | 
lunker rainbows that move up the rivers | 
every spring for spawning. All of these | 
facts combine to present excellent pos- 
sibilities for knowing fisherman to fill 
his cup to overflowing. The trout are 
there; the point, of course, is connect- 
ing with them. We had a good start. 

Kim’s nice brown went into the port- 
able ice chest under the middle seat 
and our boat drifted downstream into 
unbroken solitude. We were riding in| 
a craft designed for this kind of trout 
fishing. John built it to match the gen- 
eral pattern of commercial boats that 
guides developed during years of float 
fishing on this same river. The craft 
is flat-bottomed, so anglers can easily 
stand up or move about in it. It’s built 
long and wide to allow plenty of fishing 
room for two or more men. Each seat 
is boxed in to hold ice chests and equip- 
ment. Oarlocks are near the stern, 
placed so the oarsman can row while 
facing forward. Except for this partic- 
ular kind of slow drifting, such a boat 
would be an awkward craft to handle. 

We were on the lower stretch of the 
big branch, where the water is too deep 
to wade. Early spring is the best pro- 
ducer in these downstream reaches, 
and they pay off as long as the water 
remains cool. Bottoms here are laced 
with snags, logs, and other obstacles 
that turn every bait-fishing expedition 
into a nightmare of lost tackle. Stand- 
ard equipment for a day’s run includes 
at least half a dozen boxes of No. 7 
split shot, dozens of hooks, swivels, and 
plenty of night crawlers. The trout are 
down in those tangles. To catch them, 
that’s where you have to roll your bait. 

In early spring, bait is about the only 
thing that will consistently take these 
trout. Our bait-fishing procedure is 
basically standard, but with a few 
twists. We use small bait hooks (size 
6) and either four or six-pound-test 
monofilament line. That combination 
may seem a bit light for lunker trout 
and steelheads, however we have rea- 
sons for using it. The small hooks will 
usually bend enough to come loose 
when they get stuck in one of the 
countless logs and limbs. A small hook 
also sinks deep into a large night

crawler, where it is less visible to the 
fish and less likely to snag. Another 
of our stunts is to tie a swivel on the 
end of our main length of line and then 
add four feet of slightly weaker mono- 
filament. With the baited hook and 
split-shot sinkers on the weaker por- 
tion, we seldom lose a lot of line when 
a hopeless snag forces us to break 
loose. The short piece of light line will 
nearly always break first. 

That first fish of our opening-day 
float came quick, but it was two hours 
later before the second one hit. The 
chain anchor coasted us to a _ stop 
across from a deep hole where the cur- 
rent chewed into a steep cliff. Down 
toward the end of the run the water 
shallowed out and there were some 
sunken logs and rocks. 

“There’s gravel in there,’’ announced 
Kim from past experience. ‘Usually 
good for a fish or two.” 

I tossed my worm into the head of 
the run, watched it sink and drift to- 
ward the logs. It bumped and rolled 
along the gravel, then stopped abrupt- 
ly. I felt the tap-tap of a trout as he 
hit it, mouthed it, then let it go. The 
fish caught me by surprise, but I knew 
right away why he dropped it—not 
enough slack in the line. He felt the 
pressure. 

I reeled in, rebaited, and flipped the 
works back for a repeat performance. 
I was ready this time. With the first 
touch I peeled off a couple of yards of 
slack and waited. He gulped it and 
I hauled back. My monofilament 
twanged tight and the rod vibrated 
with a solid but small fish. He estab- 
lished himself immediately as a rain- 
bow with a series of exploding leaps. 
Then he zipped into the fast water 
where the pull of the rod and current 
soon took the steam out. John netted 
him and said, “Two hours, two fish. 
Fishing better get better or we'll be 
eating more steak than trout for lunch.” 


R* there are other attractions be- 
sides fish on these trips; like the 
scenery and the unknown around the 
next bend. The P.M. fights its way 
downstream through rolling hardwoods, 
cedar swamps, high banks, and feeder 
creeks. There’s solitude and the beauty 
of spring coming to life with new 
greens and wild flowers. We _ see 
grouse, wading deer, and untold num- 
bers of birds fresh from the South. 
Such things entertain you when the 
trout aren’t hitting. 

When a feeding spree starts, you 
fish hard and fast because it may last 
only minutes. For hours it may seem 
that there isn’t a trout in the river, 
then you suddenly start getting hits 
most anyplace. It can happen at any 
time during the day. 

We had no fast action all morning. 
At noon we pulled to shore for lunch. 
The rain had slowed to a slight drizzle 
and a level place beneath some pines 
made a cozy nook for cooking. We 
usually have some small steaks ready 
for outdoor charcoaling at noon. The 
steaks were aboard this time, too, but 
on the first trip of the season your 
mouth is always watering for some

1957, in spite of an expected crowd of 
10,000. Besides, the 425-mile round trip 
from my home in Seattle was expen- 
sive for one day’s fishing. 

I was there, but because of a howling 
storm that threatened to drown every- 
body, only 7,013 other anglers showed 
up. I started out in the gale shortly 
after daybreak on opening day, April 
14. My 914-foot clinker dinghy is built 
for rough weather, with high bow and 
stern and plenty of freeboard. Fortu- 
nately, the lake is too small for much 
of a wave to build up. So far as I 
know, only one boat swamped that 
morning. No one drowned. 

The rain cascaded down like a bat- 
tery of fire hoses. Even though I had a 
10-pound Navy anchor out on a 50-foot 
rope, the wind dragged my little boat 
slowly down the lake. I pulled a tarp 
over my head and sat there with just 
my hose and fishing rod poking out 
and caught bright, beautiful, wild rain- 
bow trout as fast as I could get a bait 
down to the bottom. The smallest was 
11 inches long. The biggest weighed 
three pounds. 

The dark, storm-swept water was 
cold, and every fish seemed to be on 
bottom. This is common in nearly all 
of our Washington lakes on opening 
day. Later in the season the water 
warms a little and some lakes offer fair 
fly fishing in early morning and late 
evening. Most anglers who want to 
catch fish use salmon eggs or worms 
and fish the bottom. 

For this kind of fishing I like to use 
a seven-foot glass spinning rod, very 
light and limber. I use four-pound-test 
monofilament line, a three-foot leader 
of 1144-pound-test nylon, one buckshot 
sinker, and a shankless No. 10 hook. A 
single salmon egg covers the entire 
hook. 

All I had to do was let the line run 
out until the sinker touched bottom, 
and take a couple of turns on the reel. 
By then I had a fish. A few were small 
silver salmon and I turned them loose. 

It didn’t take long to catch a limit: 
7% pounds plus one fish. But then I 
couldn’t row back up the lake against 
that wind. I had to beach the little 
boat, drag it to the highway, and walk 
back for my car, leaning into the wind. 
The game-department check showed 
that in spite of the storm, Blue Lake 
that day turned out 68,335 rainbows 
and silver salmon. 

Next day in Seattle I showed my 
catch to my old friend Glenn Galbreath 
who’s in the insurance business. Glenn 
reacted normally and we decided to 
make a trip as soon as we could find 
time for it. 

Five weeks later we were finally at 
a private campground at the south end 
of Blue Lake. There are a few cabins 
for rent and a number of boats, but not 
nearly enough for everyone on a week- 
end. Camping space and boat launch- 
ing are available for a fee. A small 
store carries supplies and ice, which 
you need to keep your fish. Farther up 
the lake there’s a game-department 
boat-launching site that’s free. Inci-

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dentally, there’s a fine paved highway 
to the lake. 

We had no problem with boats or 
cabins. We'd brought Glenn’s little 
pink punt tucked away inside my sta- 
tion wagon while the little dinghy rode 
on the roof. At night we simply un- 
rolled sleeping bags on air mattresses 
in the wagon. 

We woke up in the pale light of a 
beautiful dawn. Breakfast was soon 
cooked on the gasoline stove and we 
sat down to bacon, eggs, and coffee. 
We were downing the last of the coffee 
when—not 200 feet from our table—we 
saw something hard to believe. 

A fish jumped, then two or three fish, 
and all at once a multitude. They 
arched out of the water hundreds at a 
time, shining bright, ruffling the sur- 
face of a wide area with shifting, 
gleaming silver flashes. Neither of us 
had ever seen such a tremendous rise. 

These were young silver salmon, 
seven to eight inches long, feeding on 
a swarming hatch of green midges. 
Glenn and I shoved off in our small 
boats and rowed into them, making 
two paths through the shining hordes 
of leaping fish. 


here’s quite a story behind these sil- 

ver salmon of Blue Lake. Most an- 
glers believe that they’re kokanees. But 
the Blue Lake silvers are true silver 
salmon. Except for a twist of fate, 
they’d be swimming in the Pacific. 

What happened is this: the state 
fisheries department has hatcheries to 
raise salmon for rivers that lead to the 
sea. Nearly every year, however, there 
are more silver-salmon eggs than space 
in the hatchery. For a time the surplus 
eggs were used as fish food—until Cliff 
Millenbach heard about it. 

Cliff was superintendent of the state 
game-department fish hatcheries—a 
separate operation from the fisheries 
department—which ordinarily propa- 
gate only trout and kokanees. But Cliff 
went after the surplus silver-salmon 
eggs because he had room to hatch 
them and also had 500,000 anglers per- 
petually howling for more fish. 

Cliff didn’t know what would happen 
when silver salmon were released in 
lakes with no outlet to salt water, but 
he soon found out. The silvers were 
placed in a number of lakes in both 
western and eastern Washington in 
May when the fish were about 1% 
inches long. 

On opening day of the following year, 
checks were made to see how the silver 
salmon had survived. In most of the 
lakes they’d disappeared. But in Lake 
Goodwin, north of Seattle the silver sal- 
mon made a fair showing and in Blue 
Lake they were thriving. Feed and 
water in Blue Lake seemed to be just 
right. 

After that, Cliff put all the silver 
salmon he could get into Blue Lake— 
about 100,000 tiny fish each spring. In 
a year they were seven or eight inches 
long; in three years, 14 or 15 inches. 
None older than three years have been 
caught, and it’s believed that any fish 
that don’t get caught die in the winter 
of their third year.

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battlers of the Pacific-salmon tribe. 
Their repeated wild leaps when hooked 
| bring joy to fishermen. Even a silver 
salmon in alien fresh water will out- 
perform the average rainbow. So 
Glenn and I were eager to tie into a 
few of the three-year-olds. 

We anchored our little boats in about 
20 feet of water, in the area where I'd 
caught most of my fish on opening day. 
Glenn took a 14-inch rainbow on his 
first cast, but an hour later we still had 
only the one fish. By this time more 
boats were on the water, most of them 
anchored along the opposite shore. We 
rowed across—there was plenty of 
room, as not more than 100 anglers 
were on the lake—and discovered that 
they were fishing on bottom in 40 feet 
of water. Glenn had to do some rope 
tying to get enough line to anchor, but 
he managed. 

I soon discovered that this fishing 
| was a lot tougher than on opening day 
| when the trout had been bold and 
| greedy. I tried casting out and retriev- 

ing my single egg slowly along the 
bottom. No luck. 

Finally I felt a bare touch and pulled 
up my line. The salmon egg was gone. 
Next time I was ready. When a slight 
quiver came up the line from 40 feet 
below, I struck instantly. The rod 

| tipped down against a solid pull. Im- 
mediately, or so it seemed, a shining 
fish cleared the water in a frantic leap. 
It was a silver salmon of about 1% 
pounds. After jumping seven or eight 
times, it rolled frantically, 
itself in leader and line. 
cautiously and netted it with consider- 
able satisfaction. 

Fishing certainly wasn’t fast, but it 
| was good. Every once in a while we'd 
|} catch one. Some were rainbows and 
| some silver salmon, in contrast to open- 
| ing day when nearly all had been rain- 

bows.

If they’re rapidly placed in a 
live-net in the water after being un- 
hooked, they usually stay alive for sev- 
eral hours. It’s a good idea to go ashore 
before the fish die, kill and clean them, 
and put them on ice. A skillet of silvers 
fried to a crisp brown can make a 
wooden Indian’s mouth water. 

Before you fry your fish, though, you 
have to catch them; in the case of silver 
salmon that takes some doing, as 
everyone else on Blue Lake except the 
two lucky boys were finding out.

ently they’d been keeping track, be- 
cause finally they pulled in their live- 
net and dumped its silvery, flopping 
load into the bottom of their boat. Both 
men bent over and counted the fish 
back into the net. They must have had 
a limit, because they started pulling 
anchor. 

Glenn was hauling in his anchor just 
as fast as they were. When they moved 
out of their place, he moved right into 
it. An instant later, his bright-red sal- 
mon egg was on its way down. It 
reached bottom and Glenn lifted it a 
foot or two. Then it just hung there. 
The place didn’t make a bit of differ- 
ence. 

Half an hour later I caught another 
rainbow and 15 minutes after that 
Glenn hooked and landed a 14-inch sil- 
ver salmon. We'd been fishing for six 
or seven hours—at least three times as 
long as the two strangers who'd recent- 
ly departed. I noticed that some of the 
fish in my live-net were dying so I 
dumped them out in the boat and killed 
and cleaned them. I was surprised to 
find that I had eight good trout, as near 
to a weight limit as I cared to get. 

I called out to Glenn that he’d better 
count up. He did and discovered he 
had nine fish, including an eight-inch 
silver salmon that he’d kept because it 
was injured. We pulled anchor and 
headed ashore to ice our fish. 

Then we walked over to the boat- 
rental dock where other anglers were 
coming in to avoid the midday heat. 
None had started out as early as Glenn 
and I, and none had limits, although 
everyone had fish, some up to three 
pounds. 

Glenn was soon talking to the boat- 
man like an old buddy. Presently he 
inquired casually if anyone had brought 
in a limit. The boatman enthusiastical- 
ly replied that two men had showed him 
as pretty a catch as anyone would ever 
hope to see. 

“What did they 
Glenn asked. 


take them on?” 


Wt that’s the darndest thing I ever 
heard of,’ the boatman said. “I 
asked ’em, and I think maybe they gave 
me a cock-and-bull story. They said 
they were using canned shrimps and 
worms. The way they did it, they put 
a worm on a long-shanked hook and 
pushed the worm up so the end of the 
hook was bare. Then they put a chunk 
of canned shrimp on the point of the 
hook.” 

The boatman continued: ‘One of ’em 
told me his partner tried it the other 
way, with the shrimp on the shank of 
the hook and the worm on the barb, 
but he never got a strike that way. 
But when he put the worm up and the 
shrimp on the barb, they both got one 
strike after another. Now you can 
take that for what it’s worth,” said the 
boatman. “It sounds funny to me.” 

It didn’t sound funny to me, not when 
shrimp are a natural food of silver sal- 
mon in salt water. Maybe the next 
time we go after them they won’t hit 
anything but hummingbird tongues 
hooked crossways. But I’m going to 
have a can of shrimp in my tackle box, 
just in case. THE END

| If you’d rather catch one big, wild 


| trout than a dozen smaller fish, pools 
way downstream are the spots for you 
| on opening day. Big fish migrate into 
| big water come winter, seeking the 
safety of pools where the ice doesn’t 
| play such havoc and where warm 
springs are most likely to flow into the 
| bottoms. By warm, I mean around 50° 
or 55°, a good, comfortable tempera- 
ture for trout. Don’t waste time on 
| scenic pools. Find one or two long riffles 
|that get plenty of warm sunlight and 
lead into pools with good cover, such as 
| roots or fallen trees. Then look for 
| warm springs by sinking your stream 
thermometer to the bottom. 

Another way to spot these pools is to 

look in the shallow bays for active 
|minnows. The little fellows flock to 
these places and stay active all winter 
if the water remains above 50°. When 
you find such pools, spin them with a 
worm and a copper or brass spinner, a 
bronze wobbler, or a weighted stream- 
er. Pass up the pools that are cold— 
| below 50°. 

Give all baits and lures slow move- 
|ment at this time of year, unless the 
| bottom water temperature is over 55°. 
| Trout gang up in such relatively warm 
| places. They’re likely to be found close 

to the springs, or, when feeding where 
| the main current runs into the pool. 

The second place to look for good 

fishing is a long flat, with water mov- 
ing fairly slowly over pebbles, sand, or 
stones, and running deep along one 
bank. These spots usually hold good 


trout in the spring, if the deep bank | 


is overhung with bushes and trees. 
These are the more obvious places, 
but the best spot along any trout 
stream anywhere early in the season 
doesn’t look like trout water, is the

Then they’re very shallow, 
and trout only come into them to feed 
after the sun goes down. They’re al- 
most devoid of fish during a summer’s

day, the trout having moved to a deep- 
er riffle or other water. 

The next best place is where two 
currents meet to flow into a deep pool. 
Fish the long tongue where the cur- 
rents meet, not the pool. Most anglers 
pass up the run and fish the pool, little 
realizing that the warmer water flow- 
ing in from the shallow flat is more at- 
tractive to trout than the pool at this 
time of the year, and it also brings a 
lot of food into one spot. 

A well-fished, weighted streamer fly 
is the ticket here. Second choice might 
be nymphs, or a string of three large, 
wet flies. If spinning, try a bronze 
wobbler dragged very slowly along the 
bottom as if crawling, preferably a 
wobbler or spoon with a feather over 
the hook. 

Another good spot is a shallow glide 
or run over sand or mud, with a slow 
current and lots of roots, grass, 
branches, or watercress in the water. 
While trout generally don’t run large 
in these spots early in the season, they 
hold plenty of fish. One April while 
fishing a small stream with Martin 
Goldberg of Long Island, we stood in 
such a run and took our limit of eight 
to 12-inch brookies without moving far. 
The trout were fly-happy over No. 12 
Gold-Rib Hare’s Ears fished wet right 
on the bottom at the edge of the weeds, 
grass, and roots. 

Most streams have a fallen tree or 
two, an old stump, the remains of a 
bridge, or perhaps some building left 
in the stream bed by the spring thaws 
and freshets. If they’re in shallow 
water warmed by the sun, these make 
excellent early-season feeding and hid- 
ing stations for big trout. Expect to 
get action any time after the sun has 
warmed the water a few degrees. On 
cloudy or stormy days, you must let a 
worm or fly work way back under the 
cover and stay there for quite a while. 
But on sunny afternoons the trout often 
will dash out and wallop the daylights 
out of the bait or lure. 

One opening day not long ago I 
dropped a marabou streamer down a 
hole under a great pile of roots from 
a fallen tree, and a 17-inch brown 
poked his nose out and grabbed it. Yet, 
I'd seen half a dozen anglers pass up 
that cover, and also the riffle above it 
that I’d been fishing. The water the 
tree lay in was barely six inches deep, 
and warmed quickly. The hole under 
the root, however, was two feet deep. 
I took two more trout from this same 
tree the next afternoon. Never pass 
up a fallen tree in shallow, sunlit water 
early in the season. 


I once took four beautiful trout out 
of an old automobile that had some- 
how washed into a _ Pennsylvania 
stream in shallow water. How the 
trout loved that old car; every time I 
put a lure down beside it I was fast to 
a fish. I must have taken two dozen 
browns out of that old wreck that 
spring. No one else fished it, so far as 
I know. I was sure sorry when some 
stream-improvement organization re- 
moved it—and the fishing. 

Another spot of fond memory was 
a wrecked chicken house piled up on

a rocky ledge of a stream flowing into 
the Delaware River. The browns took 
possession immediately, and as long 
as that wreck stayed there I took a 
good fish or two from it every time I 
passed. It stayed there for three years, 
then a flood broke it to bits and washed 
my trout bonanza into the Delaware. 

Flotsam that’s piled up along shore, 
especially if there’s an upturned root 
around, is a place to spend a lot of 
time. And if a shallow riffle flows past, 
so much the better. I’ve taken count- 
less fish from such lairs in April and 
early May. 

Once on a big stream in Michigan, I 
dropped a streamer down under such 
a pile of junk—boards, logs, half a dog- 
house, an old tire, and an upturned 
root. I felt a tug, set the hook, and was 


nearly yanked into the river. I was 
fast to a six-pound brown trout. He 
didn’t tarry, but went tearing down- 
stream like a fox in front of a hound. 
I went splashing after him, stumbling 
and slipping, barely managing to keep 
up with my rapidly disappearing line 
until we made it to a big pool where 
the fish decided to fight it out. Never 
pass up a pile of junk on the bank that 
falls over into the water, even if it’s 
only tree trimmings or twigs. 

Pay close attention to little rapids 
that appear with high water along 
shore, making music as they rush be- 
tween rocks usually high and dry all 
summer. In the back eddies of these 
rocks, in the many pockets, and be- 
tween the larger boulders, trout take 
up positions to watch for the steady

a tree down, or branches touch the 
water, these rapids are especially good, 
though they may look fast and furious 
to the casual eye. The rocks and 
jagged bottom cut the flow below the 
surface, and in the little bays and back 
eddies along shore the flow is almost 
at a standstill. Trout love them in 
April. Later, these rapids dry up to 
mere trickles or even become damp 
stones, but during April they’re usually 
|hot as a torch if the water running 
|into them first flows over 
shallows. 





| bes on my list of opening-day spots 
is a section of a brook in flood con- 
dition flowing over sand or mud, high 
enough to submerge the bank. Trout 
seek the protection of bushes, roots, 
and branches that touch ground to 
escape fast currents and to feast on 
the bugs, worms, and other food they 
find there. In fishing these, you risk 
losing many hooks, lures, and flies, be- 
cause you must let your lure flow right 
down among the tangles to the trout. 
But it’s worth it. You have to use a 
leader heavy enough to pull the fish 
out from the obstructions before they 
snag your line for keeps. 

So this April walk along the trout 
stream of your choice and look for 
places where trout are most likely to 
be, instead of fishing blindly where you 
caught them last summer, or even on 
last opening day. Your chances of 
coming in with a heavy creel will be 
better than good. 

Here, then, in brief summary, are 
the nine best types of water to fish— 
unless you prefer to fish for freshly 
stocked trout: 

1. For really big trout, go down- 
stream to the larger pools. Find the 
warm ones with your thermometer. 


2. Flat and slow-moving runs with 


plenty of sunlight. 

3. Long, shallow 
| sunlight. 

4. Converging currents where stream 
is split by an island, sandbar, or bridge 
butts. 

5. Shallow glide over 
| deep side along one bank. 
| 6. Fallen tree or other obstruction in 

shallow riffle. 

| 7. Flotsam piled along bank. 

| 8. Small, high-water rapids rushing 
along by the bank. 

| 9. Flooded bushes or trees in small 
| brooks. 

| You won’t have to get up before the 
|sun either, on opening day. Let the 
| others freeze their ears and miss their 
bacon and eggs. You wait till the sun 
lis way up and the water has warmed a 
| bit. Enjoy a good breakfast and plenty 
of coffee, then go out and hit the stream 
| when the trout are warmed enough to 
take on life and feel the pinch of hun- 
ger. If it’s snowing or raining, near 
noon is a better time to start. THE END

around. Something about the way that 
bear had walked into the open puzzled 
me. He was the first bear I’d ever seen 
in the woods—and up to now he’s still 
the only one. But I knew enough about 
‘em to realize they’re not likely to come 
that easy. It wasn’t according to the 
rules for him to be strolling along like 
that, 200 yards from the swamp, in full 
daylight on a wet November afternoon. 
There had to be some reason. Another 
hunter might have spooked him, but he 
hadn’t moved fast enough for that. I 
decided that wasn’t the answer. 

On the knoll behind which Id first 
heard him, a huge stump caught my 
eye. It was as high as a man’s shoul- 
ders, four feet or more across. The 
lumberjacks cut a big one there, I 
thought to myself. I walked up for a 
closer look, and_a dozen feet from it I 
spotted a bear track pressed deep into 
the wet ground. The track was on my 
side of the stump, not the side where 
my bear had just traveled, but from its 
size there was no mistaking it. It had 
been made by the same animal. He’d 
been there earlier. 

I looked at the stump again. There 
was a big mound of dirt at one side, 
grown over with grass and weeds, as 
if something had dug _ underneath 
years before. Then I noticed a hole the 
size of a teakettle under the roots, 
partly plugged with dead leaves and 
twigs and other debris that looked as if 
it had recently been raked into place. 
Had I stumbled onto the bear right at 
the door of his winter den? It began 
to look like it. 

I went over to the stump and peered 
down into the hole—with the muzzle of 
my rifle pointed in and my finger 
crooked around the trigger. I don’t 
mind admitting my hair was standing 
up. After what I’d just shot, nothing 
would have surprised me. 

I could see a big cavelike opening 
under the stump. It seemed empty. I 
poked around a little and looked some 
more. When I was convinced the den 
wasn’t occupied, I dug away the leaves 
and twigs and crawled in. 


hat bear had himself quite a spot. 

The entrance, once I cleared it, was 
as big as a three-foot culvert. He'd 
dug a cave under the arching roots of 
the old stump, a roomy den at least 
four feet wide, twice that long, and 
three or four high. He’d broken or 
chewed off any roots in the way, and 
had dragged in half a wagonload of 
dead leaves to make a dry, cozy bed. 
From the appearance of the den, the 
worn look of the exposed roots, and the 
trash growing on the hummock of dirt 
outside, I surmised that he’d used this 
hangout regularly for many winters.

choice. Both Les and Stan assured me 
nothing would come near him, so we 
finally quit and walked to the road. 

Stan had an idea. “Don’t worry,” he 
told me. “If we can’t get him out any 
other way I’ll smash in there with one 
of my bulldozers and haul him out.” 

He’s a grading contractor, and I 
knew he’d be as good as his word, but 
I also knew what a project that would 
be. The bear was a tough mile from the 
nearest road. 

Les came up with another idea. ‘‘Let’s 
drive over and see Kurt Sparks after 
supper,” he suggested. ‘“He’s got a 
team and maybe we can talk him into 
skidding your bear out.” 

We hurried through supper—I was 
still too excited to eat much—-and then 
I blew the better part of five bucks 
phoning my wife at our home in West 
Bend to tell her about the bear. 

Next, Les and I headed for Sparks’ 
place. I doubted that a stranger would 
want to use his horses on such a tough 
assignment, but it would do no harm 
to ask. 

The man who opened the door was 
the same hunter I'd given a lift to that 
first afternoon of deer season. Nobody 
ever had a good turn pay off quite like 
that one did. It developed that Sparks 
had only one horse, not a team, and it 
was the only one for miles around. We 
weren’t sure it could do the job, but 
Kurt Sparks was more than willing to 
try. 

Next morning we went back to his 
place right after breakfast, loaded the 
horse into my 214-ton truck, and drove 
down an old woods road as far as we 
could. At the kill we found things just 
as we'd left them. We got a stout chain 
around the bear’s neck and hitched on. 

The trip back to the truck was one 
we'll all remember. We cleared brush 
and down stuff, detoured around the 
worst places, and skidded the bear over 
logs too big to move. At one point the 
steady old horse spooked and lunged 
ahead, probably at a sudden whiff of 
blood or bear smell, pinning Kurt 
against a tree and all but breaking his 
wrist. It took us four hours to finish 
the job. Then, because the horse 
wouldn’t stand for having the bear in 
the truck, we towed the bear back to 
Gabel’s place on a stoneboat. 


n my annual trip home from the 
deer woods, I haul Christmas trees. 
That’s why I go north with a truck in- 
stead of a car. So after we pushed and 
rolled the bear up skids onto the truck, 
I loaded trees on top of him and headed 
home. When I got there and put him 
on the scales, I found out just how big 
a trophy I'd killed. His dressed weight, 
after we had removed every pound of 
fat we could cut away, was 585 pounds. 
What was his live weight? We'll 
never know, of course. Game men tell 
me they figure a bear dresses away 
about 15 to 20 percent on average. That 
would give my bear a weight of around 
700 pounds with stomach and intestines 
empty of food. In view of the excess 
fat we removed, I’m positive that he 
weighed more than that. My guess is 
we took out at least 150 pounds of en- 
trails and fat. Add that to his dressed

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weight and you get 735 pounds, which 
would make him the heaviest black 
bear ever killed, so far as I’ve been able 
to find out. Before I go any further, let 
me mention the weight records of a few 
other big ones that have been hung up 
around the country. 

I’m told that the Wisconsin record, 
up to the time I shot mine, was a bear 
that dressed 550 pounds, trapped years 
ago in Douglas County by George 
Ruegger of Radisson. The biggest I’ve 
heard about from Michigan was a 628- 
pounder, live weight, killed by Carl 
Johnson, now president of the Michigan 
Bear Hunters Association. 


T the fall of 1955 a bear killed in War- 
ren County, New York, hog-dressed 
540 pounds. And in one day in Septem- 
ber, 1957, New York game biologists, 
carrying on a live-trapping and tagging 
project as part of a bear study, cap- 
tured two blacks that weighed 562 and 
605 pounds respectively, alive. They 
rated the 605-pounder the heaviest ever 
recorded in that state, though I have a 
hunch the earlier specimen that dressed 
540 was bigger by at least 50 pounds. 

These are all big bears, but they still 
leave mine the heavyweight champ by 
a tidy margin. Later events were to 
prove him big in other ways too. 

I hung him for three days on my 
Christmas-tree lot in West Bend. Then 
warm weather threatened pelt and 
meat, so I moved him to a locker 
plant for butchering. 

When I cleaned the skull, I found 
fragments of lead bedded in the lower 
jaw, apparently from a wound of years 
before. The bullet had gone through, 
leaving only slivers, and the whole 
thing had healed completely. But some- 
body came close to spoiling my chance 
at a title that time. 

I knew I'd killed an exceptional bear 
but it didn’t occur to me that I might 
have a new world record. Friends kept 
urging me to report the skull to the 
Boone and Crockett Club in New York, 
however, just to find out how good my 
trophy really was. I didn’t get around 
to it until early fall of 1957, almost 
four years after I killed the bear. Then 
I finally filled out an entry blank and 
shipped the skull to New York. 

A couple of days later the official 
notification came from Mrs. Grancel 
Fitz, secretary of the club’s records 
committee. The score sheet showed the 
length of the skull to be 13 3/16 inches, 
width 8 12/16, for a total of 21 15/16. 
I had toppled a crown holder that scored 
21 11/16, a California bear killed in 
Mendocino County by E. J. Vamm in 
1928. 

I was pretty happy about the whole 
thing, of course, but I think the part 
that meant even more to me than the 
size of my bear was the companionship 
and help I had from Les Gabel and 
Stan Gorski, and the way Kurt Sparks 
repaid the favor I did him and would 
take no payment for it. It’s a real 
privilege to have friends like that. 

And any time I see another hunter 
in trouble from now on, you can be 
sure I’ll do all I can to help him out. 
You never know when you'll need a 
hand yourself. THE END

buck fever, as those who suffer most 
from it are imaginative, high strung, 
and often gifted people for whom the 
world is full of wonders. I don’t think 
anyone who genuinely enjoys hunting 
is ever completely free from it. The 
man who doesn’t get excited by hunt- 
ing doesn’t enjoy it. Some of the buck- 
iest characters I’ve ever known were 
also the most experienced. 

One of these is a man who has spe- 
cialized in guiding antelope hunters for 
many years and who lives right in 
antelope country. You would think 
that if anyone would be immune to 
antelope fever, it would be this man. 
But he isn’t. Whenever he sees a good 
antelope trophy within range of one of 
his dudes he comes untied. 


1 any form of nervousness, buck 
fever’s catching, and it takes a dude 
with a will of iron to keep calm when 
his guide is boiling over. A tape re- 
cording of his instructions to a hunter 
would sound like this: “Look at that 
buck—third from the right. The one 
with its head down. Now he’s got his 
head up. Now he’s the second from the 
right. What a head! You'll never see 
another like it. Now, don’t get excited. 
Don’t shake. Don’t jerk the trigger. 
Shoot before that damned doe walks in 
front of him!’’ About that time the 
hunter, no matter how experienced, 
generally closes his eyes, screams, and 
jerks the trigger. 

Another guide I know, a man of con- 
siderable fame, gets buck fever so 
badly when he has a client out that he 
seldom guides any more. Instead he 
stays in camp, cooks, skins out tro- 
phies, and wrangles horses. The more 
he guided the more excited and buck- 
feverish he got, and the more he af- 
fected his customers. Once when an 
excited dude missed a big bull moose 
at less than 100 yards, he became so 
unhinged that he hauled off and booted 
the dude right where he sat down. He 
immediately apologized, but the inci- 
dent didn’t tend to promote harmony 
and good client relations. Now that 
he’s quit guiding, his ulcers don’t both- 
er him so much. 

The old belief is that buck fever is 
like whooping cough—once you've had 
it you’re forever immune. But as we 
have seen, this isn’t necessarily so. 
Our two guides were men of vast ex- 
perience, but they were buck-fever 
prone, just as some people are acci- 
dent prone. I feel sorry for hunters 
who are made helpless by buck fever, 
but I feel sorrier for those who never 
have it. 

The keener the hunter is over a cer- 
tain animal the more likely he is to get 
the shakes. I’ll never forget my first 
black bear. I was pussyfooting along 
in one of those beautiful Arizona for- 
ests of yellow pine, Gambel’s oak, and 
alligator juniper, with occasional 
groves of pifion on the south slopes. 
This was mule deer and turkey coun- 
try. There were a few elk in those 
days, and black-bear sign was fairly 
plentiful. But it was almost unheard 
of to run into a bear that hadn’t been 
put up by dogs. 

Then I actually did see a black bear. 
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|to shake violently and uncontrollably. 
|I put my rifle to my shoulder, tried to 
| line up the sights offhand. I couldn’t do 
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Shining like a newly polished shoe in | 
the early morning sun, he was rooting 
around for pifion nuts across a shallow 
draw about 150 yards away.

The more seriously any- 
one takes an animal or bird, the more 
likely it is to make him jumpy. I don’t 
suppose anyone gets jittery when he 
shoots a hog behind the ear for the fall | 
butchering—but he doesn’t get any 
kick out, of it either. 
Buck fever isn’t very different from | 


| stage fright, if indeed it isn’t the same 
| thing. 


Some actors, I undergtand, 
never get stage fright, some get it now 
and then, and others (some of the 
greatest) always get it. It’s the same | 
way with buck fever. | 
I suppose that if a psychiatrist went | 
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| into the basic causes of this buck-fever 
| business, he’d find that what lay behind 
| it was a basic lack of self-confidence | 


coupled with an over-evaluation of the | 
prize. The sheep hunter misses the 


|}easy shot at the big ram, the actor 
| flubs his lines in a climactic scene, the 


tennis player serves a double fault at 
match point for the singles champion- 


ship. All regard the prizes they seek | 


very highly, but at the same time feel 


| that they’re probably not quite equal to 
| the job. 
The Canadian Indian who goes out 
| to shoot a deer for stew meat, knowing 
| that if he misses one he’ll get a shot 


at another within 10 minutes, won’t get 
buck fever. On the other hand, he 
might if he and his family were starv- 


| ing and if he had to take a difficult shot 
| at the first deer he’d seen in two weeks. 


The sportsman who will knock over an 
ordinary buck without a quiver may 
possibly come apart at the seams when 
he runs into an especially fine head. 
Our hunter may also feel some sense of

occasions, I’ve seen experienced rifle- |

One in particular hit a beautiful buck | 
twice behind the shoulder at 250 yards, 
then got so shaky he had to rest for 
five minutes before his legs would sup- | 
port him. 

Often a good but jittery hunter will | 
do his stuff nicely if he has to react 
instantly, but flub easy shots if given 
time to think things over. I’ve seen | 
many upland gunners who shoot well if 
a bird comes out without warning, but | 
who simply can’t connect if a bird is 
right under a pointing dog’s nose and 
they have time to get worried. Other 
types shoot well if alone, but are so 
afraid they’ll make themselves ridicu- | 
lous that they never do well with an 
audience. 

If a hunter finds himself getting 
spooky when the big chance presents 
itself, he should take the _ steadiest | 
position possible, for there’s nothing | 
that will calm him down quicker than | 
seeing his sights steady on the target. 
While I was sneaking up under cover of 
an anthill to take a crack at a beautiful 
African lion with a big blond mane, I | 
was quivering like a debutante at her | 
first ball. When I stuck my head! 
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around the anthill, the lion was still 
there, standing up in the high grass 
like a big dog and looking proud. I 
rested the .375 Magnum across the ant- 
hill and the picture of crosswires steady 
against the lion’s neck calmed me down 
like a shot of tranquilizing drug. I 
squeezed the trigger as gently as if I’d 
been shooting from a bench rest. 

If the hunter can remember to make 
himself relax he'll find that buck fever 
has lost its bite. In an interview after 
the last World Series baseball game, a 
victorious pitcher said that in the 
clutch he took special pains to let all 
his muscles go loose for a moment and 
to breathe deeply between pitches. 
Tension is generally the villain in all 
kinds of poor shooting. It makes the 
skeet or trapshooter stop his swing, 
the upland gunner slow his muzzle and 
miss. It also makes the rifleman fight 
his rifle, and try to hold it still by main 
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strength and awkwardness, with re- 
sultant tremor and trigger yanking. 
The good shot is the relaxed shot. 

The buck-fever story to end buck- 
fever stories is one I heard years ago 
from Roy Hargreaves, famous Alberta 
and British Columbia outfitter. The tale 
is in my book, Hunting in the Rockies, 
and I related it once in an issue of OUT- 
DOOR LIFE. 

Roy had left a hunter sitting on a 
log right at timberline while he went 
off to glass a canyon. The dude was on 
one side of an open meadow and on the 
other a trail came out of the scattered 
timber about 100 yards away. The 
dude was enjoying the view when an 
enormous grizzly walked out of the 
trees and continued along the trail 
toward the dude. Startled half out of 
his wits, the hunter grabbed up his 
rifle, threw a hasty shot at the bear, 
and missed. The frightened bear 
whirled and headed back into the tim- 
ber, but he ran into a tree, breaking it 
off short with a sharp crack. 

Hearing what he thought were two 
shots, Roy ran back to the open park. 
He found that his dude had taken off 
in one direction and a big grizzly in 
another. When he found his client, the 
dude was pale, winded, and his eyes 
were rolling wildly. 

“Did you hit that grizzly?” 
asked. 

“‘N-n-no,” he quavered, “I don’t think

anything but royal. But now, as this 
one came at me with mane erect, 
making his head look four times its 
normal size, with his teeth bared and 
his eyes aflame, he looked truly mag- 
nificent, and I couldn’t help but admire 
him. 

Strangely, I had no fear. I felt no 
quickening of the heartbeat, such -as 
normally occurs in fright. Perhaps it 
was because I felt that the attack now 
was inevitable, and so accepted it; or 
perhaps it was because there was no 
time for fear. Whatever the reason, it 
now seemed as if my conscious spirit 
had left my body and was watching im- 
personally and with great curiosity to 
see how a lion would attack and kill a 
human being. I had one regret, and 
that was that I was so foolish as to fire 
off my two shots while the lion was 
leaping in the tall grass instead of 
waiting until he came out into the open. 

The lion’s last bound had taken him 
almost to my feet. Now he reared 
straight up for my throat, and for a 
moment I looked into his jaws and felt 
his hot breath on my face. As he came, 
I raised my left forearm automatically 
to protect my throat. With one crunch 
of his powerful jaws he shattered the 
bones in my arm. I fell to the ground, 
the lion on top of me. He bit into my 
left hand from the thumb side and was 
about to crush down with his left ca- 
nine teeth but they jammed between

As his teeth jammed into the metal, 
painfully no doubt, he let go, breaking 
the strap and pulling the watch off my 
wrist. The skin on the back of my 
hand was torn rather badly. 

Now there seemed to be a short 
pause, and the lion’s coarse, dirty, 
harsh, and musty-smelling mane 
brushed against my face. It was a 
most repulsive feeling, like a lot of 
long-legged spiders crawling, but it 
brought me back to reality with a 
bump. I wriggled onto my left side to 
try to put my right foot in his mouth. 
I was wearing a double iron brace on 
the foot because of an old ankle injury, 
and I was trying to get him to bite on 
the iron rather than on me. I thought 
that even if he tore off my foot it would 
be infinitely less disabling than the loss 
of a hand.

where he’d left me. Seeing me stand- 
ing there, he apparently concluded that 
I was the one who’d fired at him. He 
still didn’t notice Hans, who continued 
to stand perfectly motionless. 

Once more the lion rose up, but| 
rather slowly now, and looking a bit 
sick. He started toward me. With that, 
I became absolutely terrified, feeling I 
just couldn’t stand any more. I stag- |} 
gered slowly toward Hans so that he 
could shoot the lion in the chest as he 
charged. And this Hans did. The shot, | 
Hans’ fifth, apparently struck the 
heart, for the lion faltered, and then} 
dropped dead. My feeling of relief was 
so overwhelming that I almost col- 
lapsed. 

Hans then rushed to Chikwinda, and 
I followed slowly with my left arm 
dangling by my side. I gave instruc- 
tions as to how to bandage Chikwinda’s | 
arm to stop the bleeding. Hans then 
rushed to camp for the car to fetch 
Chikwinda. I walked back to camp, a 
distance of about 14 miles. 








O> the way, I noticed a sucking 
sound in the region of my right 
shoulder. I thought my chest had been 
opened, but I had no recollection of be- 
ing mauled there. With much trepida- 
tion I took a deep breath; there was no 
pain. I then coughed; no blood came. 
I was much relieved, but when I moved 
my right arm again the nasty sucking 
sound resumed. I decided that the lion 
had torn up a flap of skin and muscle, 
and this acted as a pump when the arm 
moved, causing the sound. 

I walked on, moving my arm as little 
as possible to avoid sucking infection 
deeper into the wounds. I felt blood 
running down from my right shoulder 
onto my chest and waist, but as it} 
didn’t run below my waist I felt I 
wasn’t losing a lot of blood. I was} 
wearing strong khaki overalls and this, 
I think, kept my shoulder from being 
more badly torn. 

In camp, I examined my left fore- 
arm. In addition to the fractures, the 
soft tissues were badly torn, but the 
muscles and nerves were unimpaired | 
and all movements were present. 
Either the main blood vessels were in- | 
tact or completely crushed, for there | 
was little hemorrhage. 

I washed the wounds of my left arm 
in warm water, put on a dressing of 
boracic lint, made splints out of com- 
pressed cardboard bottle covers, and 
had one of the cook boys bandage it up. 
Then, with the aid of a mirror, I ex- 
amined the wounds of my right shoul- 
der region, had the cook wash them 
out, and put on some more boracic lint 
and had them bandaged. 

I didn’t suffer from shock, the 
common sequel to severe injuries, be- 
cause I felt that my life and Chik- 
winda’s might depend upon me and I 
dared not let go. Just as the dressings 
were completed, however, I suddenly 
felt shocked, and sweat poured off me. | 
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But I pulled myself together and drank 
two cups of very sweet tea. 

Now the car arrived with Chikwinda 
on a mattress in the back, and I looked 
him over. He'd lost a lot of blood and 
was in a state of shock, but he was as 
comfortable as possible under the cir- 
cumstances. I climbed into the front 
seat and we set out for the boma at 
Petauke, which was 60 miles away 
through bush tracks. I supported my 
left arm with my right, but over the 
worst bumps there was much pain. 

Three hours later we arrived at 
the boma, a compound consisting of the 
administrative headquarters for the 
district, first-aid post, a few general 
stores, government garage, gasoline 
station, a few houses, and some native 
huts. Immediately, I instructed the na- 
tive nursing orderly to test Chikwinda 
and me for sensitivity to penicillin. The 
test is simple—a drop of penicillin is 
injected into the skin with a fine needle. 
If there’s no reaction within 10 min- 
utes or so, a full injection may then be 
given with safety. I insisted on the test 
because I might have been allergic 
from previous injections, and if so I 
might have died within a few seconds 
after receiving an injection. It was un- 
likely that Chikwinda would be al- 
lergic, but I thought it best to play 
safe. After the tests, the orderly in- 
jected half a million units of penicillin 
into each of us. 

Now the Petauke police tried to 
reach the outside world. The village is 
on the wireless telephone once daily at 
11 a. m., but we were too late for that. 
However, they managed to get an 
emergency message to St. Francis Mis- 
sion Station at Katete, 60 miles away, 
partly by phone and partly by mes- 
senger, and three hours later Dr. J. 
Wright of the mission arrived. He 
further tested us for penicillin, antigas, 
and antitetanus serum, and gave us 
more injections. 


he police got through to Fort Jame- 
son, 180 miles north, by means 
of a series of telephones. Arrange- 
ments were made for a plane and for 
our reception at a hospital at Lusaka, 
about 300 miles to the southeast of 
Petauke. A twin-engined Piper Apache, 
fitted with two stretchers, is main- 
tained by the Northern Rhodesian gov- 
ernment for just such emergencies. It 
immediately left its home base at Liv- 
ingstone, nearly 500 miles away, and 
landed at Petauke at 4 p. m. It left as 
soon as I was put aboard. Chikwinda 
was in too much shock to be moved, 
and blood transfusions were not avail- 
able. We landed at Lusaka at about 
6:30 p. m., an ambulance met the 
plane, and I was rushed to the hospital. 
It was my good fortune that Dr. E. E. 
Barnett, who probably has had more 
experience with wounds caused by 
animals than any other surgeon in 
southern Africa, attended me. I was 
taken into the operating theater at 8 
p. m. and stayed for four hours. 
When he could be moved, Chikwinda 
was transported under Dr. Wright’s 
care to the hospital at Katete, where 
his left arm was amputated. But it 
later became septic and two re-ampu-

tations were necessary, and he was left 
with a stump about three inches below | 
the shoulder. Eventually he recovered 
and returned to his village, cheerful | 
and quite a hero, not at all depressed at | 
being a one-armed man. He was given | 
a job in tsetse control, and I hear he is 
quite happy with it and at being back 
with his 10 wives and 28 children. 
Among Chikwinda’s people, wives cost | 
10 shillings (about $1.40) each, and a 
man can have quite a few. 

Thanks to Dr. Barnett, and I believe 
also to the large quantities of antibiot- 
ics and antigas serum pumped 
me, my wounds have healed without 
complications. Also in this regard, it 
may have been that the lion’s teeth 
and mouth were cleaner than is ordi- 
narily the case. I remember noting | 
distinctly, when the lion’s face was} 
near mine, that his breath didn’t smell. 
I’d always read where a lion’s breath

Looking back over the incident, I see 
now where some of our mistakes were. 
First, we should have devised a plan of | 
action before going after the lion, and | 
at that point where he was about to| 
charge, I shouldn’t have gone forward, | 
but waited for him. I also should have | 
waited before firing my two shots when 
he was still leaping through the grass. 

Most important of all, a wounded | 
lion should never be tackled with any- 
thing but a heavy rifle that will knock | 
him down when he’s been hit. Hans | 
told me later that he’d intended to 
change to his .416 Rigby if we came to | 
close quarters with the lion, but John | 
took it with him when he ran off. 

A professional big-game hunter of | 
my acquaintance, Bertie Schultz, 
agreed with us wholeheartedly on the | 
Schultz is a government big- 
game ranger for the northeastern sec- 
tion of the Luangwa Valley who has | 
killed more than 800 elephants, and | 
many buffaloes, lions, and rhinos. He | 
said we should never have fired at the | 
lion with a light rifle, or fired at him | 


away, or while he was running off. 
Under these circumstances, he said, it 
is virtually impossible to put in a kill- 
ing shot. 

Also, it is helpful to know and re- 
member that a wild animal often fails 


he stands perfectly still, even though 
the animal may look directly at him. 
This was well illustrated by Hans, who 
wisely stood completely still whenever 
the lion was turned in his direction. 
Thus, being undiscovered, although the 
lion was only within a few yards of 
him, he was able eventually to kill the 
animal and save both Chikwinda and 
me from almost certain death.

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TURKEY HUNT 


I" the spring of 1951 I received orders 
assigning me to the Joint Military 
Mission for Aid to Turkey, as an In- 
fantry Advisor in the field with Turkish 
units. 

Guided by research and rumors re- 
ceived from those who professed to 
know about Turkey, I used a large part 
of my limited air travel weight allow- 
ance for hunting equipment, including 
a 12 gauge automatic shotgun and a 7 
mm. Mauser rifle. 

I arrived in Ankara on July 18, short 
on clothing and other vital necessities, 
but long on hunting equipment, and was 
assigned to a field-training team in 
Karakose, a small village in Eastern 
Turkey near Mount Ararat and the 
Russian border. The town consisted of 
about 20 modern buildings and hundreds 
of mud huts. Karakose lies in a valley 
surrounded by high mountains, all bare 
of trees and shrubbery. 

When I had been there three days, 
Turhan, one of our interpreters, men- 
tioned to some local townspeople that I 
was interested in hunting. That night 
five Turks called on me at the hotel to 
talk hunting. The leader was Fethi, a 
major in the Medical Corps. He intro- 
duced his friends, Tefik, a lieutenant of 
artillery; Tekin, the local pharmacist; 
Alim, a shopkeeper; and Hassan, a 
schoolteacher. I’ve never seen such en- 
thusiastic sportsmen in my life, and 
their stories of partridge, quail, ducks, 
and geese made us decide to go hunting 
the next morning. The objective 
“toy”! My dictionary described toy as 
a type of bustard, but my Turkish 
friends insisted it was a wild turkey. 

We met in the market place at 4 a.m. 
and loaded a huge bag and other small- 
er parcels and bundles into the truck. I 
was mystified, but asked no questions. 
We drove 10 miles into the country and 
dismounted. There then ensued an ex- 
cited conversation in Turkish about the 
lack of some article not covered by my 
limited Turkish. After an agreement 
of sorts was reached, we spread out and 
started walking. We had walked for 
an hour when Fethi motioned to me 
that he could see game ahead. I looked 
and looked and finally saw several mov- 


ing objects at about 700 yd. We walked 
slowly and quietly over the open fields. 
At 200 yd. I could see four large birds, 
with heads held high, eyeing us. After 
two more cautious steps, up they went. 

In the next two hours, we saw eight 
more turkeys, but could never get closer 
than 200 yd. I was beginning to wonder 
how anyone ever got a shot at one of 
these wary birds when Fethi suggested 
that we return to the truck. At the 
truck, I was amazed to find an oxcart, 
complete with a yoke of oxen and a 
Kurdish driver waiting for us. This was 
the missing object whose absence had 
caused such excitement ealier in the 
day! 

Before starting again the large bag 
and other bundles were opened. Food! 
I’ve never seen so much for five people. 
The large bag contained 15 water- 
melons and the smaller bundles pro- 
duced fried chickens, bread, cheese, ap- 
ples, cucumbers, a Turkish pastry, and 
other delicacies. 

When the remains of the feast were 
packed up, we crowded aboard our 
primitive taxi and off we went. We 
rode for an hour, stopped at a spring for 
water, and made another inroad on the 
food. Again we mounted up. Half an 
hour later, we topped a small rise in the 
ground and 500 yd. away we spotted 
four turkeys. With everyone huddled 
closely together, we steered our course 
toward the turkeys. 

These birds are either extremely curi- 
ous about oxcarts or accustomed to see- 
ing them in the fields, for this time they 
let us get within range. At a signal, all | 
hands leaped off the cart and, as the 
turkeys rose, blazed away. It was still | 
a long shot, but my Weaver choke 
reached out and knocked down a hen. 
It weighed about 14 lb. and was similar 
to our native wild turkey, though less 
colorful. 

With the new excitement out came 
the food again. It seemed that dis- 
cussion was impossible without eating. 

Four hours, three meals, and four | 
turkeys later, we called a halt to my| 
strangest hunting trip, and one that I'll |

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binations of lead, gilding metal, 

or even steel, that come zipping 
out of their rifle barrels perform a mul- 
titude of tasks. They must lay a mighty 
bull elk low with one well-placed hit, 
and they must also shoot into a 1-in. 
circle at 100 yd. They must be able to 
withstand velocities of more than 3,- 
000 ft. seconds and yet retain most of 
their weight and travel the length of 
a bull moose. If the same bullet fails 
to expand properly when shot through 
the rib cage of a fragile creature like 
a small deer, cries of the hunter pierce 
the air. If it blows up when it strikes 
the heavy shoulder bone of an Alaska 
brown bear, the moans are even more 
heart-rending. In addition, the bullet 
should not give metal fouling, nor 
should its point batter in the magazine. 
If there happens to be a tree limb or 
two between the rifle’s muzzle and the 
game, the bullet should zip right 
through to the target. 

American hunters have grown more 
and more bullet conscious in the past 
20 years. Handloaders among them buy 
special ones at premium prices, shoot 
them at targets to see how they group, 
and dig them out of animal carcasses 
to see how they’ve performed. 

This preoccupation with bullets has 
a lot of good sense behind it. A snappy- 
looking stock with fancy checkering 
and inlays has yet to knock over an 
animal, and a wicked-looking cartridge 
case will never scare anything to death. 
A $100 scope is useful only because it 
makes easier the rifleman’s task of put- 
ting the bullet where it will do the most 
good. The finest rifle ever made won’t 
shoot well with bum bullets, and even 
a well-placed shot is futile unless the 
bullet is suitable for the job in hand. 

Widespread interest in bullets, the 
increase in big-game hunting, varmint 
shooting, bench-rest experimenting, and 
the enormous popularity of handicad- 
ing since World War II have all con- 
tributed to the design and manufacture 
of excellent bullets. I don’t think there’s 
any doubt that the most accurate jack-

eted bullets ever manufactured are now 
being turned out in the United States, 
and so are some of the most effective 
game bullets. In good rifles with suitable 
powder charges, famous bullets like 
the 55-gr. .224 Sierra soft-point, 52-gr. 
Speer .224 open-point, and 100-gr. .25 
caliber Hornady spire-point give ac- 
curacy that would have been incredible 
20 years ago. 

The simplest type of bullet is the 
plain one of lead slightly alloyed, usu- 
ally with tin, such as we see used in .22 
rimfire and revolver cartridges. To pre- 
vent them from leaving a lead deposit 
in the barrel, such bullets are lubri- 
cated with grease or wax or are plated 
with gilding metal, as is the case with 
.22 bullets. Revolver bullets have grease 
in their grooves. If they’re designed 
to expand on hitting flesh, they are 
made with large cavities in the nose. 
If they’re to be driven at much over 
1,300 ft. seconds, brass cups called gas 
checks are fitted to the base so that 
the hot powder gasses won’t fuse the 
lead bases. Such gas checks are used 
in bullets for the new .44 Magnum 
cartridge, and also on cast bullets used 
by handloaders for reduced loads in 
rifles. 

Bullets used for target, varmint, and 
big-game shooting and driven at ve- 
locities of 2,000 ft. seconds or more 
have the lead enclosed in a metal jacket 
or, as the British call it, an envelope. 
The first hunting bullets for rifles with 
velocity in the 2,000-f.p.s. class—such 
as the .30/30, .30/40, and .303 British— 
simply left plenty of the lead core ex- 
posed at the nose. When the bullet 
struck game, the soft, exposed lead ex- 
panded or “mushroomed”. If the bullets 
were intended for military use or for 
deep penetration on _ thick-skinned 
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.30/06 cases with (from left) Bronze 
Point, a pointed expanding, Core-Lokt 


game, the jacket was simply reversed 
so that the lead showed at the base of 
the bullet and the metal jacket covered 
the nose. The British call these bullets 
solids, but in this country they’re re- 
ferred to as full-metal-cased or full- 
metal-jacketed. 

Most bullets intended to be fired at 
high velocity are made with sharp 
points, because about 50 years ago it 
was discovered that bullets so shaped 
retain their velocity better and conse- 
quently shoot flatter. Some bullets are 
made with boattails or “taper heels”. 
These bullets are easier to stabilize for 
long-range accuracy, are slightly more 
efficient ballistically, and retain their 
velocity considerably better at extreme- 
ly long ranges after velocity has 
dropped below the speed of sound. 

The sharp or spitzer point of a bullet 
helps it get to the target faster and 
with a flatter trajectory, but once the 
bullet strikes an animal its point is of 
no help. Sometimes the sharp point 
can’t be used at all. In a rifle with a 
tubular magazine, where the point of 
the bullet rests on the primer of the 
cartridge ahead, there’s danger that 
recoil will cause the sharp point to fire 
the primer. 

For this reason, bullets for such 
lever-action cartridges as the .30/30 or 
the .348 are always made with round 
or flat noses. A spitzer bullet deflects 
badly when it hits brush, and in solid 
form tends to dive and dart instead of 
following a straight line when it strikes 
game. Because of that, such bullets 
made for use on heavy game, including 
elephants and rhinos, have round or 
flattened noses. 

The problem of manufacturing game 
bullets which will make all hunters 
happy and perform reasonably well on 














various kinds of game at different 
ranges is a difficult one. A bullet may 
strike the soft, liquid-filled tissue of the 
abdomen or the relatively thin and 
brittle rib cage. It may be called upon, 
in the event the hunter takes a rear- 
end shot, to drive through heavy rump 
muscles, soft abdomen, and up into the 
lungs. Or it may strike heavy shoulder 
bones. At 100 yd., a factory .270 bullet 
weighing 130-gr. is traveling at 2,850 
f.p.s., but by the time it reaches 300 
yd. the velocity has fallen to 2,320. 
Obviously, a bullet that gives ideal per- 
formance at 100 yd. might not do too 
well at 300—or vice versa. Likewise, 
a bullet that will go to pieces in the 
body of a woodchuck or jackrabbit will 
generally not perform well on moose 
or even deer. 

Hunters would be happier if they 
realized that there are five different 
classes of game bullets, depending on 
what they are to be used on. Here they 
are: 1. Light, fast bullets for varmints 
from ground squirrels to coyotes; bul- 
lets that will go to pieces in small, soft 
bodies and that will disintegrate when 
they strike the ground. 2. Bullets that 
will expand rapidly and reliably on 
small and medium-size game such as 
antelope, whitetail deer, and sheep. 3. 
All-around bullets that will give reli- 
able penetration on heavier animals 
such as elk and moose, and yet expand 
easily enough to be useable on lighter 
animals. 4. Bullets for heavy, soft- 
skinned, and dangerous game such as 
Alaska brown bears, large grizzlies, 
lions, and tigers. 5. Heavy nonexpand- 
ing solids designed to drive into an ele- 
phant’s brain or break both shoulders 
of a buffalo or rhino. 

A bullet designer has many tricks 
up his sleeve when he sets out to design 
one for a particular purpose. He can 
make it light or heavy, use a soft core 
of pure lead or a harder one of alloyed 
lead. He can make his gilding-metal 
jacket thick or thin, leave it heavy at 
the base, thin at the point. He can ex- 
pose a great deal of lead at the nose or 
simply a pinpoint of it. 

If he decides to have the bullet ex- 
pand by means of a hollow point, he 
can make the opening large, small, 
shallow, or deep. He can cover the 
nose’s soft lead with some thin, soft 
metal to keep it from battering in the 
magazine and to slow expansion. Or he 
can use some mechanical device such 
as a bronze wedge to split the jacket 
and open the bullet up. 

He can even retain the bullet’s bal- 
listic efficiency by putting a sharp cap 
of thin metal over a hollow point, so 
that when the point strikes game it 
will collapse, and air trapped in the 
cavity will expand the bullet. If he 
wants the bullet to retain a great part 
of its weight, he can use one of several 
devices to stop the mushrooming from 
a third to half way down the jacket. 

But with all his wiles, the bullet de- 
signer isn’t going to be 100 per cent 
successful nor make everyone happy. 
As we've seen, bullets strike different 
parts of an animal at different impact 
velocities and often they do very differ- 
ent things. 

I once shot a buck mule deer in the 
ribs at about 125 yd. with a 150-gr. 











.30/06 bullet of famous make. It blew 
up on the surface and made an en- 
trance hole about 3 or 4 in. in diameter. 
The buck’s lungs looked as if they’d 
been struck by a charge of shot. With 
a bullet of the same make and weight 
I shot a big ram at about 40 yd. as he 
ran from me. The bullet went into the 
rump, came out of the brisket, and 
didn’t expand at all. Many years had 
elapsed between those two kills, and I 
can’t remember another instance when 
the same bullets didn’t perform O.K. 

I shot a lion and some other African 
game with the 270-gr. soft-point bullet 
for the .375 Magnum. In every case the 
recovered bullets looked just like cata- 
log pictures of perfectly mushroomed 
bullets. Then in India I took a crack at 
a running tiger at about 150 yd. That 
same bullet killed the big cat with a 
lung shot, but he ran about 125 yd. be- 
fore he went down. When the bullet 
was recovered it had shed its jacket 
and otherwise misbehaved. 


S° that they will expand rapidly and 
go to pieces when they strike the 
ground, varmint bullets are generally 
made with relatively thin jackets, soft 
lead cores, and hollow or soft points. 
Though such bullets have killed deer- 
size animals, they aren’t reliable on 
such game because they tend to go to 
pieces too quickly. Their use isn’t sport- 
ing. On the other hand, the use of 
heavier, more durable bullets on var- 
mints is unsafe since they tend to rico- 
chet off flat surfaces. 

With lighter big-game animals, the 
biggest problem is quick expansion in- 
stead of deep penetration. The right 
medicine is the bullet that will expand 
rapidly and even disintegrate. I’ve 
made more instantaneous kills on Ari- 
zona whitetail deer, which dress out on 
average from 90 to 110 lb., with the 
Barnes prewar 120-gr. .270 bullet than 
with any other. It had a thin jacket and 
a soft lead core, and when driven at 
about 3,250 f.p.s. at the muzzle it was 
a bomb. I found that a hit anywhere 
near the heart would almost always 
rupture that organ with fragments. I 
never had one of those bullets go 
through even a light deer or antelope 
shot in the chest, and I can’t remember 
anything but one-shot, instantaneous 
kills. I’ve even seen that bullet stay in 
a coyote’s body, and I can’t remember 
hitting a single coyote that wasn’t in- 
stantly dead. 

What Barnes did with a thin jacket 
and soft lead, Western Cartridge did 
with a large hollow-point in its 139-gr. 
bullet for the 7 mm., 130 for the .270, 
and 150 for the .30/06. Results when I 
used them were wicked. Most success- 
ful bullets I've seen on light big game 
in rifles of the .30/30 class are the old- 
fashioned soft-points with soft cores, 
thin jackets, and plenty of lead exposed. 
About 20 years ago I tried loading 
some 170-gr. soft-point .30/30 bullets 
to about 2,550-2,600 in the .30/06, and 
they dropped deer instantly with lung 
shots. Plenty of lead exposed at the 
nose plus thin jackets are good bets for 
bullets to be used on deer in rifles of 
the .30/30 class.

I know of no better bullet for .30/06 
and .300 Magnum rifles used on dan- 
gerous, soft-skinned game than the 
excellent and rugged 220-gr.

I shot three grizzlies with the 
180-gr. pointed soft-point Core-Lokt 
when it was still in the experimental 
stage and was called the “Nib Nose’’.

In their heavier forms, like the 220-gr. 
.30 calibers and the 300-gr. .375 Mag- 
num bullets, they will do even for the 
world’s most dangerous soft-skinned 
animals—Alaska brown bears, polar 
bears, lions, and tigers. However, most 
controlled-expanding bullets won’t give 
as high percentage of instant kills on 
smaller, lighter, softer animals like 
deer, sheep, and antelope as will the 
softer bullets that expand rapidly when 
they strike and tend to blow up. 

Some years ago a friend of mine 
switched from a .30/30 to a .30/06 and 
tried to shoot deer with a famous 220- 
gr. controlled-expanding bullet. He’s 
convinced that the .30/06 kills less well 
than the .30/30. I'll agree with him if 
the .30/30 is fed thin-jacketed bullets 
with soft lead cores and the .30/06 is 
used with rugged and slow-expanding 
220-gr. fodder.

How Much Recoil? 


a who thinks he’s being mur- 
dered when he touches off a .30/06 
with the 180-gr. bullet at 2,700 feet per 
second should try the big British .577 
Nitro Express. The .30/06 pad gives 
about 18 ft. Ib. of free recoil, and the 
577 gives 92 lb. In comparison, the 
ordinary 12 gauge field load of 3% 
drams of powder and 1% oz. of shot 
gives 22.5 ft. lb. when fired in a 742-Ilb. 
gun. Many people who shoot a 12 
gauge without batting an eye will swear 
a .30/06 kills them. 

The .270 with the 130-gr. bullet at 
3,140 f.p.s. has 15 ft. lb., the .30/30 
with the 170-gr. bullet 9 lb. In a 714-Ib. 
gun, the heavy duck load of 3% drams 
of powder and 1% oz. of shot has about 
the same recoil as the 270-gr. bullet in 
the Winchester Model 70 in .375 Mag- 
num, or 32 lb. The .220 Swift has only 
about 5 ft. lb., and the .257 with the 
100-gr. bullet at 2,900 f.p.s. about 7 
ft. Ib. 

The Winchester .458 Magnum, with 
its 500-gr. bullet at 2,125 f.p.s. turns up 
about 55 ft. lb., and the .300 Magnum 
with the 220-gr. bullet 27. The little .22 
Hornet cartridge gives less than 1 Ib. 
of recoil, and the little .222 Remington 
probably not much over 2—-all of which 
explains why it’s easy to shoot the .22 
Hornet and the .222 accurately.

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Model 98 Mauser and will permit the 
use of cartridges with greater over- 
all length. A bullet with a sharp point 
like the Remington Bronze Point will 
result in a cartridge that is longer, 
if the bullet is to come close to the 
lands, than a cartridge using a round- 
nose bullet. 

Over-all length of the finished car- 
tridge depends, then, on the ogive of 
the bullet as well as the length of the 
magazine and the type of throat. An- 
other overlooked detail is that bullets 
should be seated deep enough in the 
neck of the case so that they'll stay 
in. The hunter who seats his bullets 
only 1/16 in. deep, then starts out on 
a hunt, will find he’s lost some out of 
the cases. 

A little experimenting will teach the 
handloader the right over-all length. 
One method is to seat a bullet out too 
long deliberately, then put the car- 
tridge in the magazine and gently ease 
it into the chamber and close the bolt 
or lever. When the cartridge is re- 
moved, the bullet will be seated out to 
touch the lands, and marks of the 
lands will show. Next step is to adjust 
the bullet seater so the bullet will be 
seated a bit deeper when the cartridge 
is put in and the bolt closed. The lands 
should not mark the bullet. 

If the cartridge is now short enough 
to work through the magazine, it is at 
the correct over-all length for that 
individual rifle. If it is still too long, 
it must be seated deeper or magazine 
jams will result. 

Seating bullets out too 
excellent way for a hunter who uses 
handloaded ammunition to get into 
trouble. He’s likely to have a cartridge 
hang up in the magazine, and aiso to 
have a bullet stick in the throat when 
he removes a loaded cartridge from the 
chamber. 

Another detail is that a bullet seated 
out so that it’s jammed hard into the 
lands gives higher pressure than one 
that has a running start before en- 
countering the lands. That’s why some 
makers use a long or ‘freebored’’ 
throat. 

The individual handloader must do a 
bit of experimenting to settle this over- 
all length business. No one else can do 
it for him.

f ye new bullets in 6 mm. caliber have 
been added to the Nosler line by 
Nosler Partition Bullet Co., Ashland, 
Oregon. The bullets weigh 85 and 100 
gr. and are suitable for the .243 Win- 
chester, .244 Remington, and various 
wildcats such as the .243 Rockchucker. 


Other Nosler bullets of various 
weights are made in .25, .270, 7 mm., 
and .30 caliber. All bullets are soft- 
points, are made from gilding metal 
rod, and have a solid belt of metal 
about one-third up from the base. 


They’ve made an excellent reputation 
for reliable expansion and deep pene- 
tration on American and African game. 


.22 Savage Hi-Power 


he little .22 Savage Hi-Power car- 

tridge may be a dead duck in the 
United States, but it’s still manufac- 
tured abroad and is well liked in Eu- 
rope, where it is known as the 5.6 x 
52-R. A German reader tells me that 
single-shot rifles, double rifles, and 
combination guns are being chambered 
for it. 

With its 70-gr. bullet at 2,800 feet 
per second, the .22 Hi-Power wasn’t 


potent enough to be uniformly success- 
ful on large Western mule deer at long

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ranges, and the cartridge acquired a 
bad reputation as a wounder. However, 
in Europe it was ideal for light animals 
such as roebucks, chamois, and even 
fallow deer and moufion. 

An American living in England, the 
late Walter Winans, used a double rifle 
in .22 Hi-Power to clean up on a lot 
of running deer matches, and likewise 
used the rifle on Scotch stags, which 
are about the size of our mule deer. A 
pal of mine recently picked up a pretty 
little Rigby double in that caliber in 
Pakistan, and in London I once saw a 
614-lb. single shot in that caliber that I 
certainly would have given my eye teeth 
to own. 


Fancy Remington .22’s 


wo new versions of the Model 572 

Remington slide action .22 are be- 
ing furnished all classed up fancier 
than the 1958 automobiles. Receivers 
and magazines are made of anodized 
aluminum, and barrels are aluminum 
with steel liners. The “buckskin tan’”’ 
job has barrel and receiver finished in 
a bronzy tan with bright magazine 
and open rear sight.

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Been Missing Ducks 


Question: I haven’t been doing very well 
on ducks with my Remington Wingmaster with 
26-in. barrel bored improved cylinder. I’ve 
| been having to shoot the birds at least twice 
| before they stayed put. Would it help to put 
|a Cutts Comp on the gun and tighten the 
| pattern a bit?—Donald Moore, Mich. 





Answer: Improved cylinder is O.K. for 
taking ducks coming into decoys at 30 yd. 
or so, but for pass-shooting at from 40 to 50 
yd. improved-cylinder boring is quite unsatis- 
factory. You’ve got too much spread and not 
enough pattern. 

What you need is as tight a _ full-choke 
| boring as you can get for that type of shoot- 
| ing. The Cutts Compensator is a good device. 
| Have one put on to give you an over-all barrel 
| length of 26 in., with the improved cylinder or 
| with the spreader tube attached. That will give 

you a longer over-all length with one of the 
full-choke tubes. If I were you, I’d get a 
couple of the close-patterning tubes and see 
which gave me the best patterns with 1%-oz. 
of No. 4’s. Then I’d use that for general pass- 
shooting on ducks.—J.O’C. 


These Two Switches O.K. 


Question: My Remington Model 721 is now 
chambered to fire the .300 H. & H. Magnum, 
but I’m interested in having it rechambered to 
fire the .300 Weatherby Magnum. Would the 
action and barrel stand the increased pressures? 
| Also, would it be practical to have a .257 
| Roberts rechambered to fire the .257 Weatherby 
Magnum?—Don K. Braun, N. Y. 


Answer: The Remington Model 721 has an 
exceedingly strong action, and it would be per- 
fectly O.K. to have the rifle rechambered to fire 
the .300 Weatherby Magnum cartridge. 

It would likewise be entirely practical to 
have a Winchester .257 Roberts rifle recham- 
bered to fire the .257 Weatherby Magnum car- 
tridge, but the magazine, bolt face, and ex- 
tractor would have to be altered. That wouldn’t 
be practical, however, with the Remington 
| Model 722 in .257. The Model 722 action isn’t 
| long enough for the .257 Weatherby cartridge, 
and it would be impossible to alter the bolt 
face and extractor.—J.O’C. 


Shotgun for Deer 


Question: I have a skeet gun and a 28-in. 
improved modified shotgun, and I’d like to 
know which one would be best to use for deer 
hunting. Some say an improved cylinder would 
be better than a full choke. Also, would mount- 
ing a 1X scope on the gun be of any help?— 
Edwin Wojcik, Ill. 


Answer: Boys who’ve shot a lot more rifled 
slugs than I have tell me that they get the 
best patterns with a cylinder-bored gun. So if 
I were you I'd use that skeet gun. I think 
you'd find a 1X Weaver scope would be the 
finest possible sight you could get. With a 
skeet gun, rifled slugs, and a 1X scope, you 
shouldn’t have any trouble killing deer at 100 
yd:—J.O’C. 


Polar-Brown Bear Medicine 


Question: Kindly advise what rifle and scope 
you’d recommend I buy for shooting polar and 
Alaska brown bears. I’m 5 ft. 11 in. tall and 
weigh 160 lb. I was thinking of getting a 
Winchester Model 70, .300 Magnum.—Dr. Wil- 
liam A, Woodcock, Ark. 


Answer: I’d suggest a Winchester Model 70 
in .375 Magnum fitted with a Lyman 48 
receiver sight. I’d take the open sights off. I'd 
also fit the rifle with a good scope of from 
2% to 3X, with internal adjustments for wind- 
age and elevation, on a Griffin & Howe or 
Jaeger side mount. With this type of mount, 





the scope comes off and leaves the top of 
the receiver clean. Then you can slip in the 
slide of the Lyman 48. 

I'd recommend scope as well as iron sights, 
because in the areas you'll hunt these animals 
your rifle will get some rough usage and be 
exposed to dampness. Polar and Alaska 
brownies play for keeps, and though many 
have been killed with .30/06 and .300 Magnum 
rifles, I think the fact that you'll be using the 
powerful .375 will give you confidence and 
help you shoot better. That’s more important 
than the additional killing power.—J.O’C. 


.405 Now Obsolete 


Question: I recently acquired a .405 Win- 
chester Model 1895 rifle and am anxious to 
learn all about it. I understand the .405 was 
used in Africa and Alaska on big game in years 
gone by.—C. T. Evenson, Saskatchewan. 


Answer: The .405 Winchester cartridge, now 
obsolete, drove a 300-gr. bullet at a muzzle 
velocity of 2,220 feet per second and a muzzle 
energy of 3,285 foot pounds. The only rifle 
ever regularly manufactured in the United 
States for this cartridge was the Model 95 Win- 
chester box-magazine lever-action rifle. 

Because of its heavy bullet of large diameter, 
the .405 is quite effective on soft-skinned game 
up to 150 yd., and was used on African lion, 
Asiatic tiger, Alaska brown bear, etc. The late 
Theodore Roosevelt used the .405 as his lion 
medicine in Africa. 

Although the cartridge is obsolete, I imagine 
there is still a fair supply of ammunition knock- 
ing around on the shelves of sporting-goods 
stores. I am sure you could get some through 
Philip Jay Medicus, 18 Fletcher Street, New 
York 38, N. Y.—J.O’C. 


Pressures Too High 


Question: I'd like to have a varmint rifle 
made in .22/250 caliber, but can’t find what I 
want. Would a Martini action be O.K.? Would 
it be safe with maximum loads? I'd appreciate 
any suggestions.—LaVern J. Morgan, III. 


Answer: Pressures in loads commonly used 
in the .22/250 run high. The .22/250 case is the 
-250/3000 case necked down to .22, and is, 
therefore, rimless. These two things call for a 
bolt action of great strength. It’s very dif- 
ficult to get a single-shot action to extract 
rimless cartridges easily, and I’m quite sure 
that the Martini actions currently being 
advertised weren't designed to handle .22/250 
pressures. 

With a magazine block in the magazine for 
the short .22/250 cartridge, any good Mauser 
or Model 70 or Springfield action is O.K. for 
the .22/250. The Remington Model 722 action 
would be a dandy, because it’s shorter than 
the others.—/J.O’C. 


Trap-Skeet Combination? 


Question: If you were buying a Browning 
Superposed 20 gauge gun for a beginner in 
trap and skeet shooting, what barrel length and 
choke would you select?—Eldon Powell, Ohio. 


Answer: There simply isn’t a gun which can 
be used for both trap and skeet. If you get a 
gun bored properly for skeet, where most tar- 
gets are taken at 20 to 22 yd., it isn’t much good 
for traps where at a 16-yd. rise most targets are 
taken at 32 to 33 yd. For skeet you need all 
the pattern you can get, and if possible you 
want it to cover a 30-in. circle at 20 yd. On 
the other hand, such a pattern would allow 
clay targets to slip through if used at traps. 

The only way you could cut it with a Brown- 
ing Superposed 20 gauge would be to get a 
gun with two sets of barrels—one bored espe- 
cially for skeet, the other bored modified and 
full, or full and full. 

Possibly the best compromise would be to 
get a light 20 gauge pump with a standard

To get the most effective load 
with a lightweight bullet for varmint shooting, 
I’m wondering whether I should try loading 
some 85-gr. bullets.

OUTDOOR LIFE 


CANOE will take you to spots 
A that are tough or even impos- 

sible to reach with a regular 
boat. That’s one big reason why so 
many sportsmen have a canoe even if 
they own another craft. Another rea- 
son is that when you consider how long 
a canoe will last, the cost of owning 
one is remarkably low. My own canoe 
is 25 years old and still going strong. 
Over those year’s I’ve spent very little 
on it for maintenance. 

Small streams, back-in-the-woods 
ponds, isolated potholes, and creeks 
that wind through marshes are all 
likely to afford fair sport—if you can 
get afloat on them. Even in settled 
farming areas, streams that can’t be 
reached by car will frequently offer 
surprisingly good fishing. I know sev- 
eral that are always good for my limit 
of trout. The local folk may fish from 
the banks or keep a boat on the stream, 
but the snag-infested or brush-bor- 
dered stretches are practically virgin 
waters for the fellow who lugs in a 
light canoe. You can also use your 
canoe to get into neglected spots for 
some good summer shooting and fall 
hunting. 

Maybe you know of a larger or 
longer waterway within driving dis- 
tance. If it’s a small lake, there'll 
likely be tributary creeks to explore. 
Then you can paddle around the shore- 
line, poking into these side waters, and 
wind up at your starting point. To ex- 
plore a river, your canoe and camping 
outfit can be shipped or hauled to some 
point well upstream. Then you can 
cruise down where you've arranged to 





be picked up by car. Some rivers are 
so crooked you may have to travel 100 
miles to reach a point only 40 miles 
away by road. Naturally such a long 
trip is a project for a vacation or a 
long weekend. 

In a similar category are wilderness 
canoe trips, often taken with a rented 
outfit. There’s a wide choice of canoe 
country in our northern states and 
Canada. Just be sure to pick a route 
that suits your experience, or lack of it. 
You'll see country that’s wild and dif- 
ferent, and you'll follow waters that 
provide good fishing. 

Best of all, such trips needn’t be ex: 
pensive. You can take your own canoe 
and outfit, or you can depend on an 
outfitter for everything. Most “pack- 
age” trips of this sort—-with a complete 
supply of good grub—run $5 to $6 a 
day per person, if two are in the party. 

Readers interested in owning their 
own canoes—often as a second boat— 
write and ask such questions as: 1. 
What size and type of canoe should I 
buy? 2. How about using a motor? 3. 
Is a canoe safe? 4. Can I fish satisfac- 
torily from one? 5. How about a canoe 
for shooting or hunting? Let’s take 
them one at a time. 

Size and Type—The main require- 
ment of a canoe is that it should suit 
the use you want to make of it. It 
shouldn’t be unnecessarily large but it 
mustn’t be dangerously small. How 
heavy a load will it have to carry? 
What waters will it be used on? These 
are usually related factors in determin- 
ing size.

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about the same. A molded-plastic ca- 
noe of comparable quality is likely to 
cost less but weigh more. A canvas- 
covered or aluminum canoe needn’t 
weigh over 60 Ib. for a 15-footer, 
around 75 for an 18. 

The shape of a canoe makes it easy 
to handle. You can get one end up, 
then the other, so the long, slim hull 
is easy to load on a car. Or carrying it 
in over a portage or from your car to 
the water, a canoe is easy to balance 
on your shoulders. It’s also long enough 
so you can hook the bow over a tree 
limb and ease the other end to the 
ground. This way you can get out from 
under to rest yourself on a long carry. | 
If you're up against many such carries, | 
a padded carrying yoke is the thing. | 
Or, if the going permits, you might | 
want to use a little folding canoe cart 
that you can shove or pull with the 
loaded canoe. 

For auto-top carrying, some sports- 
men merely tie the canoe down over a 
couple of cushions and hold the ends 
with ropes to the front and rear bump- 
ers. You'll have better luck if you use 
a pair of regular suction-cup mount- 
ings on top of the car. Loading and | 
unloading are then easier, and there’s | 
less chance of marring the car’s finish. 
Also, the mid-section of the canoe can | 
be secured as well as having the ends 
tied down. 

Motors for Canoes—While a canoe | 
purist will have nothing to do with | 
a motor, you needn’t share this view. | 
The right motor can often be a big help | 
on fishing, hunting, and canoe-camping | 
trips. | 

Square-sterned canoes designed for | 
outboard motors make good all-purpose | 
craft. However, what you gain in one} 
direction may be lost in another. Ordi- | 
narily, the better a canoe performs | 
under power, the poorer paddler it will | 
be. The critical point is: what’s been 
done to the stern? 

To justify a craft’s being classed as a 
canoe, the body and bow should be un- 
altered. In some makes, the sharpness 
of the stern is retained well above the 
water, and only the gunwales are 
widened out to make a place for clamp- | 
ing the motor. In others, some of the} 
stern has been ‘‘chopped off’ to give a} 
transom just wide enough to take the | 
clamps. Still others have a relatively | 
large transom. The first modification | 
will hardly affect how the canoe will | 
paddle. The others may.

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| car. On long trips, uninteresting 
stretches can be covered more quickly 
by motor. Or you can use your motor 
to buck currents on larger side streams. 
| For wilderness trips a motor can be 
| a convenience, or just so much excess 
weight, depending largely on where 
your fuel supply can be replenished. In 
some wilderness areas, of course, out- 
boards aren’t allowed. 

In no case should you try to make a 
speedboat out of a canoe. These long, 
slim craft drive easily up to say 5 
m.p.h. but can’t be forced much over 
| that. The smallest motor you can get, 
a 2 or 2%4-horsepower, will drive a 15 
or even a 17-footer that fast. The limit 
| for such sizes, generally put at 344 and 
5 h.p., will be advantageous only if the 
canoe is heavily loaded. The 18 and 19- 
footers will take 5 to 7% h.p. More 
power merely buries the stern and 
| pushes the bow out, making more fuss 
than speed. 





Or conventional canoes, you should 
use a motor bracket that clamps 
firmly over the gunwales. It should be 
light-weight, and adjustable for the 
height of the motor, the width of the 
canoe, and the angle of the gunwale. A 
good bracket will cost around $15. 

For waters on which gasoline motors 
are prohibited, a good outfit is a small 
canoe and an electric outboard motor. 
The weight of such a powerplant— 
largely in the battery—is low, making 
the canoe steadier. 

How Safe?—It’s largely up to you. 
You quickly learn that your canoe is 
quite stable so long as you keep your 
weight low. On small streams, you can 
paddle sitting on a seat or even stand- 
ing while you balance yourself with a 
light pole to push up a shallow stretch 
and so have a better view of what’s 
ahead. But you should also learn to 
paddle kneeling on a pad, with your 
rump against your heels or athwart. 
Your weight’s lower down, your paddle 
strokes don’t rock the canoe so much, 
and you get more power. 

Eventually you'll find yourself on 
wide or deep waters. If it’s windy and 
you haven’t enough load aboard to put 
the bow down, paddle far enough for- 
ward so the bow rides only slightly 
higher than the stern. If you have to 
move about in the canoe, try to delay 
doing it until you’ve reached a “safe” 
stretch. Even then crouch low with 
your hands sliding along holding both 
gunwales and your weight down low as 
you shift. If two paddlers must swap 
positions, one should crouch down mo- 
tionless while the other crawls over 
him. 

Your paddle should be light but 
strong, and should be long enough to 
reach from the ground to your nose 
when you’re standing. It should have a 
reasonably narrow blade. Expertness in 
paddling comes only with practice. Al- 
ways Carry a spare paddle. 

Fishing from a Canoe—Many fisher- 
men claim no other craft can equal a 
canoe. The rules are simple. Balance is 
everything in a canoe; make no sudden 
twists or turns that might throw you 
off. Never stand up to cast or play a 
fish. With one man trolling and the

other paddling, the troller should sit 
facing aft. When casting, it’s prefer- 
able to sit forward of center, just be- 
hind the bow seat and raised on a 
couple of cushions or your duffle. Have 
the canoe pointed in the general direc- 
tion to which you’re casting and cast 
at an angle from the bow, either right 
or left. If you hook a particularly big 
fish try to beach the canoe to land him 
from the shore. 

As in any fishing boat be careful not 
to hook your partner. Both my wife 
and I frequently fish, using short rods. 
Then there’s enough space between us 
so we won't hit each other. If one of us 
hooks a fish the other drops his line, 
gets the landing net handy, and if nec- 
essary steadies the canoe with a paddle. 
Teamwork is particularly important in 
canoe fishing. 

Shooting from a Canoe—Using a ca- 
noe is the best way I know of to get 
in some summer shooting. Take your 
shotgun and varmit rifle, perhaps a 
pistol, and float down a stream. When 


you come to a stretch with high, wooded | 


banks, pull in close, tie to a bush, and | 
try tooting in some crows. Chances 
are they’ve never been shot at before 
in that wooded valley and will come 
eagerly to your call. Cornfields and 
meadows bordering farmland streams 
are also sure places for crows. Watch 
for woodchucks, too. Approaching by 
water, you can often glide up almost to 
their dens. A canoe is also good for 
creeping up on bullfrogs and snapping 
turtles. If photography’s your hobby, 
just follow the shoreline with a quiet 
paddle and your camera at the ready. | 

Later on, floating for squirrels and 
ducks can be good sport. Squirrels, 
I’ve found, are more curious than afraid 
of a canoe. With a canoe you can easily 
cover both banks for several miles, 
plus many side patches of woods. 

A canoe can also be a good duck- 
boat. Jump-shooting from one can be 
quite productive. One method is to 
make it a three-man operation. Haul 
your canoe upstream, and camouflage 
it with a few branches. Then two of 
you paddle downstream while the third 
drives the car a couple of miles down- 
stream where he can reach the water 
to throw in a few decoys and conceal 
himself on the bank. As the float- 
ing pair jump-shoot downstream, the 
flushed ducks usually become a target 
for the third man. When you reach 
him, he can take over a spot in the| 
canoe while someone else drives down 
another couple of miles. 





I any shooting from a canoe the safe 
way is to have it pointed in the 
direction in which you shoot. The dan- 
ger in a side shot is that the recoil 
might throw you off balance. If you’re 
waiting for something to show up, pos- 
sibly with the canoe pulled into the 
rushes, shove your paddles down into 
the mud each side and secure the ca-| 
noe between them by a line around | 
athwart. Then it’s safe to take side 
or angling shots even with a heavy 
gun. 

For hunting with gun or camera, 
learn the stalking stroke. The paddle 
blade is kept in the water, turned edge- |

Two other ways to move a canoe 
along are by rowing or sailing. Some 
fisherman like to row, trolling at the 
same time. I’ve also trolled effectively 
while sailing a canoe in a light breeze. 
On long canoe-camping trips, it’s com- 
mon practice to sail open stretches if 
the wind is astern. Usually a couple 
of saplings are cut: one is lashed up- 
right to a forward thwart as a mast, 
the other is secured to one edge of a 
tarp so it can be hoisted aloft as a sail. 
One man then sits forward on the bot- 
tom, handling ropes attached to the 
bottom corners of the sail. The other 
steers lazily with a paddle from the 
canoe’s stern. 

Fitted with a “tailor-made” rig, the 
canoe is a better-sailing craft, quite 
ast and—because you can sail with 
beam and quarter winds and even tack 
to windward— it’s interesting to handle. 
You can buy a complete canoe sail rig 
for around $135. Or you can make 
some of the parts, buying only the 
fittings or those parts you can’t man- 
age yourself. 

Sportsmen sometimes build their own 
canoes; others buy a secondhand canoe 
and recondition it. Either is a good 
pre-season project. A canoe is a diffi- 
cult craft to build but plans can be had 
and a careful workman can do the job 
inexpensively. An easier way, though, 
is to buy a used canoe and work it 
over. You can often get one for around 
$50. Unless abused, canoes remain 
structurally sound for many years. 
Ordinarily the covering fails first. Put- 
ting on new canvas or Fiberglas isn’t 
difficult if you follow proper instruc- 
tions. 

If the varnish or paint on the inside is 
in bad shape, remove it and build up a 
new coating rather than doctoring up 
the old finish. After recovering and re- 
finishing, the canoe should be almost 
like new. It may not be exactly the 
type or size you'd like to have, but it 
should show you how useful a canoe 
can be. And if you want to trade it in 
later, there’s a good chance the work 
you’ve done has doubled the canoe’s 
value. 

But however you get your canoe—by 
building, reconditioning, or buying a 
brand-new one—you’ll find sport in 
more places than ever before.—J. A. 
Emmett

varying weather and light conditions, 
three times a day for three days. 

After the final test, we sat around 
the Fort Lewis Inn figuring up results. 
Yellow had been far out in front on 
every run. Orange and green followed. 
It’s funny how well green shows up 
against even an evergreen forest. The 
plaid rated ahead of blue and red. Red 
definitely scored as a _ low-visibility 
color, regardless of light conditions, in 
heavy brush and against green foliage. 
The biggest surprise to the experts 
were the fluorescent colors. Under poor 
light conditions, they just hadn’t shown 
up well at any range. Both teams saw 
plain-dye colors much more easily 
under any conditions. 

Next day we moved over to the elk 
preserve in the Olympic National For- 
est, near Shelton, Washington, for 
Phase Three. That’s when Earl Mericle 
staged his re-enactment of the fatal 
shooting, as described earlier. 

Because of the shooting re-enact- 
ment, things were pretty quiet in camp 
that evening. Next morning we started 
Phase Three of the tests, in clear 
weather among the towering ever- 
greens and snow-clad hills. 

It was 10 months later, October, 1957, 
when I rejoined Sloan, Heinsen, Lahr, 
Anderson, and the rest of the gang at 
Fort Lewis for Phase Four and Final 
of Operation Rainbow. 

By then, statisticians had tabulated 
and evaluated the combined results of 
the Fort Ord, Fort Lewis, and Olympic 
Forest series of tests. Against a theo- 
retical ‘possible’ of 75, the colors 
tested had scored: Yellow 72, orange 
46, the plaid 34, green 27, red 25, blue 
19. One reason’for yellow’s good score, 
Dr. Heinsen explained, is that yellow is 
much easier than red is to see out of 
the corners of the eyes. Yellow, as the 
experts describe it, has a greater width 
in the field of vision. 

Now Phase Four got under way with 
two days of the same tests in both 
bright weather and rain over Fort 
Lewis’ Adkins Hill area. This typical 
Northwestern coastal midautumn game 
country was a riot of reds, yellows, 
purples, greens, and browns. 

Again, yellow was the stand-out. A 
270-pound color-blind corporal tried his 
darndest but couldn't see anything else. 
“Seems to me,” I heard him grumble, 
“that the biggest an’ best possum hunt- 
er in South Ca’lina oughta be able to 
find somethin’ besides that ol’ yaller 
flag they keep on stickin’ up out thar.” 

Comparative scores for the other 
colors were in line with those made in 
the earlier tests, except that red— 
which proved especially difficult to lo- 
cate against reddish-brown foliage— 
dropped below blue into the cellar 
position. 

After the second day’s tests, I fig- 
ured the experts would be satisfied. 
They weren’t. They wanted to find out 
how yellow and the other colors stand 
out against the background of a so- 
called yellow forest. They knew of 
such a forest in Washington’s Stevens 
Pass country, near Marrit. So next

Then I wear 
greens or browns which more nearly 
match the country. I scout out the 


area before opening day, and pick my | 


spot. If I go into the country before or 
at daybreak, I use a flashlight—few 
hunters, even novices, will shoot at a 
light moving through the woods, and it 
doesn’t seem to disturb the deer. If I go 


in after daylight, I wait until the visibil- | 
ity is very good, and stay in the middle 


of an old tote road or wide trail. I even 
whistle a little tune when I come near 
a spot that might conceal a hunter. 
Not many guys will shoot at a whis- 
tling buck. When I get to my stand I 
stay put. There’s a much better chance 
of a buck coming by me than I have 
of slipping up on one.” 

In drab clothes, Elliott figures, he 
can spot most other hunters before 
they see him. Any 


hunter who spots | 


him first, he reasons, will be an experi- | 


enced hunter with a good game eye, 
and not very likely to shoot at anything 
until he knows whether it’s a buck, doe, 
bull, or human. 

“By wearing bright red or yellow,” 
says Elliott, “I’d make myself much 
more visible, and if the guy is itchy 


enough to crack down on the first thing 
he sees move, I might not have time to 
get out of the way.” Elliott knows 
| quite a few experienced big-game hunt- 
ers who feel just as he does. 

In spite of the current emphasis on 
yellow and red, there’s an off-chance 
that hunting clothes of the future won’t 
be of any single solid color, but of two 
high-visibility colors, patterned to con- 
trast sharply with each other as well 
| as with the background. 


The wife of one of the writers has | 


superacute color vision—so acute that 
looking at certain colors hurts her eyes. 
We showed her a large card on which 
are printed the signal flags used for 
visual communication by the ships of 
all nations, and asked her to point out 
the one that first caught her eye.

Oregon doesn’t report the color 
of victims’ clothing.

Red controversy, it’s significant to 
check on the conclusions of the Nation- 
al Rifle Association, one of Operation 
Rainbow’s sponsors, and long a leader 
in the drive for safer hunting.

We think that their value is proved 
beyond argument by data compiled 
from the Uniform Hunter Casualty 
Reports prepared by N.R.A. and dis- 
tributed to all states which care to use 
them—presently 36 states and two Ca- 
nadian provinces. One of the report 
questions is whether the killed or 


wounded hunter was wearing a prom- |

At this time | 


we think that the ‘safest’ color to wear | 


is the one which contrasts most strongly 
the local natural background, and— 
especially in big-game hunting—to the 
color of the animal being hunted. 

“But no one” warns Rogers, ‘“‘should 
ever put too much trust in any color. 
The No. 1 hunting-safety precaution 
is, and always will be, to see your 
target clearly, and to identify it beyond 
the shadow of a doubt, before you 
shoot.”

Packing Light 


to every campsite you’re planning 
to use, you’ve little cause to worry 
about how much your camping gear 
weighs. But if you like to pitch camp 
farther off the beaten path, it’ll pay you 
to think twice about the weight of 
everything that goes into your outfit. 
It’s one thing to carry a load from 
car to tent platform or from boat to 
tent site; it’s quite another proposition 
to pack your outfit over long canoe 
portages, or up and down wilderness 
trails all day. A long hike can make 25 
Ib. seem like 50. And don’t be fooled 


I YOU CAN drive your car right up 


simply because you can walk around 
the house for 10 minutes with a 50-lb. 
pack and still have lots of bounce. 

The farther you have to tote your 
gear, the more careful you should be 
about trimming it down. You go camp- 
ing to enjoy yourself, and there’s little 
pleasure in packing needless weight. 
As an old guide once told me, “The 
lighter the load, the longer the fun.” 
Let’s see how and where we can 
shave down the load. 

To begin with, let’s consider the tent. 
Unless you’re spending just a single 
night in the woods under guaranteed-

perfect weather conditions, you'll be a 
lot more comfortable inside a tent. It 
gives protection not only from the 
weather, but also from insects and those 
“crawling things” that most people 
don’t care for. And a tent lets you get 
your small items of gear in out of the 
night dampness. 

Ordinarily I don’t find much use for a 
one-man tent. A two-man tent will not 
only be just as easy to pitch but will 
hold two men, or give one man a lot 
more stretching room. In bad weather, 
a strictly one-man tent can be miser- 
able while a two-man job lets you get 
all your gear in out of the weather, 
move about, and even cook if you have 
a small stove that’s suitable for inside 
use. If three or more campers are 
along, you can take either one larger 
tent or two small ones. 

Two-man tents can be had weighing 
under 15 lb. apiece, some as little as 9 
lb. These have a floor area of 7 x 7 ft. 
and are so light they can be set up by 
a youngster, yet will sleep three if 
need be. Complete with aluminum pole 
this tent weighs under 12 lb. 

Another type of two-man tent is hung 
from an external metal-tube frame. 
This makes pitching a lot easier where 
it’s difficult to drive stakes, find over- 
head branches to which to attach ridge 
ropes, or where you may wish to move 
the tent about once it has been as- 
sembled. Many of this type weigh well 
under a dozen pounds complete with all 
poles and carrying bag. They’re made 
of thin but well-treated material that 
can stand rough usage and storms far 
beyond what you might expect. They 
can be packed with ease, and assembled 
even after dark with a little practice. 
If weight is an important factor in 
your camping plans, I’d certainly look 
into this type. 

There are various types of light- 
weight so-called mountain-climber tents 
which are fine. Surplus U.S.A. moun- 
tain tents weigh about 9 lb. and are de- 
signed for rough treatment and tough 
weather. They come with tunnel doors 
and screened ventilators, and use out- 
side poles. The pup tent is available 
with sewed-in floors and screened win- 
dows, and weighs about 9 Ib. You can 
still get the army pup tent that comes 
in two halves that button together. 
Two men each carry a 5-lb. half. 

Before selecting a tent, decide how 
you’re going to travel, how many 
campers need to be sheltered, and how 
much equipment will need protection. 
Then go through the catalogues and 
camping-supply stores to see what’s 
best for your purpose, your party, and

your pocketbook. Be sure and check 
weights along with the prices and 
sizes. What sort of service you'll get 
from your tent depends to a great ex- 
tent on how you treat it, though the bet- 
ter materials, with proper care, give 
better service in the long run than 
“good enough” materials. 

When you come to selecting light- 
weight sleeping gear, you'll find that 
sleeping bags win hands down, when 
compared with blankets, comforters, 
and odds and ends of coverings. Sleep- 
ing bags, of course, come in a wide 
variety of materials, types, and sizes. 
You can get them for youngsters, for 
one adult, for more than one person, or

as single bags that can be opened up 
and zipped together for double sleeping. 
The lightest bags are the most expen- 
sive, but less expensive bags do fine, 
and are still lighter than blankets. 

A down-filled bag will weigh about 
6 lb., while one filled with less-expen- 
sive Dacron, wool, or kapok will weigh 
substantially more. If you are to camp 
under extremely cold conditions, two 
bags—even two of the least-inexpen- 
Sive bags—will do amazingly well in 
bitter cold weather, but then you’re out 
of the lightweight class. 

The army has found that a single 40- 
percent down-filled bag will be comfort- 
able when it’s down to about 35°, but 
when another of this same type was 
inserted into this bag the sleeper could 
be comfortable down to 40 below zero. 
Another gimmick is to use a single 
bag with a blanket liner, although that 
liner may weigh almost as much as the 
whole second bag. 

I'd suggest an air mattress to go 
underneath your bag. It might weigh 3 
or 4 lb. but it will make your bag 
warmer, softer, and drier. A plastic 
job that comes just to your knees may 
weigh only half that. Air mattress or 
no air mattress, use a ground cloth 
under your bag anyway. This can be 
a square of canvas, old shower curtain, 
or piece of oil cloth with the slick side 
down. Of course if you use a tent, the 
sewed-in floor will do fine. A ground 
cloth, incidentally can make a fair 
tent in a pinch. 

If you plan to be in camp for any 
number of nights, you may want some 
sort of stove and some sort of light be- 
sides the fire and your flashlight. Al-

hurry. The Swedish-type primus stoves 
are single burner, weigh but about 2 | 





| lb. and do a fine job. Then there’s an} 


interesting little jet-type gasoline stove 
which weighs about 12 oz. and can be 
carried in a pocket. The canned-heat 
type of small stove is also lightweight 
and easy to fold up and tote in a cor- 
ner of your knapsack, while a little 
aluminum affair—weighing 5% oz. and 
fitting in a pocket—burns white, king- 
size “aspirin” tablets of fuel and will do 
for heating water, even if you can’t 
cook much on it. 

If you can’t have an open fire, or are 
traveling by car, by all means take | 
along a two-burner gasoline, kerosene, 
or gas-burning stove. We usually take 
a two-burner and a single-burner if go- 
ing by car, and use the single-burner 
bottled-gas unit for quick coffee, toast, 
and tent warming. 

The camp lantern presents about the 
same problems. If you have the room 
and the carrying power, a liquid or gas- 
burning lantern will be well worth the 
added weight. But if you’re traveling 
light, take along a folding candle lan- 
tern instead. These weigh about 1% 
lb. although some candle lanterns weigh 
as little as 2% oz., and yet will give a 
friendly light all night for a few pen- 
nies. Candles can also be used to start 
damp wood. 

Food, especially if your trip is an ex- 
tensive one, is a major item of weight. 
It’s true that you eat up some of this 
weight every day, but there’s not much 
sense starting off lugging more weight 
than you need to. The complete story 


of lightweight foods is a long one in| 


itself, but a couple of general rules 
should help you cut down on the 


weight of your camping grub. 


pence as few canned foods and fresh 
foods as possible. Substitute dehy- 
drated foods wherever you can. Can- 
ned and fresh foods owe a high per- 
centage of their weight to water, and 
you'll have plenty of that in camp to 
combine with the lightweight dehy- 
drated foods you carry along. 

The rig you use to carry your gear 
adds more weight to your outfit. A 
packbasket, packsack, or packframe 
all weigh something. Again, keep it 
light. A light packsack weighs 2 lb., a 
large packbasket tips the scales at 6. 
Too small a pack, however, is useless 





even if light, so perhaps you can tote 
an extra pound or two to give you more 
carrying room and pockets for small 
camping items that you may need in a 
hurry.

tects them. It also protects your back. 
No matter what type you pick—basket, 
frame, or sack, be sure it fits well, 
is as light as possible for what you 
want to carry, is no wider than your 
shoulders if you'll be going through 
thick cover, and is well made. A one- 
shoulder bag, to my way of thinking, 
is far more bother than it’s worth. It 
always shifts around, keeps you off 
balance, and doesn’t carry enough to 
make it worthwhile. Instead of using 
such a secondary pack, better get a bit 
larger back pack. 

All this may sound like being pretty 
darned fussy about a couple of pounds 
here and there, but when you add up 
the pounds you save, you'll find you 
have a lighter load that makes for 
longer fun.—C. B. Colby.

“I remember once Betty and I were 
out here in the Cub. We had a special 
compartment for fish, and I kept load- 
ing reds into it like cordwood as Betty 
caught ’em. Finally, there was no more 
room, but she wouldn’t stop fishing. I 
had to beat the water with a stick to 
scare the fish away, and had a hard 
time doing that.” 

That’s surf fishing, Gulf Coast style. 
There’s lots of it—miles and miles of 
uncrowded beaches along the main- 
land, on the islands, reefs, and keys. I 
know of no other coast which produces 
in comparable numbers or variety. 
There is one staple species, however. 
Speckled trout, the spotted weakfish, 
is surf fishing to most Gulf Coast an- 
glers, and an angler with spec know- 
how has little trouble catching 50 on a 
good day. Arthur Hebert, dean of 
Southern surf fishermen, used to make 
a living catching trout at Grand Isle 
on a casting rod. On a good day he'd 
catch 200. Art was a commercial fish- 
erman, though. 

Gulf Coast surf fishing has a lot in 
its favor, not the least of which is the 
ease and low cost. Of course, the trip 
to the Chandeleurs is something of an 
expedition. I made it by plane, the ex- 
pensive way. Per-head prices for the 
air trip from New Orleans usually runs 
about $30 a day. It’s quite a distance 
and there aren’t many pilots with the 
experience to make the landings safely. 
Although the islands lie in Louisiana 
waters, it’s actually much shorter to 
go from Mississippi's Gulfport-Biloxi 
area. From Gulfport it’s only about 25 
miles to the north end of Chandeleurs. 
Several charter pilots have operated off 
and on from the Mississippi coast, and 
you could check on the ones now active 
through the Gulfport and Biloxi cham- 
bers of commerce. 

The run to the Chandeleurs by boat 
is not practical for smaller outboards. 
Inboards—and outboard  cruisers— 
make it, usually taking along small 
skiffs with which to move inte the bays. 

But there are many places along the 
Gulf Coast where the fisherman can 
just park his car, get out, and begin to 
fish. A bridge across Caminada Pass,

mense fishing areas. There’s a bewil- 
dering maze of thousands of islands, so 
don’t venture too far from the main 
channels without a guide, or until you’ve 
familiarized yourself with the area. 
Guides are available at most landings, 
as are boats. You can get an excellent 
map of the Louisiana coastline free of 
charge from a leading oil company. 
Detailed navigation charts of the costal 
areas can be obtained from the U. S. 
Coast and Geodetic Survey office, 
Washington, D. C. 

Texas surf fishermen, working from 
outboards, regularly fish Padre Island, 
St. Joseph Island, Matagorda Island, 
and the islands and points of Galveston 
Bay. Off Mississippi they can find Cat 
Island, Horn Island, and Ship Island, 
all within 12 miles of the coast. By 
watching the weather, it’s safe enough 
for an angler to venture out this far in 
the usually calm Gulf. Over in Florida 
the area of Apalachee Bay is ideally 
suited to working from outboards. 

Skiffs along the Gulf Coast usually 
rent for $2 to $4 a day. Charter boats 
which can handle six to 10 people 
charge from $50 to $75 a day. These 
are fine for reaching the outer islands, 
and many parties use them as a base of 
operations back in the large bays, 
ranging out from them in skiffs to the 
islands and reefs. 

In this brand of surf fishing there’s 
usually no special tackle to buy, with 
the exception of local lures. If the new- 
comer to the sport is a fisherman al- 
ready, his casting or spinning gear is 
all he needs. The optimum, however, 
is a six-foot glass rod with good back- 
bone. The length will help you flip a 
spoon out with little effort, even when 
you’re chest-deep in water, and glass 
withstands the salt spray best. Any 
reel that will cast well will do the trick, 
but lightness and resistance to corro- 
sion should be considered. Remember, 
of course, to wash your gear well with 
fresh water at the end of each day. 

In the matter of clothing you need 
very little. If you have a burn-proof 
suntan, a pair of swim trunks is fine. 
Most fishermen are more comfortable 
in a pair of old slacks and a shirt. 
Sneakers dry quickly and protect your 
feet from shells, crabs, and an occa- 
sional sting ray. If you get too hot, 
dunk yourself and let the breeze cool 
you. 


(5" Coast fishing is uncomplicated 
and inexpensive. You don’t have to 
spend years at it to become proficient. 
You’ll catch fish the first time out. Not 
like Buck Davis does, of course, nor 
like Art Hebert did.

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Curing Field Faults 


written on sand, but the faults of 

our dogs will provoke any man, is 
a saying that is proverbial among dog 
lovers. Yet the faults of our dogs are 
as much ours as theirs, for they accrue 
because of our own negligence, lack of 
systematic training, improper correc- 
tion, or other conditions over which we 
should have control. 

We find more of these in dogs work- 
ing upland feather, particularly the 
pointing breeds, than in the water or 
trail dogs. Perhaps this is due to the 
fact that we are curtailing their natu- 
ral inclinations more in this field than 
elsewhere. And because some of these 
faults can completely spoil a day’s 
shooting, it will be to our advantage to 
see if we can understand and prevent 
them. 

“Blinking”’ is one of the faults that 
may crop up in a field dog. This is a 
term used in reference to a dog that 
points game, but shys back from it or 
leaves it before the flush. He may lo- 
cate it and leave without pointing, or 
he may point and leave as soon as the 
gun approaches. This is quite definitely 
a training fault. In the case of the ex- 
perienced trainer, severe correction 
may be the cause. Or he may be guilty 
of not making it clear to the dog just 
what he’s supposed to do. 

We encounter this not only in point- 
ing but in flush dogs, the latter veering 
off to prevent the flush and whatever 
might happen to them following it. 

A dog that backs out of his birds as 
the handler comes up, then circles them 
and points from the other side is not 
a true blinker. He’s inclined to be gun- 
shy. Teach this dog to drop on com- 
mand, then approach him in the field 
so that you are in front. Command him 
to drop before he has a chance to back 
out, and make him stay until you have 
flushed the birds. Only on rare occa- 
sions should a flushing whip be used 
for intimidation. But if you can’t hold 
the dog down otherwise, use it. Yard 
training for gun-shyness—using the 
feed pan—may also help. 

A dog that points and leaves com- 
pletely when the handler comes up, or 
drops back to the handler’s heel is re- 
flecting some unpleasant experience in 
his early training—perhaps severe pun- 
ishment or an accident. Hunting him 
with a dog that breaks and chases, en- 
couraging him to do so, too, sometimes 
helps by keeping alive his interest in 
the birds. However, if the handler 
regains this dog’s confidence and care- 
fully brings him under command con- 
trol without his associating it with 
birds, he will get better results. 
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_A dog that scents birds and then 
avoids them completely is the worst 
offender. The cause may be the same 
as for the previous dog, but he is 
harder to correct for we don’t know 
about the birds until it’s too late. Any 
dog that hunts through an area which 
has birds and doesn’t find them should 
be watched carefully for this trait. You 
have your choice—overcome the dog’s 
fear of what might happen if he finds 
birds, or get rid of him. Perhaps the 
easiest treatment is a course of train- 
ing with controlled game, such as is 
used for teaching elementary pointing. 

A trainer should consider with what 
the dog connects punishment. A dog 
that is punished for flushing or chasing 
may connect it with the birds, not the 
act, and then stop hunting. 

Bolting usually terminates a day’s 
shooting if one must depend on a dog 
with this fault. He refuses to handle 
and pays no attention to the gun’s com- 
mands, but leaves the course or area 
over which he should hunt. Some dogs 
will just quit hunting and take off to 
get out of work. Others will keep on 
hunting, but will do so on their own 
and without regard for the owner’s 


wishes. Occasionally one takes off to 
avoid punishment after a field mistake, 
or he may be a border-line gun-shy dog 
that was too close to the gun on the 
last shot. 

Correction must begin with determi- 
nation of the cause. We hope it’s sim- 
ply the undertrained dog going off to 
hunt on his own. You will never accom- 
plish anything with any dog by run- 
ning after him—you will only increase 
his alarm. Sit down, smoke a cigarette, 
and wait until the dog comes back. If 
he doesn’t return, leave your coat or a 
blanket from the car where he left you, 
or where the car was parked, and go 
home. If he’s not too far from the home 
kennel he will return there; otherwise 
you probably will find him in the vicin- 
ity of the article you left out. 

This dog may just need more obedi- 
ence training, especially to stop and 
come on command. Give him some pos- 
itive lessons in these, and when you do 
return to the field keep on a check- 
line. Make certain he is responsive to 
command before releasing him again. 

A dog that just quits hunting should 
be examined physically before judg- 
ment is passed on him. He may be suf-

fering from heart worm or some other 
ailment. If he is running for fear of 
punishment, then work him on a check- 
line and make a positive effort to con- 
vince him that he will not be punished. 

Under no circumstances scold or 
punish him if he returns to you while 
you’re smoking that cigarette or eating 
lunch. Be glad he’s back and get on 
with your obedience training. 

Breaking to wing and breaking to 
shot are both faults. The latter is not 
as bad as the former, however, though 
we don’t like either in a pointing dog, 


in pursuit of a winging bird that may 
or may not have been hit. Where a re- 
trieve is demanded, whether you're 
working with flush or pointing dog, 
breaking immediately on the flush or 
to wing may enable the dog to get a 
wounded ground runner that otherwise 
might be lost. Many gunners contend 
that they get more game with dogs | 
breaking on the flush or to shot than | 
from dogs that hold steady until sent | 
out.

If your dog is doing that and 
you are after game, leave him alone. 
Some amateurs resort too much to 
the flushing whip, backing in to make 
the flush while cracking the grass with 
a whip to intimidate the dog into hold- 
ing steady. Contestants at field trials 
have even been guilty of this. With a 
flush dog that bolts in on his game, the 
whip is impracticable, for you are not 


can’t kill birds backing into them 
cracking a whip, and you are likely to 
make the dog bird-shy. 

Returning to basic training is the 
best correction for this, and if you 
haven’t let the fault run too long it will 
be effective. Work the dog into point 
on native or controlled game plants, 
and stake him down with a check cord. 

With a spaniel or other flush dog 
that’s working within gunshot range, 
you can get up in time to step on a 25- 
foot cord so that the dog is stopped at 
the break. This dog should be taught 
to sit with the wing, and then mark the 
fall for the retrieve. 

Even the spaniel or pointer that 
breaks to the kill must not be per- 
mitted to do so until he’s been made 
steady and is responsive to commands. 
If he knows the rules, and when they 
can be broken to advantage, let him do 
it as long as his judgment is sound. 
That will take an old, seasoned gun 
dog, however. Disregard this advice 
for young, partially seasoned dogs. 

Sometimes we find a dog that always 
holds steady when on check, and then 
breaks when he thinks he’s free. This is 
a problem that requires more patience. 
Sometimes you can use a loud-snap- 
ping harness hook on the line, and just 
snap the hook by the dog’s ear as you 
pass him to make the flush. An invet- 
erate shot breaker once won a feature 
trial under this restraint.

links large enough to make a rattling 
noise. Hit the dog with it a few times 
soundly enough to draw his attention 
momentarily from the bird, and make 
him aware that you can reach him 
from a distance. A one-pound coffee 
tin containing a few pebbles is also 
effective. Neither of these need hit 
the dog every time. The rattle of the 
chain or of the stones in the can as it 
hits the ground or swishes through the 
grass near him is often sufficient. The 
main thing is to let the dog know he’s 
never completely beyond your control. 

False pointing is aggravating and 
generally indicates over-training that 
has made the dog too cautious. This 
will generally straighten itself out as 
the dog hunts, unless it’s due to a de- 
fective nose. Sometimes these points are 
on roosts, or where birds have bedded 
down at midday and scent still lingers. 
Send the dog on without comment a 


| few times before correcting him. Cor- 


rection can be made on the spot either 
by scolding or collar shaking, but never 
severe whipping lest you make the dog 
bird-shy. Also, you might try moving 
him up along his line of point, using 
a voice of disapproval, hoping he will 
understand that there were no birds. 

Shyness of feather or of dead birds 
will stop a good retriever or prevent 
his maturing. Dogs that are dead-bird 


| shy have usually taken a severe wing 


beating from a wounded pheasant or 
duck. If you realize this when it is hap- 


. | pening, crush the bird’s head and gently 


induce the dog to pick it up again. 
Talk to him soothingly and convince 
him that the bird will not hurt him. 

Otherwise, you can go back to work- 
ing him on controlled retrieving. First 
use the dummy, then a well-trussed 
live bird followed by one with a single 
free wing. The reason we speak of 
these dogs as being dead-bird shy is 
that they carry their fear from the 
wounded to the dead and will not pick 
them up. 


f cgrereee’ shyness may also stop re- 


trieving. In this case a dog develops 


| an aversion to taking feathers in his 


mouth. Using pigeons to teach re- 
trieving may make some dogs feather 
shy, as the taste or feel of them is 
repulsive to a few dogs at first. We 
have no positive answer as to why 
this is so, but we know it is. Care- 
fully introducing the dog to the birds 
will avoid this. When you send him 
out for the first retrieve, go out with 
him, pick the bird up, and give it to 
him by hand, Talk to him while doing 
so. If he wants to spit it out, command 
him to give it to you, and then repeat 
the command to take until he obeys. 
Retrieving dogs often show even more 
aversion to the taste of woodcock. 
While all these faults can generally 
be corrected, they require extra train- 
ing time and too often cause temper 
explosions. Efficient basic training will 
prevent most of them. But if we are 
alert to what the dog is doing in the 
field we can detect the first signs of 
them and correct immediately. That 
will save wear and tear on the dog’s 
nerves and yours also.— McDowell Lyon.

kind I expected. The young gobbler 
down the ridge threw all caution to the 
dawn breeze. His footsteps rattled the 
dry leaves. I shifted my gun barrel, to 
be in a position to take him or turn him 
down if he should suddenly explode out 
of the thicket. 

But he didn’t explode. If there’s one 
thing you can expect of a tom turkey 
at any season of the year, it’s the un- 
expected. Even young gobblers take 
no chances. He stopped out of sight, 
just beyond the laurel, and was still for 
a long minute that seemed like 10. 
Then he gobbled and began to strut. I 
could hear his wing tips dragging the 
ground. 

For a full five minutes I sweated in 
the cold treetop before it suddenly 
penetrated my buzzing brain that I was 
looking at the young gobbler. He stood 
between two laurel bushes, so near my 
blind I could see his three-inch beard 
against his iridescent vest. He was well 
within range, but since he wasn’t much 
more than a yearling, I hesitated, trying 
to decide whether I should take him or 
wait for the giant coming down the 
ridge. 

I’m sure I know better. I’ve hunted 
wild turkeys often enough to be posi- 
tive that when one of them steps within 
range of a gun, you'd better get him if 
you can. While I hesitated, this tom 
took a swift look in my direction and 
disappeared. 

I was still cocky enough to have more 
ambition than sense. I shrugged off the 
bird I’d seen and turned my attention 
to the gobbler on the ridge. When he 
called, the bushes rattled, and I im- 
agined him pausing in each opening to 
puff and strut. I hunkered down and 
waited. 

Until a few years before, I’d always 
considered spring hunting for gobblers 
as rather poor sport. I tried each year 
for my Thanksgiving or Christmas 
gobbler, but somehow I’d conceived the 
erroneous idea that a buck turkey with 
the mating-season sap rising in him and 
hens all around, would lose some of his 
native caution. However, the two or 
three years I’d hunted in the spring 
had made me change my mind. I’m 
convinced that unhatched tom turkeys 
must lie in their shells thinking up 
ways to outwit gunners. 

For 20 minutes I sat in almost breath- 
less silence. The last time I’d heard 
the gobbler, I figured he was less than 
100 yards away. A big black ant 
crawled out of the log heap, made an 
exploratory cruise up my sleeve to the 
base of my collar and completely cir- 
cled my face—and I didn’t dare risk 
raising a hand to brush him off. After 
20 minutes, I moved my hand carefully 
to the turkey call and made-a couple 
of clucks. When I got no answer, I had 
a growing sense that something had 
gone haywire—either a sour note from 
the box, or he’d slipped close enough 
to see me. He’d definitely clammed up. 
I waited for a quarter of an hour be- 
fore I yelped again. This time he an- 
swered, but he was on the next ridge, 
half a mile away.

Somehow he’d seen or sensed me, 
and there wasn’t any use going after 
him. I left my stand and moved slowly 
along the ridge in the opposite direc- 
tion, pausing occasionally to yelp and 
wait for an answer. It was now around 
9 o’clock. Most of the toms had stopped 
gobbling for the morning, so for the 
next couple of hours I hunted across 
some of the ridges and high coves, 
watching for fresh V-scratches in the 
leaves. 

By noon, slightly irked with myself 
for not taking the young tom, I made 
my way back to the wilderness road 
where I was to meet Hoyt Pippinger 
and Phil Stone. Phil and I have weath- 
ered many seasons together these 25 
years, and we’ve shared some dramatic 
moments in the woods. Now a busi- 
nessman in Dalton, Ga., he was a mem- 
ber of the Georgia Game and Fish 
Commission when I was director. Hoyt 
is the local game officer, and one of 
the rangers in charge of the Ocoee 
Game Management Area. Most of his 
life has been devoted to the protection 
and restoration of game, but he'd 
never killed a. gobbler. Phil and I had 
talked him into taking part of his 
vacation to hunt with us through the 
opening days of the spring gobbler sea- 
son in Tennessee. This first four-day 
period was state-wide outside the man- 
agement areas, after which the Ocoee 
Management Area would be hunted 
under permit. 

When I met my partners at a bend 
in the road, Hoyt was grinning like a 
kid. “We didn’t see a thing,” the two 
of them chorused, before I could ask, 
but the statement rang so false I had 
to laugh. I walked past them and 
peeked into the back of Phil’s station 
wagon at a beautiful, bronzed tom tur- 
key. Then Hoyt gave me the details. 
He’d crawled into some brush atop a 
ridge, and shortly after daylight the 
19-pound gobbler had come to him, in 
answer to his calls, from a quarter of 
a mile away. Phil had heard the whole 
show from an adjoining mountain, and 


it was a toss-up whether he or Hoyt 
was proudest of the kill.

Deer Stretcher | 


his idea for an easy-to-make stretch- 
er may help you solve the problem 


| of getting a deer carcass out of the} 


woods and back to camp. Cut a 6-ft. 
length of heavy canvas and make hems 


| on each side wide enough to slide slen- 
| der poles through. Be sure the original 
| piece of canvas is wide enough so that | 
| when you finish hemming, the material 
| will be about 3 ft. wide. 


When I’m ready to go deer hunting I} 
just roll up the canvas (it weighs about 
a pound or two) and include it in my 
pack. Then, if I’m lucky enough to bag 
a deer, I unroll the stretcher, cut poles 
from the surrounding brush, and insert 
them through the side hems. The poles 
needn't be heavy; in fact, a little spring- 
iness helps manage the load. Now, with 
the help of my hunting companion, I 
roll the carcass onto the canvas, and 
start for camp. Gums are no problem 
since they can be stowed alongside the 
carcass. When not serving as a 
stretcher, the canvas can be used as a 
ground cloth or poncho.—Norbert M.

Trinity Forest Sport 


he Middle Eel-Yolla Bolly Primitive 

Area is shared by the Trinity and 
Mendocino National Forests in northern 
California, with 77,086 acres of it in the 
Trinity. Here is excellent trout fishing 
in many different waters. There also 
is good hunting for the numerous Co- 
lumbian blacktail deer, with bears and 
mountain lions as an added attraction. 
A graded road leads west from Red 
Bluff and comes to an abrupt end at 
Saddle Camp, near the base of Tom 
Head Mountain, a distance of about 40 
miles. A ranger station is nearby. 

The nearest good fishing is in the 
South Fork of Cottonwood Creek, a 5- | 
mile hike or pack trip from the end of | 
the road. Fishing in it is at its best | 
from the last of June on, after the snow | 
melt is about over. Pound trout are | 
common, and the reasonably skilled an- 
gler can take with flies or bait big 
brown trout in the 18-22-in. class. Dur- 
ing the season it’s warm up there, and | 
the few fishermen who get into this) 
area usually keep a few fish to eat, and 
restore the others to the water, for it’s 
difficult to keep the fish from spoiling 
on the way out. Dry ice could solve the 
problem if you go in on pack animals. 
But you still have those 40 miles back 
to Red Bluff with its summertime heat | 
of 100° plus. 

If you have the time, Cottonwood is 
only the beginning. Trails will take you | 
to the North Fork of the famous Eel 
River with its deep clear pools and big 
water. There is good fishing for rain- | 
bows, but steelheads are the big attrac- | 
tion. Very few rivers have steelheads | -— 
during the summer months, but here is 
the final stopping place of these sea-run | 
fish that come up the lower Eel in 
spring. 

They’re real steelheads, 10 and 12-) 
pounders are common, and they’re 
tough to take in the clear water. But 
spinners and wobblers will fool them 
in early morning and just before dusk. 
During the heat of the day it’s mostly a 
waste of time to try for them. 

There’s a pack station at Saddle 
Camp, and the packer will pack you in 
for a distance up to 10 miles into the 
primitive area, with a maximum of 150 
lb. of equipment, then return to take 
you out at a stated time. The fee is 
$35 per head. 

Before going in tell the Forestry | 
men at the guard station your approxi- | 
mate trail route and when you expect 
to come out. That’s a safety measure 
in case of accident or emergencies. Also, 
if you’re going to camp, take along a 
shovel and ax.—Robert L. Curtis.

of Alberta. My friend, G. W. Foote, 
general tourist agent of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, has brought me up to 
date with a report on current condi- 
tions. 

The Vermillion Lakes are within two 
miles of Banff, and boats are available 
at the Bow River Boat House. Brook 
and rainbow trout here average about 
1 lb., and have been caught up to 5 Ib. 
Best flies are the Royal Coachman, 
Brown Hackle, and Black Gnat, with 
the best fishing in evening and early 
morning. Fishing here, as in other 
mountain lakes mentioned, doesn’t 
reach its best until July and is good 
from then on. 

Johnson's Lake, about six miles east 
of Banff, is well populated with rain- 
bows. As this lake is bordered with 
forest, spinning and bait casting are 
the best methods to use. Spray Lake, 
which is an artificial lake, covers a 
large area and has good bait fishing for 
Dolly Vardens and lake trout. Cut- 
throats are plentiful. 

The Mount Assiniboine District lakes 
are reached by a two-day trail ride 
from Banff, and, because they aren’t 
easily accessible, offer really fine fishing. 
Gog, Magog, Sunburst, and Cerulian 
Lakes are all excellent for cutthroat 
trout. A lodge with cabins offers ac- 
commodations within easy access of 
these lakes.

Arizona Trout Fishing 


AS compared to other Western moun- 
tain states, Arizona has relatively 
few trout streams and lakes. Practi- 
cally all of these trout waters are in 
the timbered mountains, with the 
White Mountains (including the 
Apache Indian Reservation) supplying 
most of the stream fishing. The Mo- 
gollon Rim country, around Payson in 
the central part of the state, ranks 
second. 

The White River in the Apache In- 
dian Reservation is the major trout 
stream in the White Mountains, with 
the Black and Little Colorado ranking 
close to it. In the Mogollon Rim area 
Tonto Creek is the most popular, with 
the Horton, Christopher, East Verde, 
East and West Clear Creeks also pro- 
ductive. Oak Creek, near Sedona, is a 
major stream which probably is the 
most fished of all, but still one of the 
best. In addition to these there are 
many smaller creeks and brooks which 
give good fishing. The upper reaches 
of Lake Mohave are famous for big 
rainbows. Willow Beach is the center 
for this fishing. 

Arizona has a respectable number 
of trout lakes with Big Lake, south of 
Springerville, one of the best. Nearby 
Crescent Lake and Big Lake are the 
only lakes in the state with grayling. 
Luna Lake, near Alpine in the Sit- 
greaves National Forest, gives very 
good trout fishing in early spring and 
late fall. That also is true of Tonto 
Lake near Maverick. Show Low Lake, 
near the town likewise named, is a 
good producer of trout up to 3 Ib. 


New Mexico Waters 


hat area in northern New Mexico 

lying north of Albuquerque and west 
of Sante Fe has some nice trout fishing. 
Among the better streams is the Jemez 
River. The lower part flows through 
Jemez Springs, and is heavily stocked 
with rainbows and loch levens. That 
portion of the river above Jemez 
Springs yields fine catches of trout. 
The area includes perhaps the most 
beautiful mountain country, the best 
fishing streams, and most agreeable 
summer climate in the Southwest. 

The Rio Guadalupe joins the Jemez 
not far from Jemez Springs. It has 12 
miles of good rainbow fishing. The Rio 
Chama is one of the best streams in the 
state. From the town of Chama down 
to where the Rio Puerco enters there 
are many rainbow, native, and loch 
leven trout.

bends when pulled back sharply. A fly 
rod is said to have a single or a double 


Double-action rods are whippy and 
hold a peculiar fascination for begin- 
ners. But it is difficult even for an 
expert to cast a dry fly with a double- 
action rod, and even more difficult to 
hook a trout when it rises to the float- 
ing fly. 

Watch the tip of the rod as your 
friend raises the rod sharply to a 


an arc away from the direction of pull, 
dipping two feet or more toward the 
floor. Then it will reverse its action 
and flow back in the direction of the 
pull, to dip toward the floor behind 
the caster. Such rods are technically 
termed soft or slow. This action was 
very popular in America around the 
turn of the century, before dry-fly fish- 
ing was introduced. But now most 
manufacturers don’t make them in- 
tentionally. 

A fly rod is said to have a single 
action when its tip barely nods toward 
the floor in front of you as you raise 
the rod sharply to a vertical position. 
Then it quickly springs back into the 
line of pull. There’s visible life and 
power to this action. The rod seems

dip at the start of the back cast is a 
bare few inches, the action is termed 
fast or power action; when the dip is 
between 12 and 24 inches, the rod has 
medium action. I like a rod that dips 
about 18 inches. 

Rods displaying single action have 
power created by the taper from butt 
to tip. This taper must be nicely 
balanced for fine action, and work- 
manship, not material, is the main item 
in the cost of a rod. However, some 
manufacturers make their best glass 
fly rods to sell for $35, and these rods 
are dandies. Then they dress up the 
same basic rod with fancy fittings and 
offer it as a different model at $45. 
Watch out for this if you want to 
Save dough. You can’t cast any better 
with “gold-plated” guides. 


| hae with either medium or power 
action will toss lines way out there 
where the biggest fish are rising. Gen- 
erally, medium-action rods are for av- 
erage stream conditions; power-action 
rods are for casting heavy streamers, 
throwing dry flies into the wind, and 
reaching way out with heavy lines on 
big rivers. Yet some experts use one 
of these two rods for all conditions. 

Never take for granted the informa- 
tion on temporary tags attached to 
rods or their cloth cases. These tags 
can get switched about in stores, or 
they may be attached by clerks who 
do not realize their importance. Make 
all the action tests yourself. 

To test the fishing action, simply 
put the reel on the rod and run about 
20 feet of line through the guides and 
tip. Then, with the end of the line 
held or tied to some solid object, have 
the salesman or another helper lift 
the rod to near vertical and pull on it 
as if playing a heavy fish. You should 
stand off to one side, where you can 
see the bend of the rod better. Look 
for an almost perfect half circle as 
the rod bends. You want action that 
runs right down into the butt. It’s this 
springy action that helps you play and 
kill a fish without breaking your 
leader. A rod with too stiff a fishing 
action will break all but the stoutest 
leaders when a heavy fish strikes or 
makes a sudden dash for freedom. I’ve 
watched experts lose nine out of 10 
powerful fish hooked with rods that 
were too stiff for the fragile leaders 
needed to fool the fish that particular 
day. 

You are now ready to check the 
balance of the outfit. Place the rod- 
with the reel and line on it—across the 
edge of your hand. The outfit should 
balance at a point about eight inches 
in front of the reel. If the balance is 
off more than an inch or so, correct 
it by getting a heavier or lighter reel. 
A bad rod and reel balance will tire 
you and make accurate casting diffi- 
cult. 

Most anglers buying their first fly 
rod will have had some experience with 
spinning outfits, so they’re likely to be 
wrist-action casters. Fly casting, how- 
ever, is done mainly by a movement 
of the forearm with the wrist held 
stiff. Remember this when you are 
testing your fly line.

Price seems to be an indication of 
quality. Silk lines are preferred by 
many experts, but these demand a lot 
of attention, including a thorough dry- 
ing after each day’s fishing and careful 
greasing before using again. You don’t 
even have to dry nylon lines, and they 
perform mighty well. There is just 
one thing—if you use nylon, buy line a 
size larger than you would in silk. 

For all average trout fishing, where 
fish are taken in casts of 40 feet or 
less, the double-taper line is the ticket 
to the ball game. For casting in strong 
winds or for getting real distance on 
large rivers, the torpedo head or three- | 
dimension weight-forward line is what | 
the doctor ordered. This taper can pull 
a lot of line before friction and the 
weight of the thin shooting line behind 
the head pulls it down. For this reason, 
many anglers prefer this taper for all 
trout fishing.

mar the beauty of that alpine country, 
when just a little effort would dispose 
of trash out of sight. 

As the summer passed, I fell into a 
routine. I would go to a national forest 
in a mountainous area and stop to see a 
district forest ranger. After I explained 


my mission, he’d take out a detailed | 


map of his district and indicate trails 
he thought I could navigate. (I invari- 
ably went much farther on these trails 
than he thought possible.) He would 
also mark the best fishing spots, as well 
as points of interest and scenic views. 
I had previously considered librarians 


| the most helpful people in the world, 








but forest rangers are now at the top 


| of my list. 


Many national-forest trails are num- 
bered. Where they intersect a road, 
there are signs bearing the number of 


| the trail and often its destination. This, 


along with the detailed maps provided 
by the rangers, makes mountain navi- 


| gation relatively easy. 


The motorcycle I used this past sum- 
mer had a tank capacity of 2% gallons 
—fuel enough to travel 250 miles over 
normal roads or between 50 and 75 
miles over mountain trails. Since my 
round-trip mileage from my station 
wagon to the high country was always 
within these limits, I was never forced 
to carry extra gas. If the need had 
arisen, I was prepared to extend my 
range by taking along additional gas 
in one-gallon cans carried in the packs 
on the rear of my cycle. As it was, I 
merely checked my maps to determine 
the distance I would have to travel and 
the altitude to be climbed. As an added 
precaution, I made it a policy to return 
to my base of operations over the same 
trail I had taken into the mountains. 
As I think back, I doubt that running 
out of gas up on a mountainside would 
have presented much of a problem any- 
how. I’d have been in somewhat the 
same position as the canoe paddler on 
the brink of Niagara Falls, who called 
back to his partner, “It’s all downhill 
from here.” 

In case you may be thinking that my 
mechanized way of getting to the high 
country is just one more modern con- 
venience leading to the physical de- 
generation of the race, allow me to 
disagree with you. I had to hike part 
of the way to about half of the lakes I 
fished. When the altitude and steep, 
rough trails proved too much for the 
little cycle, I’d transfer my rubber 
boat, tripod and cameras, fishing tackle, 
food, and camping gear to my back. 
Lugging that kind of load up the side 
of a mountain in the thin-air country 
is a workout I recommend for only the 
stout of heart. 

On one trip to Lake Lenox in the 
Bitterroot National Forest of Montana, 
I had to walk about four miles after 
leaving the cycle. The lake was at the 
bottom of a deep canyon with sides so 
steep I had to lower my equipment 
down parts of it with my 100-foot 
anchor rope. It took an hour and a 
half to climb back up from the lake to 
the rim. The fishing there was wonder-

ful, but I still wouldn’t recommend the 
journey to my worst enemy. 

Before leaving on this summer trip 
to the West, I tried to devise ways of 
lightening my pack. For a tent I 
wound up using two army-surplus bags 
designed to shield soldiers from blister 
gas. They are large plastic bags that 
weigh only a few ounces, and they cost 
me 9¢ apiece. One cover would be laid 
on the ground with the mouth held 
open by two stakes. I would crawl into 
it feet first, then put my head and 
shoulders in the open end of the other 
sack. The loose joint formed by the 
two big bags was propped open enough 
to let air circulate inside the shelter. 
Otherwise body heat would form a 
clammy coating of moisture inside the 
bags. 

In place of a sleeping bag, I wore a 
suit of insulated underwear that I use 
in the fall for duck hunting. Accord- 
ing to the manufacturer, this suit will 
keep you “snug and warm at 30° be- 
low.”’ But I was camping out at tem- 
peratures closer to 30° above, and there 
were times when an extra blanket 
would have felt good. For the most 
part, however, my improvised sleeping 
bag and tent—total weight was less 
than three pounds—kept me warm 
enough. I only used my gas-bag-and- 
underwear combination when I was on 
side trips afoot and each extra ounce 
was a burden. When there was no 
threat of rain, I slept on top of the 
waterproof gas shields. My routine 
sleeping outfit for nights spent near the 
cycle or at the station wagon was a 
down-filled sleeping bag. 


y food costs for the summer aver- 
aged 98¢ a day. Typical breakfast 
would be oatmeal or a cold cereal with 
lots of raisins and powdered milk. I'd 
also have some fruit and bread with 
butter and jam. For lunch I usually 
ate sandwiches made of tinned meat 
or peanut butter and strawberry jam 
on buttered whole-wheat bread. For 
dessert I’d have either fig bars, oat- 
meal cookies, or raisins. I like raisins. 
In the evening, if I was at my car, 
out would come the gas stove and pres- 
sure cooker. In the cooker I would 
place a large Idaho potato, a can of 
vegetables, unopened, and half a 
pound of canned or fresh meat. After 
10 minutes I’d remove the pressure 
gauge as steam blew off to a great 
height. The tin cans would be swollen 
from the pressure. I could reduce this 
before opening the cans by placing 
them in cold water for a few seconds, 
but I could do the same thing faster by 
pricking the cans with my knife. 

After eating dinner I would rinse out 
the cooker, put things back in my food 
box, and be on my way while other 
campers in the same area were getting 
their wood fires built. I know some 
people enjoy cutting wood, cooking 
over open fires and using a lot of pots 
and pans. I'd rather save that time and 
use it to fish or explore new country. 

I used to carry an ice box with me 
on my travels, but I now save weight, 
room, expense, and trouble by using 
several quart vacuum bottles. Even 
solid foods like meat and butter can be

chilled and placed in these large- 
mouthed bottles. I have used vacuum 
jugs successfully in Rocky Mountain 
cold and also while traveling through 
Mexico and the Southwest, where tem- 
peratures of 110° were common. 

I carried both fly and spinning outfits 
for my fishing. My spinning tackle 
consisted of a seven-foot rod and a reel 
full of four-pound-test monofilament. 
The most successful spinning lure for 
the mountain fishing I did was a red- 
and-white spoon weighing 3/16 of an 
ounce. I did my fly fishing with a nine- 
foot rod, H-D-H tapered line, and a 
nine-foot leader tapered to 2X. The dry 
fly I relied on most was a small Black 
Gnat, but Ginger Quills and Cahill pat- 
terns did about as well. Early morn- 
ing and late evening were the best 
times for dry-fly fishing on most of the 
high-country waters I sampled. 

The spinning outfit was tops for mid- 
day fishing, and it also paid off when 
strong winds or deep waters made 
dry-fly fishing impractical. I’d rather 
catch trout on flies. Yet I must admit 
that the spinning rig was a more con- 
sistent fish-taker. 

Getting back to my motorcycle again, 
it’s a five-horse, two-cycle Austrian 
machine that weighs 160 pounds. It’s 
sold through a national mail-order 
house for about $300. The distributor 
informed me that mud-tread tires or 
special parts for lowering the gear 
ratio are not available. So, aside from 
raising the muffler to avoid hitting 
rocks, I used the cycle strictly as a 
stock model. While the cycle I used

had surprising power in first, it was 
not geared low enough to climb rocky, 
50 percent grades at a slow and com- 
fortable speed. From my experience, I 
think it would be difficult to have a 
machine that was geared too low for 
this climbing. My next cycle will prob- 
ably be an American-made model simi- 
lar to the one I’ve been using, except 
that it will be equipped with mud-tread 
tires, a high-compression head for high 
altitudes, and a far lower gear ratio. 

For clearing trails and hauling sup- 
plies, the U. S. Forest Service uses a 
motor scooter in some regions. It’s a 
two-speed, low-geared, American job 
with a four-horse, four-cycle engine. 
Later models of this scooter now come 
with an eight-horse engine. I saw the 
four-horse model in action in western 
Montana. It will do seven to eight 
miles an hour in first gear and eighteen 
in second. However, I wouldn’t recom- 
mend it for mountain climbing. It’s a 
little on the heavy side, weighing about 
200 pounds. The small wheels make 
for an uncomfortable ride, and it has a 
long wheel base, which makes it more 
difficult to turn sharply and more like- 
ly to drag on rocks. It also lacks the 
power of a low-gear motorcycle. 

I only saw one other person fishing 
the high country by “mechanized mule” 
last summer. But the few fishermen I 
met at remote lakes were certainly in- 
terested in my means of transportation. 
At a lake in the Canadian Rockies, four 
miles from the road, I met three men 
who just stood with their mouths open 
when I pulled up. Two of them said

they fished this lake regularly, and 
when I left I heard them discussing 
how they could just stow their cycles 
in their pickup, buzz out to the trail, 
and be up at the lake fishing in no time. 

I must point out that motorized 
travel is forbidden on trails in national 
parks and in sections of national 
forests set aside as wilderness areas. 
And I would be the last person to sug- 
gest that those areas be opened up to 
any kind of motor vehicle. We need to 
protect our remaining sanctuaries from 
carbon-monoxide fumes. There are al- 
ready too few places where a weary 
city dweller can escape from it all. 

Yet sportsmen could use motorcycles 
as I did without spoiling any part of 
our wilderness. In many parts of the 
country it can be the outdoorsman’s 
ticket to wonderful fishing that’s out of 
reach of budgeted time and money if 
he goes in by other methods. Conser- 
vationists would like to see anglers 
harvest more fish from many of those 
out-of-the-way waters. 

I’m back home teaching school now, 
but I’m spending my spare time plan- 
ning my next motorcycle trip. The 
main thing I need is a cycle with a 
lower gear ratio, one that will deliver 
the slow power to take me up some of 
those steep trails where I stalled out 
last summer. THE END
